On motion, Resolved, That the Rev. Mr. Judd, the Rev. Mr. 
Clay, and the Rev. Mr. Empie, together with Mr. Jno. Stanly 
and Mr. John R. London, be appointed a committee to 
draw np and present to this meeting, a Constitution of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of this State. 

Adjourned until one o'clock. 



Divine service having been performed, the Clergy and 
Lay Delegates convent according to adjournment, the 
committee presented the following 

CONSTITUTION. 

Abticle 1. The Protestant Episcopal Church in this State, 
accedes to, recognizes and adopts the general Constitution of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States, and 
acknowledges its authority accordingly. 



2. There shall be an annual Convention of this Church, 
on the second Thursday after Easter, at such place as shall 
be fixed by each preceding Convention. 

3. The Convention shall be composed of such regularly or- 
dained ministers as are settled in this State—such as are em- 
ployed as professors or instructors of youth in incorporated 
seminaries — of such as are missionaries of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, and of one or more Lay Delegates for each 
Church, chosen by the Vestry or Congregation thereof. 

4. Every Convention shall be opened with prayer and a 
sermon; and the preacher shall be nominated by the eccle- 
siastical authority of the Church. 

5. A president shall be annually appointed, who shall 

E reside in all meetings of the Convention, except when a 
iishop shall be present, who shall, ex officio, be president of 
said Convention. 

8. A secretary shall be annually chosen, whose duty it 
shall be to keep a record of the proceedings, and to give due 
notice to each minister and vestry, of the time and place of 
4he next meeting of the Convention. 

7. A standing committee shall be annually chosen, of not 
less than three or more than seven persons, who shall have 
power to admit candidates for the ministry; and until a 
iBishop shall have been appointed, to examine the testimo- 
nials of foreign clergymen, to call special meetings of the 
Convention, and to transact all such other business as they 
are empowered to do by the Constitution and Canons of the 
General Convention. 

8. In all matters which shall come before the Convention, 
the clergy and laity shall deliberate in one body, and in 
voting, the clergy shall vote by individuals, and the laity by 
congregations; but if in any case it be required by two votes, 
the two orders shall vote separately, and a concurrence shall 
be necessary to constitute a decision. 

9. The election of a Bishop of this Diocess shall be made 
in Convention in the following manner: The order of the 
clergy shall nominate and appoint, by ballot, some fit and 
qualified clergyman for that office — and if this appointment 
be approved of by the lay order, he shall be declared duly 
elected. In the above-mentioned nomination and appoint- 
ment, a majority of each order shall determine the choice ; 
provided that two-thirds of all the clergy entitled to votes 
be present, and two-thirds of all the congregations entitled 
to votes be represented, otherwise two-thirds of the votes of 
each order shall be necessary to determine the choice. 



10. This Constitution may be altered or amended by a 
concurrent vote of two-thirds of the attending members, at 
any annual meeting of the Convention.

The preceding Constitution having been unanimously 
adopted and signed, the Rev. Mr. Judd was duly elected 
President, and the Rev. Mr. Empie, Secretary, for the ensu- 
ing year. The following gentlemen were chosen, also, to 
compose the standing committee — of the clergy, the Rev. 
Mr. Judd, Mr. Clay and Mr. Empie; and of the laity, Messrs. 
John 8. West of Newbem, John Winslow of Fayetteville, 
John B. Blount of Edenton, and Marsden Campbell of Wil- 
mington. 

On motion, Resolved, That a copy of the Constitution now 
adopted, together with the proceedings of this Convention, 
be, by the Secretary, certified to the General Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States, with a 
request that, agreeably to the fifth article of the Constitu* 
tion, the Protestant Episcopal Church, in this State, may be 
recognized and admitted to representation. 

Resohedf That the Rt. Rev. R. C. Moore, the Bishop of 
Virginia, be invited to visit and perform the Episcopal 
offices in this State, agreeably to the 20th canon of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States. 

Resolved, That the President of the Convention present 
this invitation to the Rt. Rev. Bishop Moore, together with a 
copy of the Constitution and proceedings of the Convention. 

Resolved^ That the Rev. Mr. Judd and Mr. Moses Jarvis^ 
of Newbem, be appointed Delegates to the ensuing Gen- 
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eral Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the 
United States. 

Resolved, That the next annual Convention be holden at 
Fayetteville. 

Adjourned until 4 o'clock. 



Met pursuant to adjournment. The preceding minutes 
were read and approved. 

On motion, Resolved, That the Secretary cause 200 copies 
of the Constitution to be printed, and that he distribute the 
same, equally, among the congregations here represented. 

Resolved, That it is expedient that the Rectors of the several 
Churches cause an annual collection, in their respective 
Churches, for the support of a Missionary in this State; and 
that the same be a fund subject to the order of the Conven- 
tion. 

Resolved, That the Rev. Mr. Clay be a committee to select 
or to draw up such canons as he may deem most expedient| 
and to report the same to the next Convention.

Fayetteville, April 2d, 1818. 

This being the day appointed for the annual meeting of 
the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
State of North Carolina, divine service was performed by 
the Rev. John Avery, and a discourse, suited to the occa- 
sion, delivered by the Rev. A. Empie — after which the holy 
communion was also administered. 

Public worship being ended, the Rev. Mr. Empie was 
re-elected Secretary, and the Rev. Mr. Judd President of the 
Convention. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read, and the fol- 
lowing clerical members of the Convention were found 
present: 

Rev. Bethel Judd, Rector of St. John's Church, Fay- 
etteville; 

Rev. Adam Empie, Rector of St. James' Church, Wil- 
mington ; 

Rev. John Avery, from St. Paul's Church, Edenton ; 

Rev. Richard S. Mason, from Christ's Church, Newbern. 



The Rev. John Phillips, from Virginia, beiug present, 
was admitted to an honorary seat. 

The following lay delegates likewise presented testimonials 
of their apDointment, and were admitted accordingly, viz : 
John Winslow and John A. Cameron, Escfrs, from St John's 
Church, Fayetteville ; Dr. Armand J. DeKosset and Mars- 
den Campbell, Esq., from St. James' Church, Wilmington ; 
Josiah Collins, Jr., Esq., from St. Paul's Church, Edenton ; 
and John W. Guion, from Christ's Church, Newbern. 

A charch having been organized in Orange county, by 
the name of St. Jude's Church, (at the Union meeting-house 
near Stony Creek,) and application being made by tne same 
to be received into union with our Convention — Resolved, 
unanimoudy, That the same be admitted. Whereupon, 
Robert Davis, presenting the certificate of his appointment 
as a lay delegate from said church, was admitted as such to 
a seat in the Convention. 

On motion. Resolved, That the Rev. Messrs. Judd, Empie, 
Mason and Avery, be a committee to report, during this 
Convention, upon the state of the church. 

Adjourned until 4 o'clock this afternoon. 



Thursday, 4 O'clock, P. M. 

Met pursuant to adjournment. The minutes ot the fore- 
noon were read and approved. In compliance with the 46th 
canon, the canons of the General Convention were read. 

The Standing Committee being called upon, laid before the 
house the report of their last year's transactions, which was 
read and accepted. It was then moved and carried that the 
lay members of the Standing Committee be, for the present 
year, selected from Fayetteville; that the whole number of 
the committee be seven, and that the Revs. Messrs. Judd and 
Empie be the clerical, and Messrs. J. Winslow, J. A. Came- 
ron, P. I. Tillinghast, Sr., C. Mallet and N. Kershaw, be the 
lay members of the same. 

In conformity with his last year's appointment, the Rev. 
Mr. Judd informed the Convention that the Rt. Rev. R. C. 
Moore, of Virginia, had consented to perform Episcopal 
offices in this State; that indisposition prevented him from 
attending this Convention ; and that he was ready to visit 
the congregations in this Diocess, either in summer or in 
fall. 

On motioni Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Mission- 
ary Society be also the Treasurer of the Convention. 
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Besoked, dUo, That the Committee on the State of the 
Church be requested to select, or compose, such canons as 
they may deem necessary for its government and welfare. 

Adjourned until 9 o'clock, Friday morning. 



Friday Morning, 9 O'clock. 

Met pursuant to adjournment. The minutes of the last 
meeting were read and approved. The committee appointed 
to report upon the state of the Church, then laid the fol- 
lowing before the house, which was approved and ordered 
to be printed with the Journal : 

The Committee on the State of the Church regret that 
their limited means of information compel them to make a 
very imperfect report on the subject submitted to their con- 
sideration. 

In November, 1816, the Rev. Bethel Judd, of the Diocess 
of Connecticut, and the Rev. A. Empie, of the Diocess of 
New York, being deprived of health, and advised to change 
their climate, met at Wilmington, and during the subse- 
quent winter officiated in the church in that place. Pre- 
viously to their arrival there was no Episcopal clergyman 
in this State, and but one congregation in which the worship 
of our Church was performed. By their joint endeavors, 
however, together with the aid of the pious and zealous 
members of the congregation at Wilmington, under the bless- 
ing of God, piety and devout attention to religious ordi- 
nances rapidly increased. Since the first of the following 
May the charge of the congregation has devolved entirely 
upon its present Rector, the Rev. A. Empie, whose ministra- 
tions have been greatly blessed to his own comfort, to the sat- 
isfaction of his christian friends and we trust to the glory of 
God. 

On the first of May, 1817, the Rev. B. Judd removed his 
station to the charge of a congregation which, on the preced- 
ing Easter Monday, had by him been organized in Fayette- 
ville. The zeal of that congregation, of which young men 
formed a principal part, has been eminently evinced by their 
regular and devout attention to the worship of the Church; 
by their liberal contributions for the support of their minis- 
ter; by their donations and exertions for the erection of a 
church, which will soon be completed, and which, when 
completed, will be equal perhaps, in point of elegance, to 
any in the State. 
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Aboat the first of January, 1817, the Rev. Mr. Clay took 
charge of the charch at Newborn, and by his assiduity 
and talents gave great hopes of extensive usefulness; but 
circumstances inducing his removal to the Diocess of Mary- 
land, cast a ffloom for a time over the prospects, and damped 
the zeal of the friends of Zion. A seasonable relief, how- 
ever, is anticipated from the talents and zealous efforts of 
the Rev. Mr. Mason, who has recently commenced bis labors 
in that congr^ation, with every prospect of success. 

The Rev. Mr. Avery, having for some time taught an 
academy, and performed the duties of lay reader, at Eden> 
ton, was ordained in October last, and now officiates as the 
minister of that congregation, which, though not numerous, 
gives good evidence of its desire to promote religion, partic- 
ularly by a very generous contribution for the support of 
missionaries in this State; an object in which all the friends 
of our Church should feel a deep interest, and to which we 
cheridi the hope that they will be liberal to the utmost ex- 
tent of their means. 

It is cause of gratitude that so much has already been 
raised for missionary purposes; and that a clergyman, of 
whose piety and zeal we have the best evidence, is soon to be 
employed to visit vacant congregations, and to give every 
possible aid to revive the drooping spirits of the friends of 
our Zion who are dispersed over the whole State, who retain 
strong predilections for the church of their fathers, and who 
hail with joy the present prospect of its revival. ^(?^Lil. 

But there is no circumstance more animating an4 cheer- ^^'^ 
ing to the friends of religion than to learn th^t five gentle- 
men, of whose qualifications we have no jsigl^o doubt, have, 
on application, been admitted as candidates for holy orders. 

It is now but little more than a year since there has been 
a hope of the revival of the Church in this State. Never was 
there a more gloomy season to its friends than that which 
preceded this period. But the prospect has greatly bright- 
ened; and by the blessing of Heaven, perseverance will 
crown their efforts with abundant success. God hath been 
gracious to us in hearing the prayers of his Church, and in- 
spiring, with reanimated zeal and hope, those who love to 
tread her courts and worship at her sacred altars. 

Much, however, remains still to be done. Prevailing 
lukewarmness is yet to be deplored, and while the harvest is 
very great, the laborers are very few. Everv pious soul 
should, therefore, fervently pray that the Lord of the har- 
vest would send forth laborers into His harvest. 

Let| theUi our supplications be fervent and unceasing that 
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our Heavenly Father would save us from all error, ignc 
ranee, pride and prej-Jice: that the comfor:ablr ^C5ptl o 
Christ may be truly preai-hed. truly receive! an i zri.j fol- 
lowed in all places, to the breaking down of the kir:ri33io/ 
Sin, Satan and Death, until at length the whole of hLs dis* 
persed sheep are gathered ioge:hc;r in one fold, and bsesme 
partakers of everiasiing life, through the merits aud deatii 
of Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

The committee having presented the ahove report, ia 
compliance with their appointment, laid also before the 
Convention the following Canons, which were likewise 
adopted and ordered to be printed with the Journals :

Everv trial of a cler^vman in this Church, for misbehaF 
viour, shall be on presentment, made to the Bishop^r the 
Convention, by the Ves'.ry of the parish to which the clergy- 
man belongs, or by three or more presbyters of the Chardi 
In every presentment the charge or charges shall be dis 
tinctly specified. 

CANON II. 

or THE TRIAL OF A CLERGYMAN. 

For the trial of a clergyman, the Bishop shall appoin 
three Presbvters, who shall be constituted a board for trvin 
the accused person. The Bishop shall fix the time ani 
place of trial ; of both which at least a month's notice shal 
be given to the party accused ; and should he neglect or n 
fuse to attend, the trial shall proceed. The board, thus cor 
stitutcd, shall examine fully the charges alleged, and keep 
minute and accurate record of the testimony of witnesses, an 
of ever)' question and proceeding that comes before then 
No charge shall be substantiated on a testimony of less tha 
two witnesses. On the examination of any witness, shoal 
the accused party require it, an oath or affirmation shall b 
administered by a magistrate. In all questions, a unan 
mous vote shall be necessary to a decision. Having com 
to a decision on the charge or charges respectively, th 
board shall communicate this decision to the Bishop ; anc 
also, in case they have found the accused guilty, the sentenc 
which, in their opinion, should be pronounced. A certifie 
copy of the reconl of their proceedings shall be laid befor 
the Bishopi and his judgment in the case shall be final.

OF THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL 
} CHURCH IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

^^^^^^ Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name or 
trtte^f the Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
ChurchJ;^ North Carolina. 

2. Tnere shall be an annual meeting of this Society at 
the same time and place at which the Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of North Carolina for that 
year may be held. 

Z. The ofiScers of this Society shall be a President, three 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, Treasurer, and a Board of Man- 
agers, oonsisting of four. 

4. It shall be the duty of the President to preside in the 
meetings of the Society, and to call special meetings of the 
same. 

5. The Vice-Presidents, by seniority, shall in the absence, 
or at the request of the President, perform the duties of Pres- 
ident. 

6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the transactions of 
this Society, and conduct the necessary correspondence. 

7. The Treasurer shall receive all monies, keep an account 
of the same, and pay them by order of the Board of Managers. 

8. The Board of Managers, consisting of clergymen of 
the Protestant Episcopai Church, shall appoint Missiona- 
ries, to superintend their missionary labors, and authorize 
them to receive such compensation for their services as the 
Board shall deem expedient. When the funds will permit 
it, they may aid young men who are studying for the min- 
istry, and who shall, in such case after they take orders, be 
bound to act as Missionaries as long as the Board think 
proper, provided that it exceed not one year. 

9. Persons shall be appointed, in various parts of the 
State, to solicit such aid for the support of Missionaries as 
the pious and well-disposed may be mclined to contribute, 
and to transmit the same to the Treasurer, together with the 
names of subscribers. 

10. Each person whose subscription may amount to two 
dollars annually, shall be considered a member of said So- 
ciety. Twenty dollars shall entitle a subscriber to member- 
ship for life.

This being the day appointed for the meeting of the Con- 
vention, Morning Prayer was celebrated by the Rev. Greg- 
ory T. Bedell, Rector of St. John's Church, Fayetteville, and 
an appropriate and impressive discourse delivered by the 
Right Rev. Richard Channing Moore, D. D., Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocesses of Virginia 
and Hortb Carolina. 

After the congregation was dismissed, the chair was taken 
by the Bishop at 12 o'clock, and the following clergy ap- 
peared and took their seats :

Mr. William Hooper, pro- 
fessor of the languages in the University of North Carolina, 
appeared and took bis seat The other Students of Divinity 
are severally lay delegates from different Churches. 

It was then moved by Mr. Empie, and cairied, that the 
town of Fayetteville, as being the most central position, be 
fixed upon as the place from which the Standing Committee 
should be elected for the ensuing year.

principles and good moral character to officiate.

REPORT : 

That it appears from the minutes of the committee of last 
year, that the only business which was transacted by them, 
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was granting to Mr. George S. Phillips license to officiate as 
Lay Keader in the town of Tarborougb, and furnishing to 
Mr. Henry M. Shaw, one of the teachers in the academy at 
Fayetteville, who had been a candidate in this Diocess for the 
year last past, the recommendation required by the Canon 
in order to his obtaining Deacon's orders. The committee 
would also mention, that pursuant to this recommendation, 
the Bishop proceeded to his examination and admitted him 
to the Holy Order of Deacons, on Monday the 19th inst. in 
St. John's Church, Fayetteville. 

The attention of the committee was then called to the appli* 
cation of Mr. William Hooper, professor of languages in the 
University of this State, for admission as a candidate for holy 
orders, which application, being attended with the requisite 
testimonials, was admitted; and it was further determined, 
that a license be granted to Mr. Hooper to officiate as Lay 
Reader in St. Mary's Parish, Orange county, and parts adja- 
cent 

The committee were then further called to the considera- 
tion of the application of Mr. Robert Davis, who had been 
a candidate during the last year for a recommendation to 
the Bishop for Deacon's Orders, and satisfactory testimo- 
nials being produced it was resolved that the prescribed 
recommendation should be given. 

The committee however, while they .bear testimony to 
the piety, good standing, and attachment of Mr. Davis to the 
doctrines, discipline and worship of our church ; and while 
from written discourses of his own composition delivered to 
them, he exhibits the powers of a more than ordinary mind, 
still beg leave to remark, that they have suggested to the 
Bishop, as Mr. Davis has neither bad the opportunity of a 
classical education, nor of pursuing any regular course of 
Theological studies, it was in their opinion expedient that 
he be continued one year longer as a candidate; and that 
as the requisite books cannot be furnished him in the 
country where he resides, he should pursue his studies at 
Fayetteville, under the direction of the Rev'd Mr. Bedell. 

The committee also, taking into consideration the pecu- 
niary circumstances of the candidate, have confidently 
recommended him to the Missionary Society, and other 
friends of the church, for such facilities as his worth and the 
good of the church demands. 

The committee were influenced in their decision upon 
this point, by the consideration that, in any other circum- 
stances than the present condition of the church in this 
^ State, they would have urged the immediate ordination of 
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the candidate. But viewing with unbounded satisfaction 
the rising prospects of the church, and conscious that this 
delay win oe of advantage, not only to the church, but to 
Mr. Davis himself, they have ventured to pursue this course, 
and are happy to report that their views nave been met by 
the Bishop and Mr. Davis with acquiescence and satisfaction. 
The committee cannot close their report without congrat- 
ulating the Convention on the present prospects of the 
church. The visit of our venerable Bishop has been of in- 
calculable importance, and every thing has occurred to call 
forth our gratitude to the Great Head of the Church for His 
abundant goodness. May He work in us, and with us by 
bis^race, to the promotion of his glory and the edification 
of His Church.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF 

THE CHURCH. 

The Committee on the State of the Church, thinking it 
not necessary to enter into a minute detail of particulars, 
beg leave to submit the following as the general result of 
their enc^uiries: 

In taking a retrospect of the year past, we have reason for 
encouragement, and abundant cause of gratitude to the 
Great Head of the Church. 

At the last meeting of the Convention, we found the 
Church in this State, which but a short time before was al- 
most extinct, arising from the dust and affording a prospect 
to her friends exceedingly animating. The cheering hope 
which was then cherished, has not been disappointed. Her 
interests have continued to advance with a success equal to 
every reasonable expectation ; a considerable accession has 
been made to her numbers. The Churches represented in 
this Convention are in a more flourishing state than they 
were at our last meeting. But of this number, St. John's 
Church in Fayetteville, affords an encouraging example for 
the imitation of its sister Churches. The hberality and zeal 
of its members, are worthy of the highest praise. By their 
spirited and pious exertions, a building commenced in June 
1817, has been completed and solemnly consecrated to the 
worship of Almighty God. But it is not the external state 
of this Church alone, which deserves attention. There has 
also been a great increase of piety among its members. Mr. 
Bedell, who commenced his ministry in that place in No- 
vember last, has by the blessing of God been eminently use-

iEPORT OF THE MANAGERS OF THE MISSIONARY 

SOCIETY. 

The Missionary Society in reporting their proceedings to 
lie Convention, feel happy to announce |the brightening 
pvOflpects of the Society. The increasing interest which in 
tsfimis parts of the State appears to be taken in its welfare, 
not only evinces an eagerness for the gospel in general, but 
bIso A sincere attachment to the communion of our truly 
reoerable and apostolic Church. 

The liberal contributions which have been made to the 
iodetyy will enable it to employ Missionaries in those parts 
4 the State in which their services are most required, and 
tie with a well founded hope, we trust the period is not far 
Ustanty when the lamp of our Church shall again illumine 
ihoee regions where it had been extinguished ; that again 
ihall the notes of our amiable Liturgy resound in parts 
vhere its accents had almost been forgotten. 

The Missionary Society was instituted at Newbern in 1817, 
It the sitting of the Convention in that place. During the 
first year of its organization, nothing could be done but the 
obtaining of subscribers and making collections for the use 
cf the Society. 

At a meeting of the Society which took place in Fa3'ette- 
vflle on the 2d of April, 1818, it appeared that from contri- 
butions, collections, &c. the Treasurer had on hand $425:30. 
The Managers.of the Societv relying on this fund, employed 
the Rev'd John Phillips, who had recently left Virginia, to 
act as a Missionary for the space of six months in the coun- 
ties of Beaufort, Halifax, Edgecombe and , oflfering him 

tsa compensation for his services, at the rate of $400 per an- 
num, pledging themselves at the same time for the necessa- 
ry expenses of an outset. 

The Society are fully persuaded that Mr. Phillips has 
been very assiduous in the dischatge of his duties, and they 
brost his labors have not been without success. He has or-

sanized a congr^ation at Tarborough by tbeiitle of the War- 
dens and Vestry of Trinity Cburcb, Tarboroagb, Edgecombe 
county, which has been received into union with the CSon- 
Tention. Besides performing the duties required of him, 
he has preached in Fayetteville and Newbem, in which lat- 
ter place he administered the Holy Communion, in conse- 
quence of the officiating minister being only in Deacon's 
orders. The parochial report rendered by Mr. Phillips to 
the Society is as follows:

The increased liberality of the friends of theCliurch, will 
enable the Society to employ two or more Missionaries, if 
Ihey can be obtained, for the ensuing year — and have de- 
termined to offer at the rate of $500 per annum. The 
amount of cash now on hand is nearly $1400. 

The Society are confident that it requires only the in- 
created liberality c^ the friends of oar venerable Church to 
enable them to send forth laborers into their Masters Tine- 
yard: and they pray that the God ol all grace may dispose 
the hearts of christians to assist them in this gpod woric — 
that ^ the wilderness and solitary place may blossom as the

CANON L— PASSED APRIL 3, 1817- 

Of Presentments, 

Every trial of a Clergyman in this Church, for misbeha- 
viooT, wall be on presentment, made to the Bishop by the 
Convention, by the Vestry of the parish to which the Clergy- 
man belongs, or by three or more Presbyters of the Church. 
In every presentment, the charge or charges shall be dis 
tinctly specified. 

CANON II.— PASSED APRIL 3, 1817. 

Of the Trial of a Clergyman, 

For the trial of a Clergyman, the Bishop shall appoint 
three Presbyters, who shall be constituted a board for trying 
the aoensed person. The Bishop shall fix the time and place 
of trial; of both which at least a month's notice shall be 
given to the party accused; and should he neglect or refuse 
to attend, the trial shall proceed. The board, thus consti- 
tuted, shall examine fully the charges alleged, and keep a 
minute and accurate record of the testimony of witnesses, 
and of every question and proceeding that comes before 
them. No charge shall be substantiated on a testimony of 
less than two witnesses. — On the examination of any wit- 
ness, should the accused party require it, an oath or affirma- 
tion shall be administered by a magistrate. In all ques- 
tions, a unanimous vote shall be necessary to a decision. 
Having come to a decission on the charge or charges re- 
spectively, the board shall communicate this decision to the 
Bishop—* and, also, in case they have found the accused 
guilty, the sentence which, in their opinion, should be pro- 
nounced. A certified copy of the record of their proceedings 
shall be laid before the Bishop, and his judgment in the 
case shall be final. 
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CANON nL— PASSED AFRIL 3, 1817. 

Of the Sentence to he Pronounced an a Clergyman Found OuiUy of 

Misbehaviour. 

This senteDce may be admoDitJoiiySaspensioD, degradation 
from the ministry, or excommunication; and shall be pro* 
Doanced by the Bishop, and communicated to every parish 
in the State.

Respecting the Call of a Special Convention. 

When a Special Convention is called, it shall be the duty 
of the Secretary, in issuing the notifications, to specify the 
business and purposes for which the Convention is assembled. 

CANON v.— PASSED APRIL 24, 1819. 

Concerning Parochial Registers and Reports. 

In order to give efifect to the 4th Canon of* the General 
Convention in 1808, it is hereby required that each Minister 
of this Church shall keep a register of all the Baptisms, Mar- 
riages and Funerals solemnized by him in the discharge of 
his ministry ; specifying the names of the parties married, 
the name and time of the birth of the child baptized, and 
the names of the parents, and the name of the person buried, 
and the time when each rite was performed ; which register 
shall be transcribed, at least once in every month, in a book 
to be kept for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of each 
Church. He shall also keep a register of the names of the 
communicants within his care. It shall be the duty of each 
minister to report annually to the Bishop, at the meeting of 
the Convention, the amount or sum total of said registers, 
and also the amount of the register of adults required to be 
kept by the aforesaid Canon of the General Convention, to- 
gether with a written account of the state of the parish; 
which reports shall be by the Bishop communicated to the 
Convention, and read in their presence, in order to promote 
a general knowledge of the state of the Church ; and shall 
afterwards be preserved by the Secretary among the records 
of the Convention.

CANON VI.— PASSED APRIL 24, 1819. 

The Clergy Required to attend the Meetings of the Convention. 

Whereas the regular attendance of the Clergy at the meet- 
ings of the Convention is of essential consequence to the in- 
terests of the Church, this duty is hereby enjoined on them.

In giving an account of the State of the Parish, according 
to the fifth canon, I may further state, that agreeably to the 
recommendation of the last Convention, we ha\ e established 
a Female Missionary, and Common Prayer Book Society, 
which numbers about forty subscribers, at threedollars peran- 
num.

REPORTS. 

The committee on the state of the Church, having ac- 
cording to order, had the several matters referred to them 
for consideration beg leave 

TO REPORT, 

That in reviewing the state of the Church within this Di- 
ocess, since the last annual Convention, they find much 
cause of thankfulness to the great head of the Church, for 
its increased prosperity. The parochial reports presented 
in conformity to the canon on that subject, show that in our 
Church there is an increase of members. Many have been 
added to the number of those who profess to be the follow- 
ers of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ ; and there is good 
reason to believe, that in a short time, the number will be 
considerably enlarged. 

The increasing prosperity of the Church, will naturally 
confirm the hopes, audi quicken the exertions of her friends 
in every part of the State. The fovour and assistance of our 
venerable and zealous Bishop, who has kindly extended his 



paternal care over our Church, has conferred lasting bene- 
fits on her interests ; and while the attachment of the friends, 
to her doctrines and discipline, has been established and con- 
firmed, christians of other denominations have in a spirit of 
candor and liberality admired and approved the purity and 
excellence of her institutions. 

It appears from the report of the Managers of the Mission- 
ary Society made to the committee, that there is a disposa- 
ble fund at present of about $1,000. The managers were 
not able to employ any regular Missionary during the last 
year, notwithstanding their constant endeavours. Much 
missionary labour was gratuitously performed by the Rev'd 
Mr. Bedell, and the Rev'd Mr. Mason; by the former in St. 
Mary's, Orange county and other places, and by the latter 
in several places in the Western part of the State, and espe- 
dally in Lincoln county, where there are many members 
of our Church, whose attachment to her doctrines and dis- 
cipUne and worship, has not been shaken, though deprived 
for many years of the ministration of her ordinances. 

There is great reason to believe, that in many parts of 
the State, congregations can and will be formed, in case a 
Bfissionary can be sent among them, and the board of man- 
agers pledge themselves, that no effort on their part shall be 
wanting to procure and send forth labourers into their mas- 
ter's vineyard. The managers in their report to the com- 
mittee, state that they have engaged the Rev'd Mr. Wright 
as a Missionary. The Rev'd Mr. Hooper will occasionally 

ferform Missionary duties, as far as may be consistent with 
is duties as a professor in the University of the State. The 
Rev'd Mr. Toland is also expected soon to enter into the 
service of [the] society. 

The society will continue their appeals to the liberality of 
the friends of the Church and of religion, to aid them with 
the means of having the Gospel preached, that the glad ti- 
dings of salvation may visit the humblest cottages in the 
State. 

The committee have bestowed on the resolution and the 
proposed alteration of the Constitution of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, submitted by the Honorable Charles F. 
Mercer, to the last, and to be acted on at the next General 
Convention, that consideration which its importance de- 
mands. The second article of the Constitution of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, secures to the Church in each 
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state an equal representation in the General Conyentidn. 
The proposed alteration if adopted would destroy that equal- 
ity so essentially necessary to harmony in its proceedings, 
and give to the representatives of a few Diocesses the entire 
control of the affairs of the Church. The committee there- 
fore recommend that the representatives of this ConventioQ 
in the ensuing General Convention, be requested and in- 
structed to oppose the adoption of the said resolution and 
proposed alterations. 

On revising the Canons of the Church the committee are 
satisfied that they do not at present require alteration or 
addition.

After the minutes of the proceedings of both days of the 
session had been read and the business of the Convention 
declared concluded, the following address was delivered by 
the Bishop : 
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BRETEREy, 

The success which hath marked our efforts in the be- 
half of the Church of our Fathers, the increase of the num- 
ber of our Clergy and the general disposition discovered by 
the members of our Society, to aid us in the work in which 
we are engaged, should inspire our minds with confidence, 
and excite U3 to the most animated and unwearied exertion. 
The set time in which God will have mercy upon Zion, ap- 
pears to have arrived. The night has indeed, been long ; 
the tempest in which the Church has been involved, has 
been truly terrible, but the sun has risen upon us, and dis- 
sipated our darkness. The clouds of desolation and ruin 
are dispelled from the heavens, and the voice of joy and 
gladness is again heard in our Temples. The Almighty 
God hath promised that those who honor him he will hon- 
or. To secure his favor and approbation, let us, my Clerical 
Brethren, make his precepts the rule of our life, and be de- 
termined, with his assistance, to know nothing but Jesus 
and him crucified. Leaning upon his Almighty arm, coun- 
tenanced in our ministerial labours by a respectable laity, 
we have every thing to hope and to expect. Under God, 
our dependence is upon them; and I have no doubt, that 
provided they see us engaged in the duties of our office, 
diligently laboring to promote the good of the Church and 
the welfare of immortal souls, they will withhold from us 
no comfort, which is in their power to bestow. Their anx- 
iety to advance the interests of our communion must be 
equal to that which swells our bosoms. When they unite 
with us in the services of the sanctuary, they unite in those 
very services in which their departed parents united; when 
they kiiiel round our altars, thev kneel at the same foot- 
stool, they occupy the same place their fathers occupied be- 
fore them; when they assist us in bearing the ark of the 
living God upon their shouMers, they know and feel that it 
is the same ark which their parents sustained. Their devo- 
tion is excited by the pleasing recollection, and their attach- 
ment and exertion infallibly secure»l. Preach vc. then the 
Gospel, humble the sinner, exalt the Saviour, and load your 
fellow mortals to the cross of Christ as the only place of 
safety. "Be steadfast," then, I beseech you, "inimi.>vable, 
always abounding in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye 
know that your labour will not be in vain in the Lord." 

My Brethren of the Laity — the inducements which 
prompted you to the first commencement of the work in 
which yoa have so generously engaged, must cerLiinly be 
increased by that prosperity and success which have at- 
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tended your efforts. The number of your clergy at the first 
ConventioQ you held, was only three ; they have now in- 
creased to more than twice that number; and by the con- 
tinuance of the same vigorous conduct which has marked 
your conduct hitherto, you may expect in a few years to see 
your vacant Churches filled with pious, faithful men. 

You must be sensible of your importance from the con- 
sideration, that however zealous the clergy may be, they 
cannot live without your aid. God, in his good Providence 
has blessed you with a large share of temporal things, and I 
have no doubt that you feel disposed of your abundance to 
contribute to the advancement of his cause. You have al- 
ready done much, and it is a tribute justly due you to say, 
and I say it my beloved, with pleasure, that I believe you 
are still disposed to continue your liberality. May Jehovah 
in mercy, lift up the light of his countenance upon you — 
may j'ou live the life of the righteous, and may their last 
end be yours — Peace be with you all. 

After a Prayer by the Bishop and the Apostolic Benedic- 
lioD, the Convention was declared adjourned until the First 
Saturday after Easter, at 11 o'clock in the forenoon, in the 
City of Raleigh, in such place as shall hereafter be provided, 
of which due notice will! be given by the Secretary.

practice, and is more likely to secure all those advantages that 
would arise, from havinir every Professorial Chair filled with 
theablest and the best Theologians — and as upon this plan 
too, vast sums would be saved to our religious community at 
large, which are wanted for the furtherance of various other 
charitable purposes, it appears strikingly obvious, that every 
Episcopalian in the Ur.ited States, should feel himself imper- 
atively called upon and m duty bound to discountenance Dio- 
cesan Seminaries, and to thr^^w the whole weight of his char- 
acter, his influence and his surplus property into the scale of 
our General Theological institui^on. For surely every one 
should feel it his duty to pveter one Stmi nary per/ec% provided 
for in all respects, to the plan of patroi'izing numerous imper- 
fect, half endowed, lingering, and inefhu'ent institutions. 

In fine, as the General Theological Sen-inary, first located 
in New York, has since, by the authority thot first estalished 
it, been removed to New Haven, — as this measure was not 
only a matter of expediency, but of bounden duty, because 
the expense of such an establishment, and of thore, belonging 
to it will be annually, one third Jess than it wouli be at New 
York, — as in all probability no sufficient reasons can ever 
exist horoafter for removinj^ita^ain — as it enjoys a healthy 
situation, and most^ if not all the other advantaires that it 
could ever desire from its location; and as tlio cit> where it 
is established has long been resorted to, by young laen from 
every section of our country far and near, its late removal is 
manifestly no cause for withdrawing from it our support, 
but is rather an additional reason for extending to it our 
most liberal and undivided patronage. Wherefore, Resdved 
unanimously, that this Convention does most cordially ap-

The various Committees not being ready to report, after 
considerable discussion on the subject of the most proper 
place to hold the next Convention of the Church in this 
State, and not being able to come to a decision, a motion of 
adjournment till to-morrow morning 9 o'clock was proposed 
and carried, and the Convention adjourned. 



Monday afternoon, service was again held in the Presby- 
terion Church, and a Discourse by the Rev'd Mr. Hooper.

Tuesday, May 1, 1821. 

The Convention met at 9 o'clock, pursuant to adjournment 
The Bishop being engaged, Rev'd Adam Empie was called 
to the chair. Present, as yesterday, with the exception of 
Lay Delegates, Dr. Sneed and James Townes. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be presented 
to the Rt. Rev'd Richard C. Moore, for his truly excellent 
Sermon delivered at the opening of this Convention, and 
that he be requested to furnish a copy of the same for pub- 
lication with the Journal. 

Resolved, That the Kev'd Mr. Mason, Duncan Cameron 
and Charles T. Haigh, be a committee to wait on the Bishop 
with the foregoing resolution. 

Duncan Cameron, Esq. then presented to the Convention, 
the following substitute for the Preamble and resolutions, 
offered on Saturday by the Rev'd Mr. Empie, and at that 
time laid on the table. 

Whereas the General Convention of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the United States, did, at their last session, 
resolve that the General Theological Seminary, theretofore 
established bv its authoritv in the citv of New York, should 
be removed to, and be established in the city of New Haven, 
and did further resolve tJiat the authorities of the Church 
within their respective Dioceses, should be empowered and 
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requested to use their best endeavours to procure funds for 
tbe establishment and endowment of said Seminary: 
And whereas, this Convention, independently of its obli- 

Stions, at all times, to respect the authority of the General 
Dveution, doth most cordially approve the establishment 
of tbe said Seminary at New Haven, and is sincerely desir- 
ous of promoting the welfare of the same by all the means 
in its power : 

Be it therefore unanimously resolved, That this Convention 
will use its best endeavours to raise funds for the support of 
tbe Theological Seminary established by the General Con- 
vention at New Haven. 

Resolved further, That it be, and is hereby recommended 
to the friends of the Church in this State to second the views 
of this Convention. 

Resolved further, That the thanks of this Convention be, 
and are hereby tendered to the Rev'd G. T. Bedell, who is 
agent for collecting funds in aid of the Theological Semi- 
nary at New Haven, and that he be requested to continue 
liis exertions to increase said funds. 

Resolved further, That the thanks of this Convention be 
ofiTered to the Rev'd Mr. Mason, for the active and efficient 
aid giveirby him to the Rev'd Mr. Bedell in procuring 
funds for the said Seminary. 

This substitute was on motion accepted and adopted by 
the Convention. 

Resolved, That the Rev'd Mr. Hooper be a Committee to 
draw up an Address to be presented to the Episcopalians of 
this State on the subject of the General Theological Seminary, 
and that when prepared, it be printed by the Secretary and 
distributed. 

Resolved^ That the Rev'd Mr. Bedell be requested to select 
and publish in an Appendix to the Journal, such informa- 
tion as it regards the efforts making in behalf of the General 
Theological Seminary, as may be deemed important to com- 
municate to the Episcopalians of this State. 

The hour of Divine service having arrived, on motion the 
Convention adjourned until to-morrow morning, 9 o'clock, 
iif order to allow the various committees time to consider 
and report on the important matters committed to them ; 
and also to leave the afternoon to the meeting of the Mis- 
sionary Society. 

After the adjournment of the Convention, Divine Service 
was celebrated in the Methodist Church ; Discourse by the 
Rev'd G. T. Bedell. Afterwards, Rev'd Robert J. Miller, of 
the Lutheran Church was admitted to the order of Deacons, 
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in ours ; after which, thirteen persons were confirmed. 

In the evening the Bishop delivered his Valadictory Dis- 
course, being obliged to set out for Virginia immediately 
after the rising of the Convention. After Sermon, Reverend 
Robert J. Miller was admitted to the Priesthood. 



Wednesday Morning, 9 O'Clock. 

Convention met pursuant to adjournment. The Bishop 
in the chair. Present as yesterday. 

The Rev'd Robert J. Miller, and Mr. Almand Hall, asked 
and obtained leave of absence for the remainder of the ses- 
sion. 

The Standing Committee beg leave to report, that during 
the past year, very little business has come before them. 
QjBBcial information has been received from the Right Re v'd 
James Kemp of Maryland, that he has displaced William 
Gibson from his grade in the ministry. 

The requisite testimonials having been laid before them, 
they have recommended Robert Davis and Wm. M. Green 
to be admitted to the order of Deacons, and Robert Johnson 
Miller, (heretofore a minister of the Lutheran Church) to the 
order of Deacons, and subsequently to that of the Priesthood. 

The Committee to whom was referred the business of 
drafting a memorial, on the expediency of altering the time 
of the meeting of the General Convention, having taken the 
matter into consideration, beg leave to present the follow- 
ing memorial, to be forwarded to the next General Conven- 
tion, as expressive of the views and wishes of this Conven- 
tion : — 

MEMORIAL. 

Whereas, It is the opinion of the Convention of this 
Dioeess, that the time of holding the session of the General 
Convention ought to be altered for the following reasons : 

1st. It is the opinion of Physicians, and is proved by ex- 
perience that the season of the year at which the General 
Convention now meets, renders a journey to the North dan- 
gerous to the health and lives of the Delegates from theSouJh- 
ern States. It is found that traveling Northward and re- 
maining for some weeks in a Northern City, exposes the hu- 
man system to injurious effects from the Southern climate. 
Tlio delegates now return home in the heat of summer, and 
tli(>se in th(.* lower coun'ry at the siekly season of the j'car. 

2(1. The Southern Clergy having generally a respite al- 
lowed them by their congregations in the fall, for the pur- 
pose of recruiting their health and strength, by an intermis- 
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sion of their labors, and a retirement from the debilitating 
effects of the climate. It would therefore materially pro- 
mote the health and convenience of the Southern Clergy, if 
the Greneral Convention should hold its sittings some time 
in the fall of the year. 

3d. This alteration of time would also secure a more gen- 
eral attendance of the Lay Delegates, inasmuch as it is com- 
mon for families from the South, to visit the Northern States 
at this season. 

4th. It is thought that the above reasons rendering the 
proposed alteration so important to the health and conve- 
nience of the Southern Delegates, are not counteracted and 
balanced, by any material inconveniences which the North- 
em Delegates would thereby sustain. 

Therefore, Resolved^ That the Delegates from this Conven- 
tion to the next General Convention be instructed to use 
their exertions to have the first article of the Constitution so 
tnended that the future Sessions of the Qeneral Convention, 
be held at such time in the fall of the year, as upon consul- 
tation may best suit the general wishes of the Southern rep- 
resentation. Report and Resolution adopted. 



The Committee appointed by the Missionary Society to 
lay before the Convention an account of the state and trans- 
actions of said Society, 

Bkport, That the Rev'd Mr. Wright, who was engaged 
as a Missionary by the Society at the last Convention, la- 
bored zealously as such during the months of July, August, 
September and October last, during which time be visited 
eleven counties, preaching the word, and administering Bap- 
tiam, wherever and whenever opportunity offered. In the 
coarse of bisi labors he visited and preached at Chapel Hill, 
Pittsborough, Milton, Halifax, and Wadesborough, once, 
Caswell, Raleigh, Oxford, Haw River Meeting House, Salis- 
bury, Lincoln ton, and Lumberton, twice. Warren ton and St. 
Jude's Chapel, 4 times — and at Williamsborough, 7 times. — 
He also baptized three children, one at Williamsborough, one 
at St. Jude*sChurch,and one atthe Haw River Meeting House. 

The Committee further state, that the Rev'd Mr. Hooper, 
who was engaged as a Missionary during the period of his 
exemption from Collegiate duties, acted as such from the 
middle of June, to the middle of July, in which time he 
preached at Oxford, Louisburg, St. Mark's Chapel andHills- 
Dorough, once. At Fayetteville, Warrenton and Raleii^h, 
twice. At Pittsboro' and Williamsboro^ three times. 

The Committee cannot refrain from noticing the pleasure 
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with which both these gentlemen speak of their visits to 
Warrenton. The small congregation collected in that place 
by the Rev'd Mr. Phillips, seem distinguished for their at- 
tachment to the Church. A few ladies of the Congregation 
have formed a school, in which upwards of twenty children 
are instructed in the rudiments of learning, and the princi- 
ples of our religion, free from expense. 

The Committee with pleasure state, that upon a review of 
the Journals of the Rev'd Messrs. Wright and Hooper, it ap- 
pears that they were generally welcolmed with gladness, and 
heard with attention; and the Committee concur in opinion 
with them, that with the blessing of God, nothing but addi- 
tional Missionary labor is wanting to revive our Zion in 
many places throughout the State where she has long lain 
desolate. 

Besides the Rev'd Mr. Wright, who wili continue his la- 
bors as during the last year, and the Rev'd Mr. Hooper who 
will officiate as often as practicable in his neighborhood, the 
Society have engaged the services of the Rev'd Robert Da- 
vis, who will visit most of those western parts of the State 
which are destitute of our ordinances, and wherever there 
may be any Episcopal attachments, or even a probability of 
exciting any. 

The Rev*d Mr. Miller has also promised, occasionally to 
visit such congregations as lie in his neighborhood, so far as 
is consistent with his other engagements. The Committee 
have much to hope from the labors of theRev'd Mr. Miller, 
as his zeal in the cause is already well known, and as his 
acquaintances extensive and his influence verygreatin the 
western parts of this State where he will be principally em- 
ployed. 

The Rev^d Wm. M. Green, has also engaged to devote one 
fourth of his labors to the Missionary cause in those Cojn- 
gregations which are convenient to the one with which he 
is more particularly engaged. 

The funds of the Society, including the salaries and out- 
fits of the Missionaries for the present year, amounts to more 
than $1200.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OP 

THE CHURCH. 

To present a clear and extended statement of the condi- 
tion of the Church in this State, and of the increasing pros- 
perity which, through the Divine blessing appears to await 
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it, the Committee have thought it expedient to take a retro- 
spective view of its condition, since its being first organized 
in the year 1817, to the present time, exhibiting its state as 
at this day, and shewing our reasons for believing that, 
through the ^race of God accompanying it as hitherto, its 
borders will be more enlarged, and the number of its pious 
sons be very greatly increased. 

It appears from the minutes of our Conventions that the 
organization of the Church in this State, took place in New- 
bern on April 24, 1817, when it was found that the follow- 
ing clergy Lad cures in this State, and formed with their 
congregations the constituent parts of the Convention. Rev'd 
Bethel Judd of St. John's Church, Fayetteville; Rev. Jehu 
Cartis Clay of Christ's Church, Newbeni; and Rev. Adam 
Empie of §t. James' Church, Wilmington. There were also 
Lay Representatives from each of these congregations. 

At this Convention, no report was made on the state of 
the several congregations. A constitution was formed; a 
landing committee appointed, and a Missionary Society 
instituted. 

The next Convention assembled in Fayetteville on the 2d 
of Aprily 1818 — the same Clergy were present, with" the ex- 
ception of Rev. Mr. Clay, whose place was supplied by the 
Rev. Mr. Mason. During this Convention, the congrega- 
tion of St. Jude's Church, Orange county was received into 
the union, and Robert Davis, the Delegate therefrom took 
kis seat. During this session. Bishop Moore's acquiescence 
in the request made him at the last Convention, to under- 
take the cnarge of this Diocess, was officially received. 

The third Convention met in Wilmington, April 22, 1819, 
Rt. Rev. Richard C. Moore being present. Of the Clergy 
were also present, Rev. A. Empie, Rev. John Avery, Rev. 
Gregory T. Bedell, Rev. R. S. Mason, and Rev. John Phil- 
lips, three of whom had moved into the State since the last 
Convention. Lay Delegates also attended from the five 
Congregations. During this session, the following Congre- 

iations were admitted into union with the Convention : St. 
[ary's Church, Orange county; Trinity Church, Tarboro' 
and St. John's Church, Williamsborougb. 

The fourth Annual Convention was held in Edenton, 
April 25th, 1820. The Bishop, four Presbyters and one 
Deacon attended. Lay Delegates from four Congregations. — 
Messrs. William Hooper and Thomas Wright were admitted 
Deacons and Rev. R. S. Mason to the Priesthood. A num- 
ber of candidates for orders were also received. 

At the present Convention, the Bishop and seven Clergy- 

5 
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men attended and twelve Lay Delegates. Foar new Con-, 
gregations have been admitted into union. Messrs. Robert 
Davis and William Green have been ordained Deacons, and 
Rev. Robert J. Miller of the Lutheran Church, both DcMCon 
and Priest. 

The number of Communicants this year is 332; Baptisms 
76; Marriages 20; Funerals 40. 

From the several statements collected it appears, that 
there has been an increase of seven Congregations — ^that th9 
Clergy of the Diocess now amount to ten ; and that the 
number of Communicants has increased from sevenfy-om to ^ 
three hundred and thirty-two.* Six persona have been in thii;. 
State ordained Deacons, and two Priests. 

But not only has the Church obtained an outward degree 
of prosperity altogether unlocked for, but also, we haverea- - 
son to think, the principles and practices of true and ^piid* 
ine piety, have acquirea and are still acquiring additional 
influence in our communion ; a desire for being christians . 
in deed and in truth; a hungering and thirsting affcqr ^1 
righteousness is more and more prevailing, and may God I 
of his mercy finish the work he has commenced. J 

A very interesting communication has this session been I 
laid before the Committee, on the subject of a union between r. 
that truly respectable denomination, the Lutherans and oar 
Church. To carrjr this measure into effect, the Committee ; 
propose the following resolution. 

Beaolvedy That a committee, consisting of three persongp d 
two Clerical and one Lay member, be appointed to meet the 
Synod of the Lutheran Church, to consider of, and agree ' 
upon such terms of union, as may tend to the mutual ad* 
vantage and welfare of both Churches, not inconsistent with 
the Constitution and Canons of this Church, or the Proteet- 
ant Episcopal Church of the United States. 

In considering the circumstances above alluded to, have 
we not the greatest cause to glorify God? Who does notaee 
the band of God in these things ? Had we not been leffc a 
very small remnant — we should have been a Sodom, and 
extinct as Gomorrha. 

But our borders, are greatly enlarged, and our ffratitade 
should be proportionably increased. Our spirituiu mother, 
who so long lay in sackcloth and ashes, washins with her 
tears, the foot of the dilapidated altars of our Goa, raises her 
head with a smile of hope; the still small voice of peace is 
heard amidst the storm which broke around. The thandeta

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have ceased; the sun of her prosperity breaks forth; Oh, 
may that sun no more go down, neither may her moon 
withdraw itself; but may the Lord be her everlasting light 
and her God her glory. 

The Committee propose the following Canon for adoption: 

Any Association of ten or more adults, consenting to adopt 
and be governed by the Constitution and Canons of this 
Church, assuming some name by which their Church or Par- 
ish may be designated ; appointing a Vestry of four or more 
persons to manage the temporal concerns of their body, and 
also a delegation of any number of persons not exceeding 
four, may be received into union with this Church, and their 
del^ates shall be entitled to seats in this Convention, on 
producing a written certificate, signed by the Vestry, stat- 
ing that the above conditions had been complied with. 

All of which is respectfully reported, in behalf of the 
Committee. R. S. MASON. 

The Convention then proceeded to take into consideration 
the Resolution proposed by the Committee, when it was 
idopted, and the Rev. Adam Empie, Rev. G. T. Bedell, 
and Duncan Cameron, Esq. were appointed a Committee to 
attend the Lutheran Synod, and to carry the resolution into 
effect. 

The Convention then took up the consideration of the 
Canon offered by the Committee, and it was adopted. 
The question for accepting the whole report, resolution 
^ aud Canon was then carried. 

\^^Ii€iiolved, That it is expedient and beneficial to the inter- 
ests^TTiwKEiCOtestant Episcopal Church in this State, that 
an adequate an3'''pe«nanent fund be created for the support 
of the Episcopatey^this Diocess.

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BRETHREN, 

The prospect of success which gradually unfolds itself to 
our view, in the advancement of the interests of the Church, 
is truly encouraging. We have hitherto met with no difficul- 
ties to retard our progress; no untoward event toparalize our 
minds; no afflicting circumstance to excite a desponding 
fear. Our path has been rendered clear by the pointings of 
Providence, and the most animating light has been reflected 
upon it by that God, in whose service we are engaged . 

When we consider the depressed circumstances under 
which the Episcopal Church in North Carolina laboured, at 
the period in which the attempt to revive its interests first 
commenced, we must be aware of those effects, of which the 
least check to our exertions would have been productive. — 
Although the union into which the friends of our commun- 
ion entered, was ardent and sincere, still as the object they 
hid in view was of great importance, and the number of 
those who sustained the ark was very small, difficulties which 
irould have been disregarded by a larger body, would not 
only have shaken the hopes of the chosen few, but prostrated 
their best efforts in the dust; and produced a relinquish- 
ment of the concern, in which they had so nobly engaged. 
The Almighty in tender mercy, has subjected us to the ef- 
fects of no such discouragements. In every step we have 
taken, we have been sustained by his benevolent arm: a pil- 
lar of light has shown us the way in which to proceed; ob- 
structions have been removed; the mountains of difficulty 
have been made easy for the passage of his Church and 
people; friends have been raised up for our support; the dif- 
ferent societies of Christians have received us with open 
arms, and have wished us success in the name of the Lord. 

These considerations have made an impression upon my 
mind which no circumstances can ever efface ; and I rejoice 
that the Almighty God has made choice of me to assist you 
in the work and to aid you in the resuscitation of this por- 
tion of his vineyard. 

To ensure success to your further efforts, I would urge 
you to persevere in the same course of conduct, you have 
hitherto pursued. As long as the Clergy continue to preach 
Jesus Christ and him crucified, Jehovah will continue to 
bless their labors. As long as the laity follow Christ and 
obey his precepts, Jehovah will own them as his servants. 
Marked with the features of the cross — making mention of 
the righteousness of Christ, and of his only, we shall be uni- 
versally acknowledged as the friends of that being who died 
on Calvary, and is risen from the dead. 
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The proposition which has been made to this Convention, 
by a portion of the Lutheran Church in this State, is calcu- 
lated to excite our warmest gratitude to God : it proclaims 
in language which cannot be misunderstood, the confidence 
they place in our integrity, and the preference they give to 
our religious institutions. The door which has been opened 
for the reception of the messenger into our bosom, which 
conveyed to us their proposals, forms an event of the most 
imposing character. In a point, from which we apprehended 
some difficulty, there has no difficulty arisen ; and we have 
sent him back to the people of his charge, clothed with that 
ministerial authority required by our communion, our fel- 
low-laborer in the Gospel — our friend — our brother. 

If the Lutheran ministers and congregations, by whom 
he has been deputed to attend upon our proceedings, breathe 
the same sentiments which warm my heart; if they possess 
the same desire to effect as perfect and entire an union, as 
hath been exemplified in their representative, it cannot be 
long before that union will be' completed. We shall then 
form one fold under our shepherd — meet around the same 
altar — constitute one household, Jesus Christ himself the 
Bishop of our souls. 

On my way to the Convention, I preached in Warrenton 
to a large congregation, and confirmed ten persons. Since 
the present session of the Convention in Raleigh commenced, 
I have ordained three Deacons, and admitted one of the 
number to the Priesthood, I have confirmed forty-nine per- 
sons — baptized twenty-five children, and administered the 
Lord's Supper to many of the followers of the Saviour, be- 
longing to the various congregations in this place. Brethren 
of the Clergy and laity — accept the assurances of my great 
respect and regard — I wish you a happy interview with 
your families, and may the Lord be with you. 

After prayer by the Bishop and the benediction, the Con- 
vention adjourned.

It is to be the 
permanent property of the Church, under the care of its 
Vestry, and for the benefit of its successive Pastors, and 
all others who purchase a right to it, by annual, or by life 
subscriptions.

dhd the present spring, has laboured in several of the 
western counties, particuhirly those of Iredell, Lincoln 
and Rowan, in conjunction with Rev. Mr. Davis and the 
Rev. Mr. Wright. He administered the holy commu- 
nion in different places, and reports from the several con- 
gregations, one hundred and twenty-two communicants. 
The Rev. Mr. Miller gives it as his opinion, that a fa- 
vorable opening has been made in the above mentioned 
section of the state, and recommends the continuance of 
missionarv labours in that Held. He states with rc^^ret 
that accidental circumstances prevented any collections 
111 behalf of the missionarv fund ; but thinks that if rhe 
rni^^ion can be continued for one or two years, it \\\\l 
then be supported by the contributions of the people. 
He asserts liiat the state of society is such in that part of 
0!u* country, that it is by missionary labours alone that 
the people can obtain the preaching of the gospel and the 
administration of ordinances. 

l^he Rev. Robert 1)avi:5, since the last Convention, 
ha^> laboured in the same district of country mentioned 
above, bv the advice of the Rev. Mr. Miller. He has 
been enabled to organize and bring into union with this 
Convention, four new congregations, and he confirms Mr. 
Mii.ixr's account of the propriety of keeping up the 
exertions of our Missionaries in that quarter. He has had 
strong assurances made to him, that a considerable part 
of a Missionary's salary will be contributed by the peo- 
ple, if they should be favoured with the services of one 
during another year. The Committee regret to observe 
that the labours of Mr. Davis have been somewhat inter- 
rupted by sickness ; but they see much reason to com- 
mend his zeal and diligence, notwithstanding much bodily 
debility ; and the prudence of his conduct in circumstan- 
ces which much required it. 

The Rev. Mr. Wright, also, during the last summer 
and fall, was in the service of the Society, in the western 
part of the state. He officiated chiefly at Wadesborough, 
ju the county of Anson, (where a congregation has Iwen 
formed), but a part of the time in the upper counties, in 
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eompany with Messrs. Miller and Davfs. Tlicse thre< 
Missionaries report seveuty-three baptisms, ol whoa 
fifteen were adults. 

The Rev. Mr. Green, agreeably to the request ex 
pressed by the Society, at their last annual meeting, has 
lieskies his reguhir ministrations at Wiiliamsborough, hi: 
place of resiclenec, ofliciated once a month at Warrcnton 
llatifax, Oxford and Raleigh, and has met with encou 
ragemcnt. At Warrenton particularly, it is very gratify 
ing to lenrn, that an Episcopal Church is erecting, am 
there is reason to believe that there will be at that plac< 
a very flourishing congregatioji. 

The Rev. Mr. Sitgrkaves, from the diocess of Penn 
sylvania, has been in the service of the Society for abou 
the last six weeks, in the eastern part of the state. H< 
reports favourably of the prospects of our Church ii 
Washington and Halifax ; but thinks that the hope of < 
Church at Tarborough is past. 

With respect to the funds of the Society, it appear: 
from the report of the Treasurer that the disbursement! 
frf" fhe past year have been upwards of S 800, and hav( 
left in the treasury only S 189 58, exclusive of the coHec 
tions of the present year ; and it is probable that a ful 
payment of the salaries of the Missionaries, will mor( 
than absorb the funds of the last year. The collection: 
Jbr the present year amount to only S210, and withou 
fiome other resources than those at present in hand, i 
will be impracticable to employ even one Missionary 
during the whole of the ensuing year. As the continucc 
laboars of zealous and devoted Missionaries appears U 
he the only probable means of rearing our Church ii 
those parts of the state where it has not hitherto beei 
planted, the friends of our Church generally, throughou 
the diocess, cannot be too earnestly besought and urgef 
tOLContribute liberally towards this fund, which is nov 
idmost exhausted ; and not only to pray fervently th< 
great Lord of the harvest to send forth faithful labourers 
into this great field ; but also to remember that the laboure 
ii worthy of his meat.

The report of the 
Standing Committee was then read and adopted. 

REPORT. 

The Standing Committee having, according to the re-* 
solutions of the Conventions of 1820 & '21, taken into 
consideration " the propriety of organizing a Society, for 
the promotion of christian knowledge, by printing and 
publishing such works, as the Society, by its officers, may 
think conducive to this cflfcct," beg leave to report 

That, in their opinion, the formation of such a Society 
is highly expedient, and ought no longer to be delayed. 
And they tlierefore, in pursuance of the resolutions above 
referred to, have drawn up the following preamble, con- 
stitution and laws, which they herewith respectfully sub*' 
mit. 

. As the Protestant Episcopal Church, in this state, is 
still in its infancy, and many of her members, living re- 
mote from the opportunities of instruction, are growings 
or have grown up, without any knowledge of her charac- 
ter and her distinctive principles ; as some of these are more 
likely to be'behefitted by instructions that come forth un- 
der the sanction of the Episcopal name, than by any other; 
and others, l)e]ng unacquainted with her high claims to 

E primitive and scriptural cbaracteri are constantly in 

c 
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danger of being drawn off from her eetnmuniiyri, (tnW 
some of those systems of heresy^ which the corrupt heart ^ 
innn is prone to prefer, to the self-denying and prides- 
humbling doctrine^ of the cross^ as exhibited l!y our 
Church) — as too, it is our duty, as watchmen and shep^' 
herds, t6 prevent, if possible, these sheep from going 
astray, and to bring and keep all under the care of th6 
great Shepherd and Bishop of souls — as this, at present, 
i$, in a great measaro, impracticable, except through 
the medium of religious tracts ; those silent nnssionarieSf 
ivhich may bescnt forth to every family and every indivi- 
dual — as mankind in general are unwilling, or unable, to 
go to any expense or trouble, in purchasing or reading 
books, for the purpose of acquiring the knowledge of 
icligious truth «nd duty — ^as however afew may be found, 
who icmild purchase good books, provided they came in 
their way, properly recommended — as most would read 
a tract, or a small book, i( presented to them, which they 
never could be prevailed upon to purchase — and as Epis* 
copalians stand bound, by their love for God, for the 
Church, and for the souls of their brethren, to do good, 
ds far as they have it in their power, to all the memberf 
of the household of faith, 

We, the subscribers, do hereby form ourselves into a 
Society, that shall be known and distinguished by the 
name of the Protestant Episcopal Society , for the prompt 
tion of piety and christian knowledge , in North-Carolina. 

2d. The means to be adopted for carrying this object 
into effect, shall be these two— 1st. A book establishn^ntf 
as described in the next article : and 2dly. The distrihu^ 
tion of such books and tracts, as the Board of Managers^ 
bereafter mentioned, shall select for that purpose — whictr 
t)ooks and tracts, may either be purchased, or printed and 
published by the Society, as the Board shall thkik most 
expedient. 

3d. ki soon as practicable and expedient, the Board of 
Managers shall commence a book establishment, at such 
phce, in this state, and under such reguladons^ as inajr 
qppeai te dma besU Bj |wcki|W oi otherwiset di^ 



estaWishment shall be furnished with all such books aa 
are best calculated to promote the great objects of this 
Society. For the sale and distribution of the books and 
tracts belonging to this Society, all our Clergy, settled 
and missionary, shall always be Agents ; and in additioa 
to these, the Board of Managers shall a{)poiut, throuj^h- 
out the state, siuih other Agents, as will be most likely, 
and best disposed to further our views. All these shall 
be amenable to the general teok Agent, and governed by 
fi?uch rules as ho, with the approbation of the Board of 
Managers ^hall prescribe: and this Board shall adopt and 
carry into effect, all such niles and measures, as shall 
appear most likely to benefit the book concern. 

4th. The officers of this Society shall be, a President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, and ijeneral book Agent. The 
President, Secretary, and Treasurer, shall, respectively, 
perform the duties that ordinarily belong to those offices. 
The Treasurer shall also exhibit, at every annual meet* 
ing of the Society, a full and detailed statement of his 
accounts : and it shall be the duty of the general book 
Agent, to take care of all the books and tracts of the 
Society — to keep an account of all that he buys and sells, 
of all the books he gives out and all the money he re- 
ceives — to make a full report of every thing that relates 
to i\\e book establishment, at every annual mpcting of the 
JBoard of Managers — and to govern himself by all such 
.rules as that Board may think fit to prescribe. For those 
services, he shall receive such compensation as he and 
the Board may have previously stipulated. 

5th. The Board of Managers shall consist of the officeiie 
of the Society, and four other members, five of who*n 
shall constitute a quorum. Of this Board, five of whom 
shall always be Clergymen, the Bishop of the dioces*?. or, 
if there be no Bishop, the President of the Standing 
Committee, shall be, ex officio, a member. It shall be 
the duty of this Board, to select, and direct the book 
Agent to purchase, or cause to be published, such books 
or tracts, as they shall think best calculated to d'HTiisso a 
knowledge of the distinguishing principles of the Church, 



sm^ to prt>mote the cause of truth and real godlrncsf 
among her members. And they shall farther take the 
most eflfcctive measures practicable, to cause the above 
to be distributed among all the friends and members of 
our communion, throughout the state. 

6th. Any one may become a member of this Society, by 
paying two dollars annually. The payment of twenty 
dollars shall constitute membership for life. 

7th. Every annual subscriber shall be entitled to half 
the amount of his subscription, in tracts or liooks, at the 
Society's prices ; and the various Agents of the Society 
shall be requested to sell all they can," for the benefit (h 
Its funds. 

8th. The friends of the Church, in every part of the 
state, are earnestly requested to form Societies auxiliary 
to this. Such auxiliaries shall be entitled to tracts and 
books, at the Society's prices, to any extent not exceeding 
the amount of their contributions. • 

9th. The annual meeting of this Society shall be held 
at the same place with the Convention, and on the second 
day of its session ; at which time also, officers shall be 
elected, and the annual subscription shall become due. 

10th. No article of this constitution shall be altered, 
except at the annual meeting, and by the consent of two*^ 
thirds of the members present. 

The Standing Committee have also granted to the 
Rev. SaMuel S. Sitgreaves, Jun. the testimonials re- 
quired by the 31st canon of the General Convention; 
and they have recommended for Priest's orders the Rev, 
Wm. Hooper and the Rev. Wm. M. GnEriv. 

The Rev. Mr. Avery, as Chairman of the Committee 
on the state of the Church, then presented the following* 
report, which was read and adopted. 

REPORT ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

; In comparing the Parochial and Missionary Reports 
of the present Convention, with those of the last, it ap- 
pears that our members have been considerably increased. 
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5md that the prospects of our Church, by tlie divine Wos • 
sins:, are hij^lily encouraghig to our exertions ami .mima- 
ting to our zeal. 

The number of the communicants at present: are 370,* 
making an accession of 3iJ since the Inst Convention. 
Tiie baptisms have been more than double the number 
reported the last } ear. 

Seven new congregations have been admitted into 
union, making our whole number 18. It appears, also, 
from the report of the Committee appointed at the last 
Convention, to meet the Lutheran Synod, and by a com- 
munication receiv(»d from the President of tliat Svnod, 
that such arrangemeats have been made as aftbrd a pros- 
pect that the interests of the two Churches will l>e pro- 
moted, and the great cause of Christianity advanced. 

In adverting to the means, which, under God' s good pro- 
vidence, have been instrumental in extending our Church, 
and raising it to its present state of prosperity, one of 
the most efficacious has been the Missionary Society. 
It is principally by the exertions of the Missionaries em- 
ployed the past year, that so many congregations have 
been added to our Church. The importance of this So- 
ciety, and the duty of supporting it by liberal contribu- 
tions, appear more clearly every year. 

Wc observe with peculiar pleasure the estabUshmcnt 
of Church Libraries in two of our parishes, Wilmington 
-and Newbern, and woidd call the attention of our other 
Churches to the same subject, as a matter worthy of 
consideration. • • 

We anticipate, also, great advantages from the pros- 
pect of an establishment at the present Conv(Mition, of a 
Society for the promotion of piety and christian know- 
ledge ; and we earnestly recommend it to the patronngo 
and suppoit of the friends of religion, as a channel for the 
conveyance of sound principli|^nd correct information.

The business of the Convention being declare 1 com- 
pleted, the following address was delivered by the liishop. 



Brethren, 

It has pleased Almighty God to permit ns again to 
assemble together, and as the Council of his Church, to 
junite our efibrts in the advancement of the cosnel of his 
grace. To observe the work oi the Lord to ()rospcr in 
our hands, should excite in our minds the most fervent 
gratitude to Heaven, and impel us to greater and more 
vigorous exertions in his cause. 

It is but a few years since the work in which we are 
engaged was commenced. An assembly of nine; indi- 
viduals, impressed with a d(^>ire to raise the Church of 
their fathers from the ruins in whicli it was involved, 
nobly united in the attempt. With a zeal proportioned 
to the difficulties with w liich they had to struggle, a zeal' 
which no obstacles could arrest, they hiiil the foundation 
upon which, under the divine blessingi we have thus far 
raised the superstructure. If they, in a moment so un- 
promising, conceived the hallowed design, how ought our 
minds to be encouraged w^ith the animating prospect 
before us. If three Clergymen, and six of the Laiiy, 
trusting in the goodness of the Almiglity, and looking up 
to him for assistance, took hold of the ark of the Lord, 
and tore it successfully upon their shoulders, how much 
may be expected from the joint efforts of a Convention. 
consisting of eleven Ministers of the gospel, and between 
twenty aod thirty members of ilic congregation?*. The 

/) 
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presence of gentlemen from such distant parts of the* 
diocess, forms an evidence of zeal the most encouraging, 
^nd may be considered as the. loudest expression of 
the blessing of the living God upon our labours. Our 
difficulties are daily diminishing. The path before us 
becomes more and more luminous. Seven new congre- 
gations have been received into union with us during out 
present session. The daughter of Zion is laying aside 
her weeds^qpd putting on her beautiful garments. 

In the performance of the duties of the ministry, per* 
mit me, my reverend brethren, to request you to insist 
upon the peculiar doctrines of the gospel of Christ Jesus. 
Ordained, as most of you have been, by the imposition 
of my hands, I confide in your affection for a dutiful com- 
pliance with my pastoral advice. Let the fail of man, 
with that depravity of nature which marks our apostate 
race, enter into all your discourses. Insist, at all times, 
on the necessity of conversion of heart, and of the renew- 
ing influences of the Holy Spirit. Honour the Sacra- 
ments of the Church as the medium of divine communi- 
cation. Teach your people that without '* holiness" of 
heart and life ^' no man shall see the Lord." Hold up 
the Saviour to their view, *^ as the way and the truth and 
the life ;" as the ^* propitiation for the sins of the whole 
world ;" as the only door by which a fallen creature can 
enter into bliss. Proclaim the Lord Jesus Christ as tke 
Son of God — the only begotten of tite Father-^the express 
image of his person — as God manifest in tlie Jleshr^God 
over all blessed for evermore. 

In addition to k faithful exposition of the truths see 
that your lives are conformed to the principles you de* 
liver. ^^ Adorn the gospel of God your Saviour in all 
thinfi^s." Be examples of holiness to the congregations 
over which you are placed. " Let that mind be in yott 
which was in Christ Jesus." 

My brethren of the Laity, permit me to recommend to 
your best attention, the Pastors of your respective con- 
greijations. Strengthen their hinds, I beseech you, in 
the discharge of their important duties. Encourage them 
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m delivering the truths of the everlasting gospel, defend 
them from the unkind attacks of unbelievers. Carry 
them in the arms of prayer to the throne of grace. Be* 

leech the Almighty to endue them with his Holy Spirit^ 

and to sustain thenf in their arduous work. 
My beloved brethren ! I bid you an affectionate adieu. 

I ask an interest in all your prayers. Pray for me, that 

I may continue faithful unto death, that God may give 

me the crown of eternal life. 

After prayer, by the Bishop, the Convention adjourned 
sine die.

As some information respecting the Bishop's furthet 
progress through this diocess will no doubt be mteresting 
to the members of the Church, it is here subjoined. 

On Wednesday, April 24th, in St. John's Church, 
Fayetteville, the Rev'd. Mr. Hooper, Rector of that 
Church, w«s admitted to the holy order of the Priest- 
hood, and six persons were confirmed. At night the 
Bishop preacfcea to a very numerous assembly. On Sun- 
day, April 28thy the Rev. Messrs. Green and Wright 
were admitted to the holy order of Priests, in St. James* 
Church, Wihnington; thirty-one persons were confirmed, 
and dlb Mcrament of the Lord's Supper administered* 
IThe Bishop preached twice in Wilmington. On May 
iAf thirty persons were confirmed in Christ's Church, 
KMbenr. The Bishop preached on the night of Wed-; 
is^&ryj May Ist, andtwice on the following day.

Everj trial of a Clergyman in this Chorch, for misbe* 
haviour, shall be on presentment, made to the Bishop by 
the Convention, by the Vestry of the parish to which the 
Clergyman belongs, or by three or more Presbyters of 
the Church. In every presentment, the charge or 'char* 
ges shall be distinctly specified.

The Clergy required to attend the meetings of the 

Convention. 

Whereas the regular attendance of the Clergy at the 
meetings of the Convention is of essential consequence 
to the interests of the Church, this duty is hereby enjoin- 
cd on them. At the opening of every Convention, the 
names of the Clergy entitled to seats in the Comf^ntron 
shall be called over, the absentees noted, and at the en* 
suing Convention, they shall be called u])on for the rea- 
sons of tlicir absence. 

CANON VIL— PASSED MAY 2, 1821. 

Any association of ten or more adults, consenting to

Report on the state of the Church. 

The committee on the state of the Church, in i 
fng to the Convention, rejoice that they have agai 
abundant cause for praise and thanksgiving to Him 
whom " Cometh the intrease'' of the Church. On n 
ing the Parochial Reports of the last year, and co 
ing them with those of the pnu^eding year, we fin 
many have been added to our communion ; and that 
out exception, each individual parish apj)ears to I 
flourishing condition. The establislnjiriil of par 
braries appears to be engaging the attention of the i 
and it is a measure which tin; committee cann 
highly recommend to every congregation. The S 
schools which have heretofore been established, j 
ported by the Rectors of the respective Churches J 
receiving the attention of the pious, and they hof 
bhjssing of tlie Ahnighty. 

The Missionaries who have been employed b 
Convention during the last year, rejmrt favourably 
prospects of the Church in that section of the si 
which tlicy have laboured. The comaiittee wou 
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mind the members of the Church throughout the state, 
as well as those here present, that for our past success, 
particularly in the western part of this state, we have 
been indebted (under God) to the exertions of a few zeal- 
ous Missionaries. The members of our communion are 
so scattered throughout the different sections of the state, 
that missionary labour is the only possible method of 
supplying their call for the ordinances of the Church. 
These scattered sheep should not be neglected. The 
committee, therefore, would recommend, not only to this 
Convention, but to the Church at large, the propriety of 
increased exertions and increased liberality in behalf of 
the Missionary Society. 

At this Convention, seven new congregations have 
been admitted into union with the Church in this state; 
most of them are from the eastern part of the diocess. 
The number of communicants belonging to the Church 
in this state is 480, as reported ; though the exact num- 
ber, or the increase since last year, cannot be correctly 
ascertained, owing to the fi^ct that a great part of the 
congregations, not having the benefit of regular ministra- 
tions, their true state cannot be reported. The baptisms 
during the last year have been about 200. Our friendly 
intercourse with the Lutheran Synod still continues, and 
niay it long continue. A representation from that body 
has appeared in the Convention, and we hope to draw 
still more closely the bonds which have for some time, 
connected us. 

In taking a general view of the state of the Church, 
the committee, whilst they acknowledge with gratitude 
our past success, cannot help regarding this portion of 
the tabernacle as a body in a great degree without a head. 
Our exertions hitherto, conducted we hope with a single 
eye to God's glory, have met indeed with unexpected sue* 
cess ; but except when blessed with such counsel and 
assistance as the pious and excellent Bishop Moore was 
able, from the multiplicity of his engagements, to afford 
us, have still wanted the fatherly direction of a Bishop. 
We would therefore urge upon the Convention the neces- 
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slty of maturiii?, as speedily as possible, ihe plans for 
obtriip.iug .1 Bishop in this >tate.

Of the Protestant Episcopal Church ofN. Carolina, 



Article 1 . — The Protestant Episcopal Church in this 
state, accedes to, recognizes, and adopts the general con* 
<;tituti6n of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the LI. 
States, and acknowledges its authority accordingly. 

2. There shall be an annual convention of this Church, 
on the third Thursday after Easter, at such place as shall 
be fixed by each preceding convention. 

3. The convention shall be composed of such regularly 
ordained ministers as are settled in this state — such as 
are employed as professors or instructors of youth in in- 
corporated seminaries — of such as are missionaries of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, and of one or more lay 
delegates for each Church, chosen by the vestry or con- 
gregation thereof. 

4. Every convention shall be opened with prayer and 
a sermon ; and the preacher shall be nominated by the 
ecclesiastical authority of the Church. 

6. A President shall be annually appointed, who shall 

E reside in all meetings of the convention, except when a 
lishop shall be present, who shall, ex officio, be Presi- 
dent of said convention. 

6. A Secretary shall be annually chosen, whose duty 
it shall be to keep a record of the proceedings, and to 
give due notice to each minister and vestr}^, of the time 
and place of the next meeting of the convention. 

7. A Standing Committee shall be annually chosen, of 
not less than three, or more than seven persons, who shall 
have power to adiuit candidates for the ministry ; and 

D 
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until a Bishop shall have been appointed, to examine the 
testimonials of foreign clergymen, to eall special meetings 
of the convention, and to transact all such other business 
as they arc empowered to do by the constitution and 
canons of the general convention. 

8. In all matters which shall come l)efore the conven- 
tion, the clergy and laity shall deliberate in one body ; 
and in voting, the clergy shall vote by individuals, and 
the laity by congregations : but if in any case it be re- 
quired by two votes, the two orders shall vote separately, 
a 'id a concurrence shall be necessary to costitute a de- 
cision. 

9. The election of a Bishop of this diocess shall be 
made in convention in the following manner : The order 
of the clergy shall nominate and appoint, by ballot, some 
£t and qualified clergyman for that office — and if this ap- 
pointment be approved of by the lay order, he shall be 
declared duly elected. In the above mentioned nomina- 
tion and appointment, a majority of each order shall de- 
lerniine the choice ; provided that two-thirds of all the 
clergy entitled to votes be present, and two-thirds of all 
the congregations entitled to votes be represented, other- 
wise iwo-ihirds of tlie votes of each order shall be neces- 
sarv to d« lermine tlH». choice.

Of Prescnnncnis. 

hvery trial of a Clergyman in this Church, for misbe- 
haviour, shall be on presentment, made to the Lishoj) by 
the Convention, by the Vestry of the parish ro^^I^(.•ll liie 
Clergyman belongs, or by three or more Presbyters of 
the Church. In every presentment, the charge or ciiar- 
ges shall be distinctly specifuHl. 

CANON II.— PASSED APRIL 3, 1817. 

For the trial of a Clergyman, the Bishop shall ap]}oinf 
three Presbyters, who shall be constituted a Board lor 
trying the accused person. The Bishop shall fix the time 
and place of trial, of both which at least a month's notice 
shall be given to the party accused ; and should he nc*g- 
lect or refuse to attend, the trial shall proceed. Tlic 
Board, thus constituted, shall examine fully the charges 
alleged, and keep a minute and accurate record of the 
testimony of witnesses, and of every question and pro- 
ceeding that comes before them. No charge shall be 
substantiated on a testimony of less than two \\ itnesses. 
On the examination of any witness, should the accnsed 
party require it, an oath or aflirmation shall be adminis- 
tered by a magistrate. In all questions, a unanimous 
I'ote shall be necessary to a decision. Having come to a 
decision on the charge or charges respectively, the Boanl 
shall communicate this decision to the Bishop ; and also. 
in case they have found the accused guilty, the sentence, 
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which, in their opinion, should be pronounced. A certi- 
fied copy of the record of their proceedings shall be laid 
before the Bishop, and his judgment in the case shall be 
final. 

CANON III.— PASSED APRIL 3, 1817, 

Of the sentence to he pronounced on a Clergyman found 

guilty of misbehaviour. 

This sentence may be admonition, suspension, degra- 
dation from the Ministry, or excommunication ; and shall 
be pronounced by the Bishop, and communicated to every 
parish in the state. 

CANON IV.— PASSED APRIL 24, 1819. 

Respecting the call of a special Convention. 

When a special Convention is called, it shall be the 
duty of the Secretary, in issuing the notifications to spc 
cify the business and purposes for which the Convention 
is assembled. 

CANON v.— PASSED APRIL 24, 1819. 

Concerning Parochial Registers and Reports. 

In order to give effect to the 4th canon of the General 
Convention in 1 808, it is hi.'reby required that each Minis- 
ter of this Church shall keep a regi^ster of all the baptisms, 
marriages and funerals, solemnized by him in the dis- 
charge of his ministry; specifying the names of the par- 
ties married ; the name and time of the birth of the child 
baptised, and the names of the parents ; the name of the 
person buried ; and the time when each rite was perform- 
ed; which register shall be transcribed, . at least once in 
every montii, in a book to be kept for that purpose, be- 
longing to the Vestry of each Church. He shall also 
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kiiep a register of the names of the communicantii wi(h& 
Sis CMC. And il shall he thr dm y of i*ach Mjnislrr la ro- 
:jorf aiiouall)' ro the BiKhop, at tliG meeting of iho Cod-

. Bchiy foraished widi the required testimoithds fhnh ^e dio* 
cese, I proceeded to the GettetA Convention of the filnirch to 
meet In Philadelphia on the SOth of May ; and the ferrtiier tes* 
tiniDiiiak, required by the third canon, being rigtied by the 
House of Clerical and Lay Deputies^-^the House 6f Bishcms 
were pleased to accept of me, and to appoint Thursday mt 
22nd for my consecration ; which aocordiHgly took place on 
that day, in St. Paul's Church, Philadelphia, as will more ibDy 
appear by the certificate of consecrardorr^ signed by the Bishops 
present and officiating, and which is herewith oflbred for me 
inspection of this Convention.f 

Being thus invested with the Episcopal character, and chai^ 
over this diocese, the members of which, with the exception of 
not more than a dozen, were personally strangers to me, 1 re^* 
turned to Virginia, to prepare for removing to RaWgh, the 
place designated for my residence ; and in (he meah time, to

Mpply siiob services as thj^ contigiiUy of my home to the 
northern pari of the diocese rendered pra«?ticable. The notice 
of whieb 90W follows : 

On Friday the 27th Jatte^ I left home on my first Episcopal 
visit to the diocese* on which journey I visited the following 
Cbuncfies : First^r-St. Jj^hn's Church, WiUiamsborough ; where, 
assisted by the Rev. Mr. Grekn, 1 preached on Saturday, to a 
small congregation, owing to the wetness of the day. Ou Sun* 
tlay the 29th, divine service was again performed, a sermon 
preached, and the holy communion administeredr-^Thecongre* 
gaiion numerous and attentive. 

From WiUiamsborough, I proceeded, on Tuesday the 1st 
July, accompanied by the Rev. Mr. Grsen, to Oxford ; whera 
divine service was performed and a sermon preached by can- 
<Ue light, in the Methodist house of worship in that village, to 
9 full congregation. 

On tb^ next day, proceeded on my journey to St. Mary's 
Chapel, in Orange county, where the next appointment was made 
for Sunday the 6th July — ^where the services of the Church, and 
the other duties of my office, were performed with the assistance 
of the Rev. Mr. Gkcen, to a congregation too numerous for 
the Chapel to contain. The people, however, had erected an ar« 
hour to shade them from the sun ; under which the word of God 
was preached to them. At this place I baptised eight adults 
and oneinfant, confirmed twenty-four persons, one of them, Mr. 
Latta, between eighty and ninety years of age, and desirous, 
above measure, to add this apostolick rite to the other grounds 
of his fsdth in the revealed promises of God. I also administered 
the holy sacrament of the Lord's supper to forty-five commu- 
nicants ; some of whom belonged to other denominations. 

AAer these services, I proceeded on to Hillsborough ; where 
divine service was performed in the evening by myself, and a 
sermon preached by the Rev. Mr. Green, in the Presbyterian 
Meeting House. 

On Monday the 7th July, preached in the forenoon and in 
the evening, to a very respectable collection of the people ; the 
service by the Rev. Mr. Greeh. 

On Wednesday the 9th, proceeded on my route to Raleigh, 
where we arrived in the evening. 

Notice having been previously ^ven for Thursday evening, 
and the use of the Prcbbyterian House of Worship very kindly 
ojflfered during my stay, divine service was thereui performed 
by the Rev. Mr. Green, and a sermon by myself, in the evening. 

Saturday the 12th, divine service by the Rev. Mr. Green, in 
die forenoon, after which I preached, preparatory to the com- 
unmion on the next day. 
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Sunday the I3tb, assisted by the Rev. fifir. GftCtflf, die 

vicef of the Church were presented in foil, to a nmnerons con* 
gregation. The communicants few in comparison; many of 
them dissenters. I preached again in the evening, • and UkAl 
leave of the inhabitants for the present, from whom, as ako oa 
my whole route, I have received all those ma»ks of attentton 
«nd reqpect, which made me feel, that I was not % stranger ia 
a strange land} but a welcome guest, among brethren and 
friends. 

Having completed the necessary arrangements for remoAig 
my residoice to Raleigh by the close of the year, a house not 
bong to be procured sooner, I left Raleigh on Monday after- 
noon, the 14th, and proceeded home, where I arrived on the i8th. 

On the 27th August, I again left home, on a visit to the 
western Churches of the diocese, directing my route first to 
Oxford, as the ucttrevt urgani««;(l cuugrvgution ; where 1 arrived 
in the evening, and was met by the Rev. Mr. Ubbkm. 

Read prayers and preached the next day, to a very respects* 
ble audience ; only a small number of them, however, Episco* 
palians ; and went in the evening to Dr. Bullock's, where there 
was an appointment for me to preach the next day. 

Friday the 29th, preached to a collection of the nog^bours, 
under the trees in the doctor's yard ; but could only have the 
service in part, both from want of books, and want of acquain* 
tance with the forms. Went on in the evenmg to Judge Came- 
ron's, where 1 rested on Saturday. 

Sunday the 31st, attended at St. Mary's Chapel, where I was 
met by the Rev. Mr. Hooper, who read prayers, after which, 
I preached to a numerous congregation, and administered the 
holy communion. In the course of the services, I baptised one 
adult, and confirmed six persons. After the services of the day, 
proceeded on to Hillsborough, where I remained all night. 

Tuesday the 2d, attended my appointment at St. Jude's 
Church ; where I performed the service of the Church, and 
preached to a large congregation of people— here I baptised one 
infant. Returned to Mr. Davis's and preached by candle light 
in Stony Creek Meeting House, to a numerous congregation. 

My next appoinment being at Lexington, I proceeded firom 
Mr. Davis's for that place ; where, on Friday the 5th, I per* 
formed divine service, and preached to a very small number of 
people, and apparently unaccustomed to our services, though 
organized as an Episcopal congregation. In the afternoon 
went on to Salisbury. 

On Saturday evening divine service was performed by desire 
in the Court House, after which I preached on the subject of 
confirmation,'many of the candidates for that rite being present. 



According to previous notice, on Sunday the 7th, divine ser^ 
vice was performed in the Church, both forenoon and afternoon, 
together with a sermon. After divine service in the forenoon, 
I administered the rite of confirmation to thirteen persons ; and 
ifier sermon, administered the communion to about forty, of 
whom one-third were blacks. The Church was crowded with 
people ; but I had no means of ascertaining what proportion 
:ousidered themselves Episcopalians. I'o determine this as far 
]is possible, I invited the members and friends of the Church to 
aittend a meeting at Mrs. Beard's, on Monday evening ; where 
[ lectured from the 2d chap, of the Acts of the Apostles, and in 
conclusion, requested those who were disposed to unite in or^* 
ganizing an Episcopal Church in that place, to make thentselves 
known ; when twenty-one of the company present rose up, as 
I declaration of this intention. This number, with those neces-> 
sarily absent, and others resident in tlie vicinity, whose senti- 
ments^are known, present a very favourable prospect. H itherto, 
bowever, as far as I am informed, no efficient steps have been 
taken to organize, or provide a clergyman* 

Being disappointed in the expectation I had entertained, to 
be here met by the Rev. Mr. Wright, and the Rev. Mr. Mil* 
LER, to whom I had committed the arrangement of my official 
iuties west and south of this point, I concluded to proceed, and 
to visit Christ's Church, in the neighbourhood of Salisbury. — 
Dn Wednesday the 10th, accordingly, 1 left Salisbury, and went 
)n to Capt. HalPs. Here 1 was joined by the Rev. Mr. Wright, 
m Thursday morning, and went on with him to meet the con- 
gregation of Christ's Church, according to notice ; where di- 
rine service was performed, and a sermon preached, to a rather 
numerous congregation for a week day. 

According to notice given on Thursday, divine service was 
held at Christ's Church on Saturday, by the Rev. Mr. Wright ; 
after which I prefiched on the subject of confirmation, to a very 
respectable congregation of the people, and gave notice for the 
services of the ensoinff day. 

Sunday the 14th. Divine service was again performed by the 
Rev. Mr. Wright; after which I confirmed fifty persons, 
preached, and with the assistance of Mr. Wright, administered 
tbe communion to sixty-three professors of the faith of the gos- 
pel. The house was entirely inadequate to contiun the numbers 
who were present. 

The unhappy and very injurious privation of the regular ser- 
vices of the Church, in most of the congregations which I have 
visited, have led me to resort to the only subbtitute, in the ap- 
pointment of lay readers ; and here, for the first lime in this 
visit, I found the congregation willing to receive, and an indi- 

B 



vidnal willing to render, tlus very efficient tervice to the rtnte 
of religion* On the recommendation, therefore, of the congr^ 
gation of Christ's Church, I authorited Mr. William Babbui 
to officiate as> lay reader therein. 

Tuesday the 16th, 1 attended at St. Midt^rs Church, Iicdell 
county ; where divine service was performed by the Rev. Mr. 
Wbioht ; ailer which 1 confirmed six personsi preached, and 
administered the communion to thirteen, who had hope in God, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Obtaining here no news of Mr. Miller, (who, I hav# since 
learned, was prevented by an alarming accident to himself) and 
ascertaining that no notices were given for my further progress 
west and south, it was concluded to abandon the prosecution of 
my original purpose for this time, and bend my course to 
Wadesborough. 

In the prosecution of this design, the Rev. Mr. Wright and 
myself proceeded through Salisbury to Wadesborough, where 
we arrived on Thursday the 1 8th, myself labouring under the 
pressure of severe uidisposition. 

Having, however, made use of the necessary means in the 
interval, so as to check in some degree the violence of the lever, 
I consented to officiate on Saturday, preparatory to the services 
notified ior Sunday. The return of the fever in the aAemooa 
was severe, and on Sunday morning my servant was cast dowa 
with the disease of the climate. 

Several persons, however, in this portion of the vinejrard, 
having looked forward to this opportunity with anxious ezpec* 
tation, I felt that they were not to be disappointed for any per^ 
sonal ease to myself. Though feeble in body, I confirmed 
eleven persons, preached, and administered the holy sacrament 
to seventeen. In the afternoon preached again, to the injury 
of my health, being much exhausted, and attacked next day 
very violently. On the l2th of October, however, I preach^ 
twice, and catechised the children, greatly to my satisfiictioo, 
and to the credit of their parents and pastor. 

I officiated on Sunday the 1 9th, to an attentive congregation 
of different denominations, in Pittsborough ; and proceeded next 
day to Raleigh, where I arrived on the 21st. Officiated three 
times, once on the evening of Friday the 24tb, and twice on 
Sunday the 26th, in the Presbyterian House of Worship, and 
baptised one infant. 

I left Raleigh on Monday the 27th, for Warrenton, where I 
arrived the next day, under all the sj-mptoms of a relapse. I 
nevertheless performed divine service and preached the next day, 
to a small but serious collection of the inhabitants, the weather 
^mg cold and ndny. From thb place my journey home was 



rendered painful by return ol' fever, under the effects of which 
I laboured until the 3d oi December. 

Having made the necessary preparations, I at length removed 
from Virginia with my family, and took up my residence in 
Raleigh, on S;Uurday the 20th of December ; having officiated 
in Williamsborough the Sunday previous. But as there was 
yet DO House for Worship provided in that place, I continued 
to officiate occasionally in the Presbyterian House of Worship, 
until Saturday the 18th of January; when divine service was 
performed, and a sermon preached, both morning and evening, 
in the house rented and fitted up as a temporary Chapel by the 
conG^egation of Christ's ( hurch. 

To supply as far as possible, and in the only mode as yet 
possible, the want of regular services to the Churches in the 
western section of the diocese, 1 have commissioned the follow- 
ing gentlemen as lay readers : Charles Mills, senr. for St. 
MichseFs Cbureh, Iredell county; Alexander Lowrance for 
St. Peter's Church, Lincoln county ; Robert H. Burton and 
D\NiEL M. FoRNE7, for Whitchaven Church, in the same coim* 
ty ; and Thomas A* Sumpter for St. Andrew's Church, Burke 
county. 

Mr. John Davis was commissioned to act as lay reader at 
Wayoesborough. 

The new Episcopal Church in Newbem being ready for con* 
secration, the vestry of that parish applied to me to appoint a 
day for that purpose ; which I fixed for %he first Sunday in 
February. On the 23d of January, therefore, I left Raleigh 
in the stage, and on Saturday evening preached in Waynesbo- 
rough, to a pretty numerous collection of the inhabitants and 
neighboorhood, in the tavern, apparently with acceptance. On 
Monday I arrived b Newbem, where I was most kindly receivedi 
and lodged with Nr. Asa Jones. 

In pursnance of appointments previously made, I left Newbeni 
die next day, with a view to devote the interval to the Churches 
in the adjoining conntry ; and, accompanied by the Rev. Mr. 
Masoiv, arrived at Washington that evening, where divine ser* 
ince was performed by Mr. Mason, and a sermon preached by 
aiyself, in the new Episcopal Church in that place. 
« On Wednesday tlie 28th, proceeded to Bath, where a large 
congregation was assembled in the venerable old Church (of 
Aat ofioe, more populous town) built in the year 1732, and yet 
ia la lcra ble repair ; and where I preached, baptised three adtuts, 
Hba children, and confirmed twenty-five persons. 

On the 39th, left Bath for my next appointment at Zion 
Chapel^ on the road to Washington ; where the usual services 
waw pg f ogpadto a crowded and engaged audience ; and where 
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I baptised six adults, one of them 67 years old, and tweht 
iufaiits, and administered confirmation to twenty-four persons. 
Here I must take leave to remark, that the lively condition of 
these two congregations, and the deep interest felt for the revival 
of the Cburch, is owing, under God, to the tealous and perseve- 
ring, and discreel exertions of the two lay readers who officiate 
amongst them^Mr. Bcston, and Hr. Mirsm, aided by the orca- 
sional visits of the Rev. Mr. Maso> : an exumple, which, I trust, 
will be fruitful in encouraging others to go and do likewise. 

Id the evening 1 reiurned to Washington, where I baptised 
one infant; and, aAer preacliing on the subject, confirmed 
twen ty persons . 

Oil Friday the 30th, the new Church in Washington being ut 
a sufficient state of forwardness, and every necessary step being 
taken to confirm the property and possession of it to the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church, the building was solemnly consecra* 
ted and set apart to the worship of Almighty God, according to 
the Liturgy of the P. E. Church, and to the administration of 
the word and sacraments, to the use of that communirai for ever, 
by the name or title of St. Peter's Church, Washington. In the 
duties of the day was included the administration of the boly 
communion. 

In the evening left Washington and its kind inhabitants. Cor 
service at Trinity or Blount's Chapel, a distance of fonr miles ; 
where, after the sendee by the Rev. Mr, Masok, and a sermon 
by myself, by candle light, I administered tbe rite of confinuft- 
tion to seven persons. 

In the section of coontry through wbirh I have just passed, 
it glads my heart, brethren, to find the afiections of so many of 
the InhatMtants still strong towards the Church of their fathers ; 
«Dd it was truly a rejoicing spectacle to me, in a comiti^', which, 
ju'lciiig from the roads, hgirdly contained inhabitants, to find 
such numbers, quite at home in o'lr Liturgy, and prepared and 
desiroDi to profit by those apostolick services, which they had 
kanied to revere, as wise appointments of the great Head of the 
Church, for the increase of his grace in their hearts, and for

propriate brick building lately erected in Newbem, by the 
name or title of Christ's Church. 

This building does great credit to the taste and liberality of 
the contributors. There is nothing superflous in ornament ; but 
a chaste simplicity characterises the whole of the finishing.— 
May the simplicity and godly sincerity of the gospel be the or^ 
nament of those who worship in its courts. 

Divine service was conducted by the Rev. Mr. Hoofer, the 
sermon by myself; after which the holy communion was ad* 
ministered^ 

The novelty of the occasion drew together a multitude of 
people, even more than the house could contain ; and from the 
seriousness with which the difierent services were reg^ded, the 
hope is entertained that good and favourable impressions were 
made. In the evening the usual services were performed by the 
Rev. Mr. Gnmrntty af)er which I preached a sermon. 

At the request of the vestry, and on their suggestion that it 
would have a favourable effect on the sale of the pews, I con* 
sented to remain the week in Newbem ; during which period 
I officiated twice, in tlie evening, and again on Saturday eve* 
ning, at which time I baptised one adult, and administered the 
rite of confirmation to thirteen persons. 

On the next day, Sunday the 8th, divine service, morning and 
ef ening, by Mr. Mason, after which I preached and adminis- 
tered the holy communion in the forenoon, and in the evening 
again preached and catechised the children. During this visit 
to Newbem, every thing was calculated to impress my mind 
with the most iavottrable anticipations in favour of religion and 
of the Church. 

On Monday die 9th, I left Newbern on my return to Raleigh ; 
and took a drcnit through Pitt county, for the purpose of visit- 
ing a small congregation at Grace Chapel, to which Mr. Ma- 
SON has sometimes officiated. On Tuesday forenoon, the ser- 
vice of the Church was performed by Mr. AIason, and a sermon 
by myself, to a pretty numerous congregation ; after which he 
conveyed me to Kinston, where there was an appointment for 
evening service, which was filled up to a large and very atten- 
tive audience, assembled in the Court House. Here I had the 
satisfaction to learn, that the affection of the people to the 
Church of their fathers, is sufficiently alive to engage tliem in 
providing a Hou»e of Worship, which is expected to be com- 
pleted in the course of the current year. 1 here met the stage, 
and taking leave of the Rev. Mr. Mason, returned therein to 
Raleigh. 

My De^t visit was to the Cborcbes in Fayetteville and WU- 
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iriiwtM; feriliefofiiMrafwUehplaiMlMCoMfWimRtMg^ 
on Tharsday the 4di Alarch ; and according to previous notice 
erven to the Rev. Mr. Hoopce, divine lervice was held in the 
Church in Fayetteville, on Saturday the 6t|i, and after a sermon 
on the subject, confirmation vras administered to eight persons* 
Divine service was again performed on the eveiqng of that day» 
by the Rev. Mr. Hoopan, and a sermon preached by myself, to 
a numerous and attentive audience. 

. On Sunday the Ttb, the regular and usual services of the day 
were attended to, and the holy communion administered in the 
forenoon«-the congregation large and engaged. In the evening, 
the service was performed by the Rev. Mr. Rob*t. Croe«, and 
a sermon by myself, to a still more numerous collection of 
people. 

During my stay in this place, as every where else, it has been 
my object to obtain as much personal knowledge of the mem- 
bers of the Church as my very limited time would permit ; in 
which I was very promptly met and assisted by the Rev. >Ir. 
Hoopsn, on this occasion, as heretofore by the other clergy ; 
and, as I hope, to the mutual comfort and edification, biith of 
tfiem and myself. The evening of each day was appropriated 
to the public services of the sanctuary, and to the edification of 
the pulpit, in which I was assisted by the Rev. Mr. Hoona* 
Duringthe service on Monday evening, I baptised an infant. 

On Wednesday the 10th of March, I left FayetteviUe in the 
stage for VHlmrngton. 

In the evening of the next day, met there a veiy respectable 
congregation for evening prayer. The remainder of the week 
was. filled up in private viuts to the members of the Church, 
during the day, and in publick service and preaching in the eve- 
ning, to very numerous and attentive congregations. In all 
which it was my endeavour to subserve the general interests of 
religion, and Uie particular and inseparable interests of the 
Church- 
On Sunday the 14th, previous to the hour for service, I cate* 
ehised the children, much to my satisfaction, and to their credit 
who attend to this essential duty. 1 preached to a very fiiU 
congregation, and administered the holy communion to about 
130 communicants, several of whom were blacks, of a very 
devout and orderly spirit* 

In the afternoon, divine service was again performed, by die 
Rev. Mr. Empie, and a confirmation held ; when, after a ser- 
mon on the subject, by myself, nine persons received that regu- 
hrlv aoostolick ordinance of our holy religion. 

On Monday the 1 5th, I visited Mr. Julius Walker, a mem- 
bet of the coQgregatioi^ coiifiQed by indispositiol^ and adnunil- 



UreA to him, and five others of his family, the consolations of rc^ 
Bgion in that bread and cup, whereby we are made partakers of 
the body and blood of Christ. In the evening, public service, 
and a sermon by myself, the congregation still aomerous. 

The next day the Rev. Mr. Empie performed divine service, 
during which I baptised seven children, and afterwards preached 
on the duty of religious mstruction to the young mcmfoera of 
the church; taking my leave of the people for the present. 

Oii Tuesday the 20th of April, I left Raleighfor Edenton ; and 
proceeding through Tarborough, preached there on the evening 
of the 21st, to a numerous, attentive, and gratified audience. 
But though our service was once known and used in this place, 
long interruption of regular ministrations has operated so mju- 
riously, that 1 was compelled to use it only m part. The Church, 
liowever, has still remaining here a numerous, respectable, and 
warm body of friends, requiring only the help and countenance 
of a discreet and able pastor, to revive and flourish. 

Finding an appomtment made for me the next day at a place 
of public worship called Cahukie, distant 25 miles, I left Tar* 
borough early, and met the congregation there assembled, be* 
tween twelve and one o^clock ; the day was rainy, and many 
were consequently prevented from attending ; a goodly numl>er, 
bowever, were present ; but here, also, the service could only be 
partimny used; though on the opposite hill, once stood a Tem« 
pie, the ?rallt of which were once vocal with the deVout strains 
of our spirit stirring Liturgy. 1 however preached to the peo- 
ple assembled ; but whether to their edification, I had no means 
of indguigp 

Ffom Ibit place I crossed Roanoke, on my way to Windsor^ 

where there wai an appointment for me the next day ; which I 

reached in tfme } and where, with a Uttie instruction to the 

Aw fiiendt ikf tbe Church in that place, I. was enabled to have 

the service very respectably performed ; and afterwards preach* 

ed CO a mviennis collection of the people ui the Court House. 

On Satnrday, the 24th, I reached Edenton, after a rough 

and rather tedious passage of the sound, in the evening, ac* 

cording to previous notice, I held a confirmation in the Church 

, in tfwt place; when, after divine service bv the Rev. Mr. AverTi 

' asid a sermon by myself I administered uat rite to five persons^ 

fell of tbem fismales. 

Tit frill no doubt be remarked, that tiie dumber presented for 
oottinsiatian in those parts of the diocese where there are fixed 
MSlot% 18 comparatively small ; it is however to be accounted 
ibr firom the circumstance that these congregations have hereto- 
Are had the advantage of Episcopal mmistrations; and because 
dio of te vcgolatiaDl hftve adopted, requiring the clergy to be 
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aoftirarable for the qnalificatioot of dioee by them preMiitedi oi 
personal knowledge and conference with them ; in order that by 
due care in this behalf^ the odium cast vpon this ordinance, by 
its promiscuous administration, may be avoided in tliis diocese ; 
and the ordinance itself be restor^ to the raverent estimation 
due to it, and the religious benefit certainly to \ie derived from 
it, when duly and rightly received and applied. 

On Sunday the 25th, divine service was performedi>oth fore- 
Boon and afternoon, by Mr. Avert, and a sermon preached by 
myself. The holy communion was admmistered in the fore- 
noon ; and throughout all the services, great attention and en- 
gagedness was manifested. During my stay, 1 endeavoured to 
see as many a[ the congregation as my time would permit; and 
among other things, pointed out to them the great addition it 
would be to their pastor's usefulness among them, could be be 
set free from tbe laborious duty of charge of the academy, a 
step which I trust will be taken in due time. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday evenings, the service was per- 
formed, and a sermon preached, to numerous and attentive' 
audiencie» ; on the last of which 1 took my leave of them, to 
fill up an appointment made for me in Murfreesborough, on the 
evening of Friday the 30th. Here I met a numerous congrega- 
tion ; but with a few exceptions, entire strangers to the service 
of the Church. There are, however, a few favourable to our 
views of divine truth and outward order in reli^on ; but nearly 
overborne by tbe weight of other denominations. For one of 
these I baptised a child next morning — «s also did the Rev. Mr. 
Avert, one in the family in which he lodged. 

From fience, my next appointment was in Halifax, for Sunday 
forenoon ; but all possibility of reaching it was prevented, by 
the sudden and unexpected rise of the river Roanoke, render- 
ing the ferries, and indeed the small streams three miles from 
its banks, impassable. 

Thus, ray brethren, have I lud before you the course of my 
labours in the diocese since I was called to the administraticm of 
its concerns. The narrative is necessarily succinct in its detuls; 
but sufficient, I would hope, to suggest to the assembled council 
of the Church, those measures, which are at once necessary and 
practicable, for the advancement of those high i<iterests which 
we all have at heart. That there exists throughout the country, 
particularly in the middle and eastern sections of the state, a 
sentiment of respect and afiection for the Church of their fathers, 
is proved to me by many testimonies ; and by none more, than 
by the cordial welcome I have every where met with. To 
cherish and keep alive this sentiment, and to fan irito a flame 
of active exertion this smoking flax, will depend on the measures 
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I bring into operation. To shew, then, that ttiere is ft 
point ; that there is a body' of their brethren sieadily 
in devising and maturing plans for their relief,' and for 
^ to them the benefit of religious ministrations, as 
AS the nature of the case wiU admit of^ will encourage 
ndure yet longer ; will stir them up, to meet your re* 
iations with hearty concurrence; and arm them to 
se insidious insinuations, which apply the desolateness 
scattered and insulated condition, as an argument to 
the cause. To lay before them a well devised system 
ing into operation the means we possess, and applying 
lusively to the interests of the Church, will create con^ 
and increase ability.

The past year has been to me a period of sore trial and pri- 
vation in all my ministerial duties ; arising firom two circnm* 
stances, oyer which I bad no controul. The first was bj the 
Rev. Mr. Davis leaving this section of the diocess, without any 
previous notice, or provision made to supply his place ; and the 
second, by a personal misfortune that befel mysen, and incapa* 
citated me from travelling, from August to April. To the con- 
gregations so fanperfectly organised as most of them were, this 
has raised obstacles in the way of our success among them ; 
and more listbour and exertion will be required to bring them 
back to their former state, than would otherwise have been 
necessary to .ensure our complete success. 1 have not been 
able to administer the communion during the past year, to any 
of the Churches except Christ's Church, on Easter day ; when 
there were 57 communicants, two of whom were Africans. I 
have, however, no reason to think, that on the whole there is 
any diminution of numbers in the Churches, with the exception 
of St. Michsers ; where, contrary to my best hopes, and as I 
think, their best interest, our Lutheran brethren have generally 
withdrawn. In consequence of the above, and some other cir* 
cumstances, little or nothing has been done this year, in behalf 
of the bishop's fund, or that of the Missionary Society. But 
notwithstanding this tardiness for the past years, I have hope 
that as soon as proper application is made, all our reasonable 
(expectations will be realized.

After the Parochial Reports, certificates of the organization 
of St. Luke's Church, Salisbury, and of Union Church, Waynes- 
borough, were presented, and the said Churches admitted into 
union with this Convention. 

John Little, Esq. the delegate from St. Paul's, Edenton, 
now appeared and took his seat. 

A committee on the state of the Church, consisting of the 
Rev. Messrs. Empir, Miller and Hooper, of the clergy, and 
of Messrs. Taylor, Green, Waddell and Little, of the laity, 
was next appointed. 

A communication from the Rev. Mr. Bedell, of St. Andrew's 
Church, Philadelphia, was read, and referred to the Rev. Messrs^ 
Hoofer and Empie, and the Hon. John L. Taylor. 
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The Rev. Mr. Emptc then presented a number of resolmimM^ 
Which were referred to the committee on the state of the Church; 
after which, the following preamble and resolution, moved by 
the Rev. Mr. Empib, were adopted : 

Whereas hy the consecration of our worthy diocesan, the 
temporary connexion that subsisted between this Convention 
and the Rt. Rev. R. C. Moore of Virginia, has been dissolved, 

Resolvedj unanimously^ that the Church in this diocess i» 
greatly indebted to the fostering care of the venerable bishop 
of Virginia ; that she entertains the warmest sentiments of res- 
pect for his character, and gratitude for his friendly visitations, 
and tlie disinterested leal he has uniformly manifested in her 
welfare ; and that our President be respectfully requested to 
lender to the Rt. Rev. R. C. Moors, the strongest assurances 
of this our respect and gratitude. 

The following resolution, the question being put by the Sec- 
retary, was then adopted : 

Resolved, unanimously^ that the thanks of this Convention be 
given to the Rt. Rev. prelate, for his excellent discourse deliver- 
ed at the opening of this Convention, and that he be respectfiiUy 
requested to furnish a copy of the same for publication. 

To which request the bishop was pleased to give his consent. 

A certificate of delegation, from St. Peter's Church, Wash- 
ington, was then read, and Abner P. Neale, as delegate from 
that Church, admitted to a seat in this house. 

The Rev. Mr. Empie then presented the following resolution, 
which was adopted : 

Whereas it has been suggested by the bishop, that inconve- 
nience may arise from the practice of a vote of thanks for the 
annual sermon at the opening of the Convention, and the com- 
plimoit of requesting a copy for publication ; be it, therefore, 
liesolped, that it is the opinion of this house, that the practice 
be henceforth discontinued.

That they have examined the Journals of the Convention 
from its first establishment, for the purpose of ascertaining the 
authority by which the Rev. Mr. Bedell's zealous on<l merito* 
rious services as Agent of the Theological Seminary, were first 
rendered, and thereby to ascertain the relation in which he stood 
to this Convention. But the appointment of Mr. Bedell to 
such Agency, is not to be found in them ; though, in 1621, the 
thanks of the Convention were tendered to him for his services, 
a recognition made of his Agency, and a resohitinn passed, re- 
questing him to continue his exertions* It is believed, however. 
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Ihese proceedings were had in the spirit of spproviiig lEh^ 
of the Genera) Convention, and of giving such increased 
nee to the efforts of Vlr. Bedell, as might be derived fironk 
inntenance and sanction of this Convention. Your com* 
e have no reason to believe, from any rteord, or docn-^^ 
iry evidence, that an original power as Agent was devolved 
r. Bbdell by the Convention. On the contrary, they have 
^ed information from a highly respectable somrce, that the 
riptions to the Theological Seminary were so arranged^ 
be made payable to John Winblow and J. A. Cameron^ 
3.i and the money, when received, to be by those gentle^ 
yo invested, as to form a productive fimd for the establish^ 
o{ a professorship ; and if this information be correct, it 
rs, that Mr. Bedell is accountable to the survivor of these 
emen, who alone is now authorized to receive the moneys 
;ive Afr. Bedell an acquittance. Thus, any act of tins 
ention, in settling with Mr. Bedell, would be without ati- 
:y on their part, and without security on hrs ; and even if 
[Convention were to receive the sums collected, and pay 
over to the Theological Seminary ; it would amount to ft 
h of faith to the subscribers, in violating the original terms 
e subscription. Your committee, therefore, reeommend, 
I copy of this report be transmitted to the Rev. Mr. Bedell^ 
s guidance. But your committee #ould wish to guard 
St any inference that, because an interference of the Con- 
)n in this case is deemed improper, their anxiety for the 
•erity of the Seminary has suffered any diminution, or their 
ction of its vital importance to the growth and prosperity 
e Church, is in any degree weakened. On the contrary^ 
remain deeply impressed with a sense of the wisdom of the 
option ; and with grateful remembrance to all those who by 
zeal or munificence have imparted strength to this nursery

On motion of the Hon. J. L. Taylor, ResoU 
vedf that the Secretary be requested to procure a blank book, 
in which shall be recorded the correspondence, commission, and 
other papers relative to the appointment and consecration of the 
diocesan, together with all papers and documents relative to the 
organization of Churches. 

Dr. Luico Mitchell, from St. Luke's, Salisbury, and Mr. 
Saul. Garthwait, from St. Stephen's, Oxford, appeared and 
took their seats. 

The delegates to the next General Convention were then bal* 
lotted for, and the following persons elected : of the clergy^ 
Rev. Messrs. EMPitf, Mason, Hooper and Green : of the laity, 
Hon. Jno. L. Tatlor, Hon. Duncan Cameron, and Messrs. 
Moses Jarvis and Josiah Collins. 

The standinfT committee for the year ensuing, were next bal* 
lotted for; and Rev. Messrs. Emffe and Hoopp.r of the clergy, 
and Messrs. Haioh, Stranoe, Jeremiah Lippett and Chas.

The standing committee for the past year, then presented 
their report, as follows ; 

REPORT OP THE STANDING COMMITTEE. '* 

In the coarse of the past year, very little business has come 
before the committee. In their session at the last Convention, 
they granted to Mr. Ira Parker the testimonials required by 
die Canons, in order to his offering for ordination Mr. Par- 
ser proceeded to Virginia, was ordained by the bishop of that 
diocess, and has not since retonied to this state. 

At the present Convention, the committee have, upon receiv- 
ing the reqnired certificate, ap^eed to admit as a candidate for 
orders, Mr. Alexander Norrts. There are at present, there* 
fore, four candidates for the ministry in this diocess. 
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This eonmitiee baring been appointed Trustees for tbe api- 
plicatioa of ibe Episcopal fundi have the satisfaction to report, 
tbat the Rev. Willijin Grekn, who was appointed Agent for 
snaking collections for the Episcopate, has been considerably 
•accessfiil, and that be deserves the thanks of all tbe friends of 
Dor Churchy for his active and yealous fulfilment of his Agency. 

It appears from an examination of Mr. Green's accountSi 
l)iat tlie whole amount subscribed us yet for tbe bishop's fund, 
is $ 8,240, payable m five annual instalments, with tbe excep* 
^on of $ 30, which is payable in three annual instalments. 

The sum actually collected by the Agent, amounts to ^ 1 ,878 ; 
of which, after deducting the bishop's salary, and the travelling 
expenses of the Agent, their remains on hand a balance of 
^1,111 94, which has not as yet been vested in any productive 
4ttnd. 

As it is believed that many friends of the Church who have 
not yet been applied to, would subscribe to this fund, the com* 
pdttfe wppl4 respectfully recommend the continuance of Mr. 
Gbeen'b agency, as his past success has proved him so well 
qualified for the important trust confided to him by tbe Conven- 
tion ; and it is hoped that the value pf his services to the diocess 
in this respect, may induce him to accept of the same agency 
^r the ensuing year. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

The committee on the Episcopal fund, being called upon, 
presented their report ; which, after amendment, was adopted, 
with the resolutions annexed. 

The committee to whom was referred the consideration ofthe 
subject of the Episcopal fund, respectfully report— That having 
reflected on the measures already adopted for the promotion of 
|he object in view, are of opinion, that under existing drcum*

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ftances/noiie more effectual, or more likely to attain the desired 
end, can be selected. 

In relation to the subscriptions to the fund, and the money 
tbereoq collectedi your committee are of opinion, that it is not 
only highly expedient, but absolutely enjtiined by the terms 
and purposes on which the contribudons were made, that the 
fund should not be violated by payments out of the principal, 
for contingent uses ; but that it should remain a permanent and 
productive source of the salary contracted to be paid the bishop, 
as Ikr at least as such olgect is practicable. Your committee 
can devise no other plan of achieving this, and which would be 
more likely to be generally acceptable to the members cf the 
Church, than by a contribution firom the several congregations 
in the diocese, proporticmed to their numbers and ability. 
With this view, your committee have annexed a specific sum, 
for the payments of which, the respective congregations ought, 
in their opinions, to be subject, and the sum, when received, 
be forthwith remitted to the Treasurer. Your committee are 
further of opinion, that no time should be lost in making an 
investment of the money now in the hands of the Kev. Mr* 
GaEBif, in some stock yielding an interest; and to provide for 
these several objects, they beg leave to recommend the follow- 
ing resolutions : 

Resolved^ that it is unnecessary to adopt any additional 
measures, to those already in operation, for the increase of the 
bishop's fimd. 

Resohedy that the several congregations in this diocese, be 
required to make an annual contribution of the sums specified in 
the annexed scale, on or liefore the first day of January in each 
year. 

Resolved^ that the standing committee be required to invest 
the money now in the hands of Mr. Green, in bank stock of the 
State Bank of North-Carolina ; or, at their discretion, in the 
stock of any other bank in the state, or on private security ; 
and that they proceed from time to time, as other monies maybe 
feceived from the same source, to employ it in the same manner. 

Resolved^ that as the annual contribution required of the 
different congregations, will not be sufficient to pay the bish- 
op's salary, that the deficiency be made up out of the dividends 
on bank stock that may be purchased, or the interest arising 
on money that may be lent out on private security, or out of 
the fund that has been or may be obtained by subscriptions.

Requesting the favour of you to present me most respectfully 
to the standing committee, informing them of my purpose ; and 
begging an interest in your prayers, and in those of }'our con- 
gregation, I am your friend and brother, in the fellowship of 
the gospel.

Dividing the Diocess into three sections, running from north to-soath, 
it is evident that the present strene;th ot the Church is in the eaateifi 
section. The principles of the Church arc there beftter understood, 
more heartily received, and more unhesitatingly acted upon; and, so 
far as human judgment is permitted to act, there is a greater dq;;iee of 
liveliness, a deeper interest manifested for the purity and consistency 
of faith and practice. This opiAon, however, is predicated on former 
observation, and the accounts I occasionally have received of their pm- 
u;ross since; my personal notice of their present state being prevented, 
us I have mentioned. 

In the middle section, the state of things is materially different The 
members of the Church are not generally as fixed and decided in their 
])rinciples as Churchmen; and, consequently, less interest is felt and 
manifested, for the pardcular xloctrines which distirmish their profes- 
sion. This, however, is not to be wondered at They have had less 
opportunity to be reminded of their distinctive doctrines, fewer occa- 
sions to call tliem into action, and a more extended prepossession of the 
public mind to Conflict with, there being for a long period bat two 
'clergymen in the whole section, and one of these decidedly hostile to 
the principles of the Church; while, of the different dissentins deno- 
::i illations, that most respectable in point of learning and abiaty has 
here its main strength concentrated. 

1 am happy, however, to be able to state, that the principles of the 
Church ana of pure i-eligion are gainii^ ground among tlie members, of 
v.hom tlicrc are not a few, whose zeal is coupled witli knowledge, aiHi 
vliose faith is manifested by their works; and, in general, more consi- 
(leration is given to tlie sul^ect, and a stop, in a great measure, put to 
;ho deleterious notion, heretofore so prevalent, that it is a matter of 
entire indifterencc, what .profession oi^rcli<>;ion a man adopts. 

In the western section of the Dioccss, the prospect is very discourag- 
ing, Uwmgh not witliout iio])e. AVith the exception of the congregation 
in Wadoborough, under the care of the Rev. Mr. Wright, which is 
i-ocond to none in any Diocess, for soundness in the faith and exemplary 
holiness, and the congregation of Christ's Church, Rowan, whicJi is 
iiinnei'ous and regular, and, in the main, sound, as Episcopalians, though 
not without exceptions, and a few recently, organized in Salisbury, 
:here is nothing at present to be depended on. ' In the immediate neigh- 
borhood of the Rev. Mr. Miller they have commenced retracing their 
^teps, and will in time, I trust, recover from the paralysing effect of the

Some very influential men are engaged in tlie cause, and there is sufQ- 
cient abibty, could it be roused into actif>n, to give it success. What 
could be done, publicly and in private, to stir tlicm up to the exertion 
necessary? was attempted by myself, during my short stay among them.: 
and, after leaving tliem, I ]irinted aud circulated" an addiess, a copy of 
whidi is herewith presented, . 

In the^^nvd result of the past year, however, there is great cause 
of thankfulness and congi-atulation. The Church in Hillsborougli has 
been oi^ganixcd under the most flattering prospects, and the Ucv.Mr. 
Greoi called to takechai^ th^re, at St. M ary's« .and at Jud&;e Came- 
ron's, who, with a laudab^ zeal for the spiritual interests oi Ids own 
large iaroily, and of the neigliborhood, has erected, at his own expense, 
a handsome, and commodious building, which will be ready for conse- 
cration this summer, together with the new Church in Hillsborough. 
1^ The congregaiioDa in Washiugton |hd its neighborhood, are supplied 
with a> regular pastor, in the Hev. Mr. Joseph Pierson. The Cliurch 
in Fayetteville has secured the services of the Rev. Mr. Henry M. Ma- 
son. And Mr. Brainerd, a candidate for orders, Xi-om the Eastern 
Diocess, and received on letters dimissory from Bishop Griswold, hns 
agreed, after his ordination, to supply the vacancy in \Villiamsborough 
and Warrenton, occasioned by Mr. Greenes removal to Hillsborough. 

iSuch, nj iMW^ren of this Conv^tion,, is the exposition of the state 
of the Chorcfa,. which it is my duty to make for vour direction, in those 
consultatiens fiir its advaata^ and extension which you are met to in- 
■ lerchange*' They are, u|Kmi the whole, encouraging, and call for our 
zealous and hearty co-operation, in what ma^r be expedienjt, on common 
adfvioe, to carry on the great interests committed to us. And, while ] 
regret that I have nojt bnud able to do more personally, in tlie limited 
time allowed Bke* I feel an unabated desire to appl;^ every faculty of 
mind and body to the establishment of the Redeemers kingdom. But 
duty multiplies while stnengt}^ decreases. Permit m^, then, to. suggest 
. the adoption of a rule on the part of the Cler^, to furnish me quarterly 
-with a state of. the condition of their respective charges, di^sted under 
proper heads, by which I shall be directed to point my services, in pre- 
fcrepco, where they.shall a|»pear to be most immediately needed, with- 
out interfering at aii with my general duty, except in the arrangement 
of my visits. Recommending, then, to your most aflcctionatc care, the 
interests of the Diocess, and supplicating the jiivine blessing on the 
labour jrou have to engage in, I commit you to the great Head of tlic 
Churchy for direction and success.

Tlie situation of the congregations under my charge has remained 
nearly the same since the last Convention. 

In Milton there is still room to hope that 4 regular coilgregation «f 
zealous worshippers may yet be raised up.

The President appointed the Rev. Messrs. Wrioht and Green, of 
the cler^, and Messrs. Gavin Hogg, F. J. Hiljl, and Jer. Lippitt, 
of tiie laity, to be this committee. 

The account of the Treasurer of the Bishop's fund and of the contin- 
ent fund was next presented, and referred to the committee of finance. 

Re»ohedy That a standing committee, to consist of five persons, two 
clerical and three lay memfawers, be now balloted for. 

The ballot being taken and the votes counted, it appeared that the 
Rev. Messrs. Empie and R. S. Mason, of the clerg}^ and Messrs. Tho- 
mas Callekder, F. J. Hill, and Moses Jarvis, of the laity, were 
elected.

The Right Reverend President then delivered an Episci»pal Charge. 
wliich is herewith presented. 

CHARGE. 

The period has amvcd, mv brethren, when pi'r.-.onal observation of 
the state of this Dioccss enahles me to fullll a duty of mv station, in 
an Address, by way of Charge, to the clergy and laity of the l*rotestant 
Episcopal Church *in North Carolina: and I very gladly embrace thf 
opportunity of this annual assemblage of the reprebentatives of the Church 
in Convention, to present to their consideration those particulars which 
are of greatest importance, at present, to the progress and success ol 
the cause we have in hand. 

From the information given to this Convention in my Flpiscopal 
Journal) and the subsecpierit Parochial Reports, the gradual improve- 
ment in the external circumstances of tlie Churcli is very evident^ and 
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it is no more than a rcasoiiablo expectation, that a continuance of the 
9anlc course of labor and (lili^'enrc in the clergy, and attention on the 
part of the laity, will be follo\Ne<l by a like favorable result. 

There are sonic causes, however, more remote from general observa- 
tion, which operate injuriously t« the advancement of the Church, but 
which are in the roach of a remedy, and which it is our joint duty lo 
endeavor to remove. Tiie first 1 shall mention is want of information 
in the people at lars;e,and in too j^reat a dejjree among those of our own 
communion, on the. distinctive character of the Church of Christ, and 
the oblig;'ations which thence follow to man, thus furnished with thk' 
means of grace. 

'riiat it exists in a very extensive and injurious degree, is a point 
which needs no proof; if bein.;» the daily experience of most of those 
\vho hear me. And wliile it can be accounted for very batisfactorily, 
in my opinion, it is from the causes producing it that we shall be^v 
learn what is most proper to counteract it. 

We have, then, uut to direct onr attention to the state of thinscs pro- 
duced by tlie dowiifal of thc» Church at the period of our revolution, 
and to what, has follov.ed progrcs«.ivj/ly since nnu) within a very few 
years, to find ample means of accounting for this state of the public 
mind. The Episcopal Chureh, never very strong; in this State, wa^ 
reduced by that great event to a state of actual Hlence. Political feel- 
ings; werejissociated with its very name* which operated as a complete 
bar to any useful or comfortable Vxercisi? of duty, by the ver\- few cler- 
gymen, perhaps not more than three or four, wliich were left". 

The public instruction of the people in religion, therefore, fell exclu- 
sively into other hands, and into hands disposed, b<»th by principle and 
interest, to complete the ruin of the Church; aiul, by their mrticular 
systems of doctrine, precluded from treating, with any precision, that 
branch of CMiristian edification which refers to the unity of the Church 
of Christ, its /listinctive character, and relipous purpose, and to the 
authority of the Christian ministry, as an integral part of that system 
of faith and order, revealed in the (lospeK On such points of doctrine., 
those who have separated from the Church are necessarily silent, or, it 
thev are occasionally hinted at, it is in ?uch vaj'Ue and indefinite term? 
as tend rather to obscure than to elucidate the subject. It is not to be 
'vondered at, then, my brethren, that tlu'se doctrines, as held by the 
Episcopal Churcli, should grailualU lose their impression on those who 
vntertained them.be lost sight of b\ tin* peojilc at large, and at length 1k» 
t'or^rotten; aiul that a prescription of forty years should possess an inftu- 
fuce diflicult to disloilu;*' fix>m the minds of those \\ho have been taught 
U) view every thing relaling to the external orilcr of the Church as un- 
imjKH'tant and non-e>sential. I'lutt tliis is tin- more jc**neral stat«» of the 
{Miblic mind, 1 have all the certainty whirh ob.-serAati*in and declared 
opinion can ji^ive; and the very painful knowledge that many who call 
iiiemselves Episcopalians cherish .-uch every v.ay inconsistent notions, 
.'ind are I'arther led into this vvn*v by the modern b'lt erroneous views 
of charity and liberal opinioiis. While this .state of things continues, 
we shall deceive ourselves egreirioU'^lN if v e expec t any real or cxteu- 
vive increase of the Church; our iniiiibers may indeed be added to. but 
the numerical is not always the real strength, citlier of the Church or 
of an army. 

On you, then, my brethren of the cleriry. will devohe the imperioui 
•luty of so framing and direct in:; your public ministrati«?ns. as well !»« 
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you* private tnttrnctioiu among your reapectiTe chu^n. u to < 
IImcIm^ inflected but Tital doctrinea, ud to explain and 
Ihcn, tnm tnc word of Ood, and the rcuoa of the Aing, as

This, to men of any reRection, especially to men denrons of some 
'" t frgia the obligation all feel tiiey are under to hear tiie woid of 
.^j, '- ' '^^:i^Kj^eduponas«Daignnenta^istthe8eri]K 
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turcs tKom&elve*!, as the only rule uf faith and duty, and iioi, a!» iu jud 
tice it ou Jit, as an ariicuinent of the stront!;est kiiul asjpainst all stich |ier- 
versi(Hi (»f their use and iie«»;lect of their waniiii^. Hence the deplorable 
isrnora.ice <»f the Bible itself, which is so \isibie anions; the better in- 
formed and more active part of society, and the consequent indifference 
to tlie claims of revealed reli[!:ion. Hence tlie approximations to infi- 
delilv, in the various sliftdes of unbelief which the difterent systems of 
moralitv, as a substitute for revealed reli;ijion, exhibit. And fience the 
prevalence of that liberality of opinion in which they tolerate every 
tiii!!'^ as true, but tin* truth as it is in Jesus. 

Upon men of less information of mind, and of little leisure for read- 
in.sc and retleciioiu from the pressure of laborious occupation* the injury 
is doubled; they not only boconie remisi* in procurintj^ and acc|uaintiu^ 
tiiemselves wiin the Jiibl'e, but, from the example of those above tlienu 
to \\h(Hn tliev nn>rc or less look up, are encouran;ed in that neglect of 
religion, tiiai surrender of tliemselves to the world and its pursuits, and 
to tho induljxence of the ile?h, v. Inch, like the worm at the root of Jonairs 
^ounl, separates the hope of m::n from its fcmndation, cuts asunder the 
lisaments of socie<v, and blasts and withers the ovcrshadowin": love of 
God revealed in the Gospel of his Son. 

Here, again, my revereinl brethren, you arc called upon lo interpose, 
and, with all the earnestness and dili«rfnce which the love of souls, and 
a deep sense (;f accountable duty can lieget, to meet this wide-spread 
delusion, w ith every argument which revelation and reason can supply; 
to call back your ilocks to the only foundation, in the word of God; to 
exhort them to the diligent perusal and study of its inspired wisdom; 
and. with l!ie Bible i*i your hand, and the love of God in your heart, 
explain and point out to them the connection and dependence of its 
parts, the harmony of its doctrines, the eflicacy of its sacraments, the 
beauty and fitn»»ss of its order, and its sufliciency to answer the great 
purpose of its divine Author, in giving light, the Vij^ht of life, to a be- 
niirhted w^rld, in order to make them wise unto salvation. In fultill- 
u\'X this imperious duty, fear not to expose those fallacious inventions 
of men which have obscured the simplicity and efficacy of the doctrine 
of Cluist, which liave led nien^s nn'nds into the devious mazes of error 
and un>ettle<i opinion, and call loudly for the united etVorts of all uho 
yalue religious and civil liberty, to engage heartily in this work. Take 
St. Paul's rule, aa expressed in the first Kp. to tlic Thessal., to govern 
and encourage you in this part of your duty in particular: *' But, as we 
were allowed oV (iod to be put in trust wiiii the G<ispel, even so we 
spciik; not as pleasing men, but God, which trieth our hearts.** And 
tlius shall you Le fortified agiuust thiit i'i^sLv of man, wluch briugeth a 
Sruare. 

We are but a small body, my reverend brethren; but, by the jjood 
blessing of our God upon us, we are increasing. Help hath come forth 
for us from his right hand, during the past Conventional /ear: and, if 
we continue faithful, we may conridcntly look lor its continuance. Lei 
this hope, then, animate us all, to renewed diligence in those duties, in 
the faithful discharge of which, only, can we "expect to save our own 
souls and the souls of those who hear us. 

To you, my br^tln-en of tht» laity, it is also my duty tt) present such 
admonition, on those interests of the Church which depenit on your co- 
operation, and can be promoted by tho cj'intcnaucc and •in}»pert yir^ 
give to her minibtrations. 
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Now, this is confined chiefly to three things: First, vour own (K'noi : 
iiient, whether as uienihcrs and friends, or members and communicants 
of the Church. 

The most efticient support which the members of the Church can 
jjrive to her advancement, is by their own personal roliirion. This is 
literally manifesting the tree by its fruit, and is an epistle of Christ, to 
be read of all men. If, therefore, you really and truly dohire the pi-os- 
perity of the Church, from, whatever cause this ilesire may prmeed, 
labour, and strive, and pray, that you may imbibe the spirit of her doc 
trines; that you may manifest tlie purity of her discipline; that you 
may experience tlie efficacy of her means of gi-ace; and, by thus pro- 
moting the cause of the Church, which is one and the sunic with tlio 
cause of true religion, promote and secure, at the same time, the salva- 
tion of your own soul. 

Another ver^ effectual means of promoting the interests antl advance- 
ment of the Church, is, exact confonnity to the course and order Mh»- 
hath prescribed for her public services. And in tliis there will be no 
difiicultjr, where her distinctive character is understood and felt: be- 
cause this gives a point and impression to her ministrations, which bi*- 
Jongsnot to those who have separated themselves from her communion. 
Occasional conformity, therefiire, by which is meant, a mixeil attend- 
ance upon the Church and uiKin tliose who dissent from her — sometimes 
with the one, sometimes with the other — is so far in oppositi<m to her 
advancemcnt, as it is sure to keep the perscm thus acting unfixed and 
ivavering. Where there is no settled principle there can be no con 
sistent conduct ; and experience teaches us, tliat it is only what we lo%c 
that we lay ourselves out for. 

Tlie peculiar situation of the Churcii at present, and for many year- 
back, whereby the congregnttions can onlv be occasionally supplied, ha^ 
had a tendency to lessen tne danger of ifiis practice, in Ihe opini(»ns <d 
Christians, and to induce many who nevertheless have a true regard for 
the Church, to attend the services of others, when thry had none ol 
their own. Now, while it may be said, that hereby a good example 
was nven of reverence for the Sabbath, and good instruction was re 
ceiveu from the Sermon delivered, it is not considi*red, on the other 
hand, that countenance has also been given to ministrations which tin' 
Church considers irregular and invalid, not to say schismatical; and 
that, by tliis kind of conduct, we actually encourage the dangerous de- 
lusion, tliat one system of doctrine is as true as anotlier, and one Chunli 
just as safe as another; and thus, without meaning it, perhaps, ]mll 
down with one hand the fabric we are rearinir with tlie other. For. 
according to St. PauPs reasoning, in a parallel case, *•* If any man see. 
thee, which hast knowledge, sit at meat in the idoPs temple, shall not 
the- conscience of him which is weak be emboldened to eat tho*^e things 
which are offered to idols?" ^^ and, throu<rli thy knowledge, shall tlie 
weak brother perish, for whom Chiist diedr*' liut. thougji it is to b<: 
lamented that the different congregations cannot be supplied with regu 
lar services on every Sunday, vet is every family provided w ith the 
means of spending the vacant ctay profitably and to edification at home, 
in the Liturgy, Scriptures, and standard writers of the (!hurch; so that 
every member of the family may have this advantage, which some inusi 
be depri%'ed of if they have "any ilistance to travel to the place of iiieeiinir. 

As this want of conformity, therefore, to principle and order a- 
Churchmen, is not defended liv anv nere^i^itv. is well provided again ♦^ 
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111 tlio use of (he Liturgy, Si-iiptures, and siandard writers, and haft M 
evUl(*iit teudiMicy to rolurd, rather than to promote the advancement of 
the i'liurch, 1 trust that you, my lay brethren, will take in good part 
i]\p aduLonition now i;iven« anil, by future steadfastness, shew that you 
arc miMubi'rs of t'.ie Church rather from principle than from mere choice 
and convontunce; and that, as your aflection, understanding, and inter- 
ests, are all on the side of tlie Church, so will your conduct declare it. 
liy continuing steadfast in the A})ostles^ dlSctrine and fellowship, and 
in hrcakini; of bread ami of pray era. 

A third and mo.'ft important means for the advancement of the Church, 
(-xc'lu^>lvely in the |H)«.ver of the laity, is found in the education of the 
risiii'j!: ii;enoration. 

)Sut a littk' uhilo, my clerical and lay brethren, and the place tliat 
now knows us will know us no more. \Viio,then, is to succeed to that 
blessed ho])e, throu<^h tlie power of which we contemplate this awful 
!uin;5e without dismay, it not with desire? Surely it is bound upon 
■'\ery fatlier, upon every mother, upon every Christian who himself re- 
Joicc'^ in hope of the glory of God, to do what in him lies, to perpetuate 
i!.;it foundation on whicli this hope is built. 

To cducatioiu tlien, we must look, not only f(»r the future advancc- 
nuMii, but for the verv being of the Church, if reli<:ion is not instilled 
in purlv Itfis if it he";in not in our families, and continue not to be care- 
fulh' cultivated throughout the whole period of juvenile instruction, we 
iliall in vain look lor its prevalence in the world. Not tt» detain you 
on what is so evident, what you are so solemnly pledged to in the iJap- 
lisiiial covenant, I will mention what I consider as injurious and incon- 
si:-.lei;t, in the ijcrformance <if this dutv. 

First — The neglect of early catechetical instruction; that is, preparin«5 
vour cliildren for public examinaticm on the Catechism, in the Cliurcl.. 
i»y the clergyiiKin. This, my own experience tells me, is sadly neglected 
ill ninny places: atid thu.-* i.-. lost the most favorable time to' lay a fctn-A 
i\t\iiu\:n'u)i\. and to imnlniit tliose sound and sa\ing principles, wjiich 
•,row wiih their grov. tli, Mid sircngthen with their strength. 

Socondh— An alanniiiu: carelessness :is to the religions tenets ui 
'.w-i» t.» vtlioia .!'.:it part of the education of our chibiriMi is connnitiecl, 
V. !iich has to he lomplftecl at a distance from tlie parents and guardians 
< I" Mi'.itii. That ll.is also is a negligence which calls loudly for a renie- 
<i .. iirs.-l be mcjst evident. That it betrays ai; indillerence. a deadnt's?! 
jn rtHi-losu a wan; «:f serioua heartfelt impression of its awful realiiies, 
:s to iiic ilio most distresiing symptom. And it is my duty, my bre- 
»;u\!i, to direct my attention rather to those things Whicli mark t!ic 
•en'M-al than tlie particular indications of religious impression among 
liie n^cmbers of the Church.

from me to the lay members of the Church. I pretend not to insinuate 
that the general a^dtantages of education may not thu:^ be olitaiued; nor 
yet do I say that any system of proselyting is in these schools carried 
on. But this I say, wfthout the slightest fear of contradiction, that 
either there is no attention paid to religious instruction at all, or, it 
raftakes of the character of that which is professed by the teachers. 
To you in pai*ticular, my Episcopal brethren, I am bound to press this 
mibject, as of the last importance to the well-being of the Church; and 
to warn you, tliat, however careful you may be in laying the founda- 
tion, in mfiincy, if you afterwards commit tliem to those who are the 
enemies of yobr faith, the most you can hope for is, that it will not be 
pulled down. You cannot reasonably expect that it will be built up, 
as YOU would have it to be, if sincere in your own profession. 

To your serious consideration, then, my bretliren of the clergy and 
laity, I commit these remarks, trusting that their deep importance to 
our general and particular well-being, as a religious body, will gain 
them that attention which they deser\'e. And, wishing you a safe re- 
turti to your respective places of abode, I beg you to take with you tlic 
assurance of the deep interest I feci in your prosperity and happiness 
individually, and of the prosperity and increase of tiic Church ovcv 
which I oni called to watcli. r

Cour6e of Ecclesiastical Studies^ established by the House of Bishops j 
in the Convention of 1804, in pursuance of a Resotution of the pre- 
ceding General Convention. 

In attending to this subject a considerable difficulty occurs, arising 
-out if the dinerence of the circumstances of students, in regard not 
0d1j to intdilfctual endowments and preparatory knowledge of langua- 
ges and sci^Rb, but ta^ccess to authors, and ume to be devoted to a 
preparation for the ministr;^. For, in accommodating to those whose 
means are slender, we u'e in danger of derogating from the importance 
of relisious knowledgi^ while, on the otiier nand, althou^ we should 
demand j^i that is desirable, we shall be obliged to content ourselves, 
in some cases, with what is barely necessary. 

In f;onsidcration of the above, it will be expedient to set down such 
a course of study as is accommodated to a mouerate portion of time and 
means; and afterwards to suggest provision, as well for a more limited 
as for a more enlarged share of botn. 

Let'the Student be required to begin with some books inproof of Uie 
divine authority of Christianity | such as Grotius on the Truth of the 
Christian Religion; Jenkins oii the FeasonMeness of Christianity; Pa- 
ley *s Evidences^ Leslie^s Methods with the Jews and Deists; Stilling- 
' fleet's Onginea Saerae; and Butler's Jintdogy. To the above should 
be added, some b*oks which give a knowledge of the objections made 
by Deists. For this, Leland's View may be sufficient; except that it 
sUotJn be followed by answers to deistical writers since Lclaiid, whose 
works and the answers to them may be supposed known to the student. 
It would be best, if circumstances permit, that he should read what the 
Deists tliemsclves have written. 

After the books in proof of revelation, let the student, previously to 
reading any system of Divinity, study the Scriptures^ with the help of 
some ap|Ht>ved Commentators'^; such as Patrick and Lowth on the Old 
festameni; and Hammond, or Whllby, or Doddridge, on the New; 
l)ein;j aware* in regard to the last mentioned author, of the points on 
which he dificrs from our Church, although it be with moderation and 
candoi^ During such his study of the Scriptures, let him read some 
M'ork or works which give an account of the design of the different 
books, and the grounds on which tlteir respective authority is asserted; 
for instance. Father Simon's Canon of Scripture^ Collier's Sacred Inter- 
pt-eter, Gray's Kei/ to the Old Testament, and Percy's Key to the A^ew. 
Jjet tlic student read the Scriptures over and over, referring to his com- 
mentators as need may require, until he can give an account of the de- 
bin;n and character of each book, and explain me more difficult passages 
of it. He is supposed to know cnouj^h of Profane History to give an 
account of that also, wherever it mixes with the Sacred, There are 
certain important subjects which may be profitably attended to, as mat- 
ters of distinct study, during the coui-se of the general study of Scrips 



lure. For instance: the student having proceeded as far as the deluge, 
may read some author who gives a larger account than the commenlA- • 
tors, of the particulars attached to that crisis, and also of the princiflM 
on which are founded the different systems of Chronology; all w&ch 
will be found clearly done in the Universal History. In reading the 
book of Leviticus, it will be useful to attend to some connected scheme 
of the sacrifices, such as is exhibited by Bishop Kidder in his Iniroduc' 
Hon to the Pentateuch^ and by Mr. Joseph Mede in some of his Dis- 
courses. A more full and interesting interpretation of the Prophecies 
than can be expected from the commentators, will be desirable, and for 
this purpose let Bishop Newton's Work be taken. Between the study 
of the Old Testament and that of the New, should be read Prideaux-a 
and Shuckford^s Connections, AVith the New Testament should be 
taken some book relating to the Hartnony of the Gospels, as McKni^t's 
or Bishop Newcome's. liet tlie student, before enteriujMn the Oro«- 
pels, react Dr. Campbeirs Introductory Dissertations. Toi^ras the close 
of the Gospels, tlic subject of the resurrection should be particularly 
attended to; for wliich pumose let there be taken either Mr. West on 
the subject, or Bishop Snerlock^s TMal of the f^iinesses. 

After tlie study of the Scriptures, let attention be given to Ecchsias- 
Heal History, so far as the Council of Nice. This period is distinctly 
taken, from a desire that the portion of history preceding it, as well as 
the opinions then entertaincil, may be learned from original writers; 
which may be considered as one of the best expedients for guarding the 
student against many errors of modem times. The writers of that inter- 
val arc not numerous or bulky. Eusebius is soon read through, and so 
are the Apostolic Fathers. iKven the other writers are not volumi- 
riuus, except Origen, the gi'cater part of whose works may be passed 
over. The AposUilic Fathers may be l)estread in Cotolerius^s edition; 
but there are translations of most of them by Arclibishop Wake, and 
the Rev. \Vm. Reevc8. Cave'* Litres of the n^postles and Fathers may 
be profitably read at this period. 

This stage of the student's progiess seems the most pn>per for the 
f*tudy of the two ciucstions, of our Lord's Divinityt and of Episcopacy. 
T)ie aspect of early works on these subjects best enables us to ascertam 
ill what shape they appeared to their respective writers. And it is dif- 
ficult to suppose, on tlie ground uf wliat we know of human nature, 
that, <luring the three first centuries, either the character of Christ 
should have been conceived of as materially difTereiit from what had 
been the representation of it by the first teachers of our religion, or that 
there shoukl luive been a material change of Church Government, with- 
out opposition to the innovation. For the former question, let the 
works of Bishop Bull and the Rev. Charles Leslie be taken, to which 
may well bo adde<l the late controversy between Bishop Ilorsley and 
l)r^ Priestley; and for the lattery Mr. Hooker's Erclentastical Polity^ 
Archbishop Potter on rAi/rc/i G'orfmme/i^ and Danberry's Guide to 
the Church. As tlie Lord Chancellor King published a book on the 
di:tcipline of the primitive Church, in whicirhe has rested Episcopacy ' 
on irisufllcicnt grounds, unwarily adinitte<l by many on his authority, 
let the student read his book, and the refutation of it in Mr. Slater's 
original draft of the primitive Church. 

After this let the student go on with the History of the fourth century, 
from Mosheim. But it will be of advantage to hiiu to turn to Fleury's 
History for the Epitomes tliere given of the writings pf the eminent 
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\Q»a who abounded in that centery and pari of the next. Let him then 
-reilrh to Mosheim, and go on with that writer to the Bcforuutlion. Here 
let flpi ]iau8e, and 8tudT% as the main hinges of Popery^ its pretences 
to smremacv and infaUmlity; on which there will be found satisfactory 
mAtter in Mr. Chillingworth's Bellgion of Protesfmits a safe toau to 
JiiKhaiionj and Dr. Barrow> TreaUae of the Pope's Supremacy. Here 
alW^ let there be read Father Paul's History of the Council of TVcn/. 
Then llrt the student resume >fosheim. But it will be best, if, for a 




peculiar prejudices. On coming, in the reign of Elizabeth, to the ques- 
tions which arose between the Divines of tlie Established Church and 
the Pmbyieriana^ then known by the name of Puritans^ let recourse 
be attain haiM|^:Mr. Hooker's work, and to tlie London cases* Then 
let Mosheim Be proceeded with to tiie end. 

After these studies, and not before, let Divinity be read, in a sys- 
/ano/S'inethod. Bishop Pearson's Exposition of the Creed may be con- 
sidered BM a small system, and, on account of the excellence of the 
work, ia ncommended; as, also, Bishop Burnet's Exposition of the 
TKriu^ime Atides, Then let a larger system be taken, suppos<» 
Stac&ous^M Body qfJHnimlifj with the admtion of the following mo- 
dem works: Elements of Christian Theology^ by the present Bishop of 
Lincoln, and the Sehofar JSrmed, That many works of this sort are 
not mentiened, is because we tliink tlieir utility ia principally confined 
to iuTBilgenient, and suppose that the knowledge they convey is to be 
olitainccf from the Scriptures and judicious commentators. 

It seems necessary to this course of study, to recommend the Scr- 
fiums of some of the most distinj^ished preachers, who have so abound- 
ed in the 4rhurch of England tor some ages past, that the only matter 
will be, from among many oi great name, to select a convenient num- 
ber. And for this purpose we refer to the list at the end. 

Tt#imi gril unnecessary to require attention to the History of the 
Cdmmon Pretytr^ the grounds on which the different services are con- 
fltnicted, and the meaning of tho Rubrics. Perhaps a careful stndy of 
Dr. WheitleT on the Comvwn Prayer, and the late work of Mr. Reeves, 
will be saiBcient.

I dnuht not. with such a reverend impressiunof their impor- 
tance, such a deep svn^ft <>f their personal responsibility, and such 
a firm dependence on divina direction, as shall ensure n hiippy and 
prvtfi able issue to its laboiii's. in the continuance of the divine bless- _ 
ing upon the esertiitns put forth far ttM wlvancement of the Be- 
deemer*!! kingdom, in this purtion of the Lard'a vineyard. 

Full of this hope, my reverend and lay brethren, I bow pn>ece4 
to lay befure yon the state of the Chorch in this dioceM, u pre- 
sented to my observation, In my visits to tbe ditTerent coMKga- 
tiuns of which it is composed, during tite past eonventiena yMr. ' 

The intended course of my episcopal visits for the previous ytw, 
having been interrupted by sickness, ut nuntioned lA my widreas 
to the last Convention, my first object, after the adjoumneat of 
the Convention which met in Washington, was to an|iplythh deft- 
ciency. On the stith April, accordingly I Usti Wasbin^^nfiirBden- 
4on, accompanied by the Rev. Mr. Avery, and the Rev. Mr. titt- 
son. In passing through the town of Plymouth, tbe applifatlon oC 
some ut the inhabitants of the place, was complied witb,«nd iH- 
vine service was performed, and a semon preached in the ctiarU 
hiMisei. by candle light, to a respectable and attentive congregatioK 

On the next day, opportunity was taken to pay a visit to Mwt, 
Petti^rew, the aged widow of the Rev. Mr. Pettigrew, fbmterljr 
Bishop elect of this diocese. To this I was prompted, vt well ijf 



my own feelings, as by the respect ronreived to be <hie lioiii iL\: 
diocese at large, to tlie relict of one who was Ibonftht \ ortby to 
preside over the interests of (his branch of the Church of t hiist^ 
and which I felt perfectly sure it would be pleased to manifest 
tiirougli its preiient representative* To tlii.s venerable lady, the at- 
tention thus shown was most grateful, and none the less so from 
being altogether unlocked for, while to myself it was moi*e than 
gratifying; because, to the satisfaction arising from the perform^ 
ance of what is believed to l>e a duty, was added the assurance^ 
tliat the Church has yet many friends remaining in that immediate 
iieighb«iurhood, who want only the opportunity to iTTurn again to 
those services in which they were raised, but of which they have 
long been deprived. They have a neat little Church, in perfect re- 
pair, built by Mr. Pettigi-ew, in which the Methodists occasional- 
ly ofllriate, and on whoso ministrations the members of tlie Church 
an* rompelled by necessity to attend. On the next day I took leava 
of Mrs. IVttigrew, and arrived in Edentcm in the afternoon. 

On t|ie 29th, divine service was performed in the afternoon in 
8t. PaftPs Church, Edenton, by the Rev. Mr. Pierson, and asei*^ 
mon preached by myself. On the SOtli, the usual services were per- 
formed in the foi*en9on. after which I preached and confirmed five 
persons. Sunday, May the 1st, moi-ning prayer was read by the 
Rev. Mr. Pierson, aft^sr which I preached and administered the 
holy communion. In the afternoon the usual services, with a ser- 
mon by myself, were afforded to the congregation, which was both 
numenius and attentive. 

On the 2d May, I left Edenton for Elizabeth City, accompani- 
ed by the Rev. Mr. Avery, and the Rev. Mr. Pierson. On the Sd, 
divine service was performed in tlie court-house in the forenoon, 
after which I confirmed nine pei*sons, preached and administered 
the communion to ten communicants. In the evening the service 
was repeated, with a sermon by myself. On the 4th, returned to 
Edenton, and on the way performed divine service, and preached 
to a small congregation in Ilertfonl. 

May the 5tli, left Edenton in company with tlie Rev. Mr. Pier- 
son, for Bath. 

May 8th, divine service was performed in the forenoon, at Bath, 
by the Rev. Mr. Pierson, after which I administered tlie rite of 
confirmation to twenty-six pe4*sons, jn'eached a sermon and admi- 
nistered the holy communion. During the whole of the services, 
I was much gratified with the orderly deportment of a large con- 
gregation, and with the devout and deep interest manifested by the 
members of tlie Church in all that pertains to her order and wor- 
ship. 

On the next day, the 9th. proceeded to Zion Chapel. Fourteen 

Crsons were confirmed, and a sermon pi*eached by myself to a 
rge and attintive congregation. In the evening wxnt on to Wmh- 
?ngton« 



May lOth, in 8t Peter's Chorch, Wadiii^ctMi, ttmiiiirjiriytr 
Was read by the Rev. Mr. Pierson. Five persofm were cotiffrBed, 
and a aermon preached by mjsrir. In the evening service was uain 
performed by Mr. Pierson, and a sermota preached by myadfT 

May 11th, proceeded to Trinity ChapeK whrrr, after ^^^*»s 
service, I conftrmed twelve persons, preached, and adminMered 
the holy comoianion. In the evening retamed to Wnshington. 

Maj I2th, left Washington for Raleighp by way of Greenville 
and Tarborough, at both of which places appointments had been 
made. In the evening of the 12th, preached in Greenville to a small 
congregation, composed chiefly of the residents of the villagey bat 
few EpiHcopalian.s and those few nearly strangers to their own 
services from long disuse. There Is, however, a spirit abiding with 
them, which may yet cause this rrmnant again to take root and 
flourish, and become mighty, in showing forth the praises of their 
God and Sanour. 

May Idth. proceeded to Tarborough, and on the evening of the 
14th, performed divine service, and pi^eached to an attentive col- 
lection of people. 

Sunday. May 15th, performed divine sen'ire. and preached boA 
forenoon and afternoon to a large and attentive congregation. The 
prospects of the Charch in this place, are dark and distant. 

May 16th, left Tarborough for Raleigh, where I arrived on the 
irth. 

May the 30th. having remained with my parishioners in Raleigh 
two Sunflays, I sot out once more to visit the congn*gations in 
Wilmington and Fayetteville, and arrived in Wilmington on June 
the tst 

June !2d, in the evening performed divine service, and preached 
to an attentive rongregatiun. 

June 5d, the intended services for the evening of this day were 
prevented by a ino^^i violent stnnn of uind and rain. 

June 4th, in the evening performed divine service, and preached 
to a small but engaged congi*egation: the effects of the storm and 
tlie dampness of the night causing many to remain at home. 

Sunday. June 5th. morning prayer was offered by the Rev. Mr. 
Empie and a full congre;;;ation: after which 1 confirmed three per- 
son<. and administered the holy communion to upwards of eighty 
communicants. 

Suntla\ evening divine service was performed by myself, and a 

serni'm preached. 

June 7lh, lcf\ Wilmington for Fayetteville, and anived the same 
day. 

June 9th, evening service was performed by the Rev. H. Mt 
Mason: after w hich I preached to an attentive audience. 

June lotli, evening service by the Rev. Mr. Mason, and a ser-

June nth, etafnineil the candidateti for confirmation, at the re- 
qnest of Mr. Mason; and after divine service by him in the even- 
ing, baptized one adult, confirmed six persons, and preached to a 
mmierous congregation. 

Sunday^ June 12th, morning prayer was read by the Rev. Mr» 
B. Mason; after which I preached and administered tlie holy com-* 
Bunion. 

In the afternoon, the service was performed by the Rev. Mr. 
Mason; after which I baptized three infants^ and preached. 

Jnne 14th, I returned to Raleigh. 

As this concludes the tour of duty which ought to have been per* 
farmed during the piHsvious year, hut was interrupted by an attack 
of sickness^ I think it right to notice it, that it may be referred to 
Its proper place, in that estimate of the advancement of the Church 
which this Convention will feel itself bound to inquire into. In thii 
inquiry it will not escape their notice, of what imiiortance it is to 
the cause we have in iianil, that the Convention should not become 
stationary, but be transferred from place to place, according as it 
shall best subserve the general interests of the diocese. Of the pro- 
priety of this pniceeiling there can be no question, and all doubt of 
its advantage must he done away, by those proofs of the powerful 
and lasting effects which have been produced in favour of the Churck 
by the meeting of the Convention in Washington last year; effects 
Which are yet operating, and through the zeal and diligence of the 
clergyman entrusted with that particular charge, will continue to 
operate and to spread beyond the calculations even of the most 
sanguine friends of the Church. 

On the 17th of August I commenced my course of visits to the 
differant congregations for tlie present conventional }ear, and pro^ 
ceeded to Williamsborongh. in Granville county; where, being met 
by the Rev. Mr. Brainerd, the pastor of St John's Church in that 
place, divine service was performed on the dOtli by him, and a ser- 
mon preached by myself. 

Sunday, the 21st. morning prayer was ofiei*cd up by the Rey. 
Mr. Brainerd, after which I preached and administered the holy 
communion. In the afternoon the usual service was performed^ 
with a sermon, as in the morning. On both the riavs the weather 
was yery unfavourable, so that the services wei'e tliinly attended. 
The interests of the Church, however, there is good ground to be* 
lieve, are improving. Since the Convention which was held there 
in 1824, the attention of many has be(*n awakened to the subject of 
religion generally, and to the doctrines of the Church in particular; 
and notwithstanding the power of prejudice, the influence of a pre- 
occupied population, and tlie exertions put forth to withstand it, the 
troth is gradually prevailing. 

My next appointment being in Warrenton on the 27th, I repair- 
ed to tli«t (lace, aad aided by the Rev. Miv Bndoerd, who has the 
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charge aise of the Church tliere, the usual sei*vice9.were pcrfonftx 
ed un Siiturday foiTnoon» and a sermon preached to a Rmall but 
atientive congregation. 

Sunday, S8th, morning prayer ^as offnred up to Almighty God 
by the Rev. Mr. Brainerd and a lai-ge congregation; after wbirh 
I preached and administered the holy communion. In the aftemoon 
the HcrvircH ^cre resumed to a yet numerous body of hearers and 
\vorship|n*rs, and a sermon preached by myself. 

In tills place also, there is encouraging evidence of religious in» 
provement. and of increasing interest felt for the advancement of 
the CIiuitIi. For a long time the ark was upheld by a few hands^ 
but they were firm and faithful: and though they are yetcomparai* 
tively but a sinall number, it hath pleased Grod to add unto them; 
and as he hath begun the good work, we have the surest ground to 
believe that he will carry it on. Fnim Warrenton I returned to 
Raleigh, and rejiuuied my duties to the Church there. 

Having rccei\ed information fi*oro the Rev. Mr. Brainerd that 
the members and vestry of St. John's Church, Willianisboroughy 
were desinuis that it should be regularly consecrated as an Epij«- 
copal Church; and having also rcTcivcd the requisite testimoniab 
from the standing committee of this diocese, in favourof Mr. Jama 
H. Otey, a candidate for deacon's orders, and of the Rev. C. C 
Brainerd, a candidate for priest's orders, I availed myself of the 
seascm, when several of the clergymen from tlie lower country 
were returning to their respective cures, and appointed the iGthof 
October for the peif ormance of those sacred duties. 

On Saturday, tlie I5tl«, accordingly I was met in Williamsboi' 
rough by the Rev. Mr. Green and the Rev. Mr, Brainerd; and 
after morning prayer by the Rev. Mr. Green., I confirmed tao 
persons, and preached. 

Sunday, October iGth, being the day appointed for the conse- 
cration of St John's Church. Willianisborough, and the necessary 
deeds being previously executed, that service was jierformed. Affer 
the second lesson I confirmed one pcrs<m. Public prayer being end- 
ed, a sermon was pi*eaclied by the Rev. Mr. Green; after which 
I admitted Mr. Jame.s H. Otey, a candidate in this diocese, into 
the holy order of deacons, and the Rev. Cai*olus C. Brainerd, a 
deacon, into the holy order of priests, the Rev. Messrs. Mason, 
Green and Pierson assisting by imposition of hands; and then 
proceeded to administer the holy communion. 

In the e\ening, divine service was performed by the Rev. Mr. 
Pierson, and a sermon preached by myself. Monday the irtli, wx 
took leave of each other, and of the hospitable inhabitants of Wil- 
liamsborough, and set out for our respective destinations. 

My attention was next dii*ecled to the churches in the western 
section of this diocese. On the 2d November, accordingly, I left 
Raleigh for Miltoui and passing through Hillsborough, where I 



prrtorinod clivino servrcc and j)rcaclic(l on tho eveiiintj of the oii, 
arrived thrre on the ^th. 

On the 5th November, I performed divine serviceyand preached 
in the forenoon^ and in the evening. Likewise on Sunday the Gth, 
the services were performed twice; and in the forenoon, after tlie 
8d lesson, I baptized one infant 

The situation of this little congregation is very precarious, and 
has recently been rendered more so, by the diversion of a part of 
their means into an opposite direction. 

On the 7th, I left Milton for Salisbury, where I arrived on the 
10th, in time to attend a meeting of the vestry of St Luke/s Church, 
convened to ascertain the ability and inclination of the congrega- 
tion to employ a clergyman. For some years past this congrega- 
tion, together with that of Christ's Church, Rowan, linve been alto- 
gether defiendant on occasional and uncertain service?*, the injuri- 
•us consc(|uences of which were beginning to he very visible. As, 
however, there could be no doubt of their joint ability to maintain 
a clergyman, and it was hoped the inclination was not wanting, 
my main object was, to bring them to act with union and effect for 
tliia ao essential a purpose. Having ascertained that St Luke's 
Church was prepared to do their part, 1 left SaliKhiiry for Christ's 
Church, where my appointments had previously been made, for the 
ISth and Idth days of the month; and having been joined by the 
Rev. Mr. Wright, divine service was performed by him, on tlie 
morning of the 12th; after the 2d lesson I baptizeil two children, 
and after service confirmed thirteen persons; I tlien preached a ser- 
mon, and afterwards baptiseil another infant* 

After the services of the day were over, the vestry were convene 
e<l, and readily came to the resolution to unite with St. Luke's 
Church, Salisbury, in culling and supporting a clergyman, and 
appointed a committee to arrange and conclude ail necessary pro- 
ceedings with tlie vestry of St Luke's. 

Sunday, Sov. Idth, attended at Christ's Chuirh for the duties 
of the day, and was there met by the Rev. Mr. Miller, from Burke 
county. I here preached, and administered tiic holy communion 
to fifty six white, and tlirec coloured communicants. 

My next appointment being in Wadesborough, my course was 
directed thither through Salisbury, where 1 arrived on the i6ti^ 
attended by the Rev. Mr. Wrightl 

On the irtli, evening service was performed by Mr. Wright;^ 
and a sermon pi-eachcd by myself. 

On the t9th, I baptized one infant, and afterwards preached ^ 
sermon to a very attentive little congregation. In tha evening the 
services were resumed, and a sermon preacjied to a larger and 
equally attentive congregation. 

Sunday, November 20th, after morning prayer by the Rev. Mr. 

'I conArmed two white, and one coloni*edj {lersons, preacl^ 
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0d and administered the holy commnuioii to aistaen camnnuiicaatib 
In the evening the congiTgation was again ouiYened for diviM wrf 
vice, after >» hirh 1 prraclieil and catecldsed the children. 

On the 24th, I returned to Salisbury, and ta ny very great sat 
tisfaction fotintl every thing properly arranged betwixt the ves» 
tries of Chriflt's Church and St Luke's, and a call given to thi 
Sev. Mr. Wright- who readily accepted it 

Nov. fi6th, morning prayers wero read by the Rev. Mr. Wright 
during which I baptized one infant and afterwards preached to s 
small congregation of attentive people. 

Sunday, the 27 th. I baptized two infants, after the service I con* 
firmed one person, preached, and administered the holy conumuh 
ion to ten communicants. 

In the evening divine service was performed by Mr. Wright^ 
and a sermon preached by myself In tlie court-house, being mon 
convenient to the inliabitants generally than the Church, which is 
situated at the extreme end nf the town. 

During my visit to this place, an interference in appointnents 
took place, which gave mc the opportunity to press upon tlie mem* 
bers of the ChuiTh the necessity, as well as the propriety, of pro* 
viding a plnce of worship for themselves. And though the prraent 
building Oas been erected almost entirely at the ex|iense of Epiik 
ropalians, yet as tlie ground was originally given for what is call- 
ed a Free Church, and each denominatiim has an equal right ti 
the use of it» 1 rcconimonded to surrender it altogether, to submit 
to the loss, should the other denominations rerusc a reasonable re- 
inbursement, and rent some convenient place for present use, until 
they could jinivide the means of erecting a suitable building for 
themselves: and I have n^asun to believe that this, or such oilier 
course as will pitvent all collision, will be pursued. 

My next appointment boing at St. Judc's, in tlje county nf 
Orange, I tfN>k leave of the Rev. Mr. Wiight and the bretliren ii 
Salisbury and its neighborhood, and reached Mr. James Davis's 
on the 2d December. 

On the Sii. met at St. Jude*s. but owing to the wetness and cold- 
ness of the day, only ten people attended. With these, however, I 
engaged in tlie worship of God, and preached in the school-house 
adjoining, which affiii'ded the accomminlation of a good fire, 

Sunday, Dec. 4tli, attended at St. Jude's again, performed di> 
vine service and preached to a full houHc; but few of the iiet^Si 
however, have any knowledge of. or feel anyJnterest in the Churck 
From hence I returned through Hillsborough to Raleigh, where I 
arrived on the 7tb. 

My attention was next directed to the Churches in Fayettevilla 
and Wilmington. And as tlie congregation in Uie fonner place had 
been dependent on occasional visits from myself and otbei*s of tbt 
4dergy for the administration of the bighes ordinaocea of religion, far 
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^ra jcai% occasion was taken to remeily tliis inconvenienctff, 
ing their pastor, the Rev, Henry M. Mason, deacon, who 
arrived to the proper age, to the onler of priests, flaving,

A congregation having been organized at Elisabeth City* by 
the exertions of the Rev. Mr. Avery, my attention was next calM^ 
to that plaroy which I reached on FriJay evening, and on Saturday- ' 
morning, after divine ser\ ire by the Rev. Mr. Avery* during which 
I baptized one infant. 1 confirmed seven persons, and preaclied. In 
the evening these services were repeated in the court-house to ve- 
ry res|)ectahle congregations. 

Sunday, the 23d, morning prayer was offered up by the Aev, 
Mr. Avery, and devoutly joined in by the members of the Cbiirch« 
after which 1 preached to a full house, and administered the holy 
communion to 9 communicants. In the evening prayers were again 
read by Mr. Avery, and a sermon preached by myself. 

Here also, my brethren, we have cause of mutual congratnlatisB 
and thankfulness. The Church organized in this place is respe& 
table both fur its numbers and the earnestness with which they are 
eagaged to promote the Refieemer*s kiiigilom. Funds are proiidcd 
amply sufficient for the erection of a suitable place of woiNhip. and 
thev are provided with a clergyman, in tiie re>^rnt onlination of 
Mr. Wtlcy to to the ministry, under whose lahour<4. 1 tni^ they 
will not only be esitablished, but by the blessing of Gou, iiicr^sed 
and extended. ^^ 

On >ny n^turn to Edentnn the next day, the request of si^Plkf 
the itih ibitants of lIertl'oi*d was complied with, and iii\iiie MM*vice 
performed, and a sermon preached to a psetty nuwicruua assembly 
in the Baptist meeting-house.

Grreen, remaining to be visited, I left Raleigh on the 12tb 
May on that duty; and on Saturday, the ISth. ])ertbrmed divine 
asf^oe and preached in the building lately erected by Duncan Ca- 
meron, esq, in the vicinity of his own residence, as a place of pub- 
\ Ir wi»rsli)dM(rjie house is yet unfinished, but will in due time, be 
suitiiiilyaj^rndq^ated for its appropriate uses, and will be both a 
liandsome'^lM commodious building, affordingto tlie neighborhood 
means and opportunity for religious services, of nhich they were 
much in want. 

'On Siq||day, the 14th, I officiated at St. Mary's Chapel, confirm* 
nfl fini^ persons, and preached to a full C(>ngi«egatiou. In the even- 
inflfi the services were performed in Hillsborough* in the Female 
Academy in tha|t place. ' 
Having thus completed the visitation of the diocese, it remains^ 
1 1 lay before this Convention such other information as is ne^ 
ary to give a corivct view of the state of the diocese, and to 
le it ta adopt such measures as shall best pi*omote those great 
which ai'f committed to the wisdom and discretion of this 
body. ^ 

Two changes have taken place in the former location of the cler- 
gy.

In the performance of my episcopal duties since the lasVIKren- 
tioiif I have travelled 2£18 miles« preached ninety times, and (in* 
eluding those during the convention) confirmed 191 persons. 

Havrng thus laid before you, my i-everend and lay brethren, 
those details which my duty requires, I trust it will not be consi- 
dered improper on my part, to request your particular attention to 
the finaiicial concerns of the diocese. The period is not distant, if 
indeed It is not already come, when the increasing labours of the 
episcopate cannot be performed within tlie six months allotted to 
them; neither cannot it be far distant, when the congregation which 
aifreeent employs and compensates half my time, will feel, beyond 
miring much longer, the unprofitable nature of those broken and 
divided services which my almost exclusive occupation with the 
aflairs of the diocese compel me to render to tliem. They have 
hitherto borne with great patience, the nearly entire privation of 
all otiier services from me beyond tlie public services of the Sab- 
bath. But they ought not to be required to continue under so very 
great a spurrifice of the most profitable part of ministerial duty. 
With anotlierjrear the last instalment of the subscription to the 
episcopal funn will be on demand, and tlie unexpended surplus only 
will be available as a permanent fund. Under these circumstances, 
and the failure in a gn^at degree of the plan adopted at the last 
convention, it appears prudent at least, if not absolutely necessary, 
that the present convention should meet the emergency with such 
jiroapective measures as may, in a reasonable time, release the 
Dishop from parochial charge, and enable him to give his undivi- 
'(led attention to the diocese. 

. Committing, then, to your most serious and aflectionate consi- 
deration, the various interests which you are met to forward, I 
commend you to the guidance of that gracious Spirit from whom 
all good counsels do proceed, and to the protection of tliat ever 
merciful God and Saviour whose blessing alone can give a proflt- 
ahle Issue ro your consultations, and who has promised to be witti 
hia Church even to the end of the world.

The committee on the state of the Church, have little more to do 
fhan to refer their bi-ethren of this Convention, and the diocese, to 
the Journal of our Bishop, and the satisfactory Parochial RepoHs 
of other ministers. Fi*om these, it appears that the labours of the 
clergy have been greatly blessed during the past Conventional 
year. Many have |»een gathered into the fold, believers have been 
confirmed and strengthened in the faitli, and the work of God is 
still in progress.

Resolved, That the treasurer of the Convention, ds^ 
from time to time, invest in bank stock, all monies in tlie treasury 
not needed for a special purpose. 

On motion. Resolved^ That the board of managers of tlie Mis- 
sionary Society be requested to report to this Convention the ope- 
rations, condition and prospects of the same. 

The report of the' select committee was called for and preaentel 
as follows: 

REPORT. 

The select committee to whom was referred so much of the Bi- 
shop's Journal as relates to the episcopate fund, and to whom was 
also referred the treasurer's account^ Im^ leavip.tp report

The committee, sensible of the great interest the Church has Tn 
the increase of the fund for the support of the episcopate, have g|. 
Ten due attention to its present state. By an account marked A,* 
and herewith submitted, it appears that there has been a gain to 
the fund, after paying ail expenses, of 452 dollars since last Tonfc 
mention; and that after deducting 195 dollars for the subscriptions 
of insolvents, and llO dollars subscribed by the clergy, f'which 
last deduction the committee beg leave to recommend,) there still 
remains a nett gain from last Convention of 147 dollars. The com- 
mittee also recommend that the contributions from the several con- 
gregations be increased according to an estimate herewith submit- 
ted, marked B.-|- It is reasonable to eaqiect that the payments will 
not be made according to the estimate, and it is, therefore, neces- 
sary to provide for any expected deficiency by raising the estimate 
above the true amount required. This is accordingly done in the 
estimate submitted; the amount of the contribution being 890 dol- 
lars, and the salary of the Bishop 750 dollars. If there be more 
than 750 dollars contributed, there will be no inconvenience, as the 
treasurer may be authorized by a resolution to vest all surplus 
money, at any time in the treasury, in bank stock. 

The plan of last year, it is believed, was not fully understood 
by the congregations, and, therefore, most of the payments were 
deferred, in whole or in part to the present Convention: the dele- 
gates, and particularly the clergy, would serve the Church by im- 
pressing it on the several congregations that the payments ought to 
be made to the treasurer as eiu4y after June, 1826, as possible. 

The committee beg leave to observe, that there is a very lai^ 
amount due on the subscriptions of 1823, 1824 and 1825, and that 
of 1826 will he due immediately. The fund has sustained a great 
loss of interest by deferred payment, and they recommend that the 
present agent be requested to proceed to- collect the sums due, and 
which may fall due, without delay. 

The committee have made an eatimate of tlie contingent ex- 
penses for 1826—27, and a scheme for raising a fund to defraj 
them, marked C,:^ which is respectfully submitted. 

The committee have examined the treasurer's report, and find

IV ivn'nr-.uv to whom wa« referred an irquirv into the expe- 
diency of $0 ahering The sth article of the C9isti«i9D of rbe 
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Cburcli, as to provide against tho lay delfgates being rfqiiired to 
vote by congregations. n'|MM*t. that a majority of the committer are 
of opinion* that each lay deiegitte should be entitled t'» a vote tor 
himself, as it will by no means diminish the i-elativc weight of the 
clergy in the councils oF the Church, and will stimulate eacb 
Church to send a full ilcJrs^'ttion to the Convention; whereas* as 
the constitution stands, it is t(» the interest of a Church to Nond on- 
ly one^ though entitled to four delrgatc^ for that one can vote ef- 
fectually always, whrn the four may be divided and give no vote. 
Aesides, your committee are satisfied tliat it greatly retards the 
progress of business to be obliged to call over the rongregations 
by name, and a^k their vote on every que»tion, however unimpiir- 
tant. And your committee recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution. 

Benlvedf That the 8th article of the constitution be, and is here- 
by* repealed; and Resolved^ farther , That the following be adopted 
in its stead: *<In all matters which shall come before the Conven* 
tion, the clergy and laity sliall deliherate in one body, and in vot- 
ingi each meniher of the* Convention shall have one vote; but if^ in 
any case, it be required by two members, the orders shall vote se- 
perately, and a concurrence in such case shall be necessary to 
make a decision. 

The report of the board of managers of the Missionary Society 
Was then called for, when the following report was made. 

REPORT. 

In conformity witli the I'esolution of this Convention, the board 
of managers of the Missionary Society present the following re. 
port of its operations, condition and prospects, under their respec- 
tive heads. 

Its operations have been confined to the endeavours to obtain 
missionaries, which have hitherto been unsuccessful. By coires* 
pondence through their president, application was made for per. 
sons suitably qualified, to dii*ect their attention to this diocese; and 
information was given that remuneration, equivalent to forty dol- 
lars per month, the missionary providing for himself, would beas« 
sared. No application for employment has bitlierto been made, 
which could witli propriety be accepted. And it is believed, that 
auch is the progressive state of the Church, throughout the United 
States, that no strong ho|ie can be entertained, that help can bo 
obtained in this w*ay. The society, however, feel no disposition to 
relax their eflbrts to obtain missionariem but are rather inclined t« 
increase the remuneration hithc^rto offered, in the hope tliat higher 
inducement may attract more attention. The correspondence will 
be continued, and extended in every direction which can promise 
to be successful. The wants of all the dioceses, in this respect, are 
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nearly equal with our own; thero is, thereforey no rteaBon to expect 
that our want in this hclialf will attract such attention as to give 
the society much choice in the employment of missionaries. And 
as they are regulated by tiie principle, that it is better that its 
funds should i-cmain idle, tlian be expended in the employment of 
missionaries whose qualifications give no promise of efficacy; they 
trusty that this Convention, and the friends of the society, will Hee» 
in tfib adoption of this principle, increased grounds of confidence 
in the society, as rai-eful managers and disjiosers of tlieir charityt 
and be induced to continue that supiiort^ which will eventually reUr 
der their operations pi'ofitable. 

The condition of the society refers, it is presumed, to its peen- 
, niary concerns. These are comprised in the receipt and possession 
of disposable funds to the amount of about 935 dollars. 

These funds of the society are invented in public stock, and no 
difficulty, it is understood, will arise from this circumstance, in 
the immediate employment of missionaries, should such present 
themselves. 

The prospects of the society cannot very easily be detailed. It 
lives in hope, that this severe want will yet be met by efficient htl^ 
But its main dependence is rather of a remote character. It u 
founde^l on the scholarships in the general seminary, endowed bj 
the subscriptions of the members of the Church in this diocese, to 
that institution. As the Convention possesses the right of nomini- 
tion to these scholarships, they possess the control of the senirci 
of those benefited by them. These they may direct to this very ne- 
cessary and profitable end by a previous agreement, at once be- 
neficial to the individual and to the diocese. And the board cannot 
i*efrain the expression of its opinion, that this circumstance will 
tend to enlarge the patronage given to the General Theological 
Seminai'y by this diocese. 

That young men, from among our own population, will be rais- 
ed up to enter the ministry, we may reasonably expect: that to 
some of them the aid of the scholarship will be of importance, and 
that through this aid, the diocese will obtain a right to their ser- 
vices, as missionaries, or the regular remuneration for such ser^ 
vices, independent of the assistance given through the scholarship. 
To such men we may lof>k with confidence for zealous exertion an^ 
permanent usefulness; and this, in connexion with its intrinsic 
importance to the Chui*ch, will give to the general seminary. It is 
hoped, increased favour in the regards of the members of the 
Church in this dioceiie, and induce the wealthy of our communion 
to patronize and promote its interests, with the full weight of their 
power and influence.

The Rt <Rev. President then delivered an Episcopal charge 
which is herewith presented. 

CHARGE. 

lly breihren of the Clergy ind Laity« 

The imimrtant interests to which your attention has befen direct* 
ed during the session of this Convention, are calculated to engage 
the most earnest endeavours, that the counsels agreed upon for the 
advancement of the Churcli, and the kingdom of the Redeemer, 
shoald be successful. But to this end, it is not only necesssary that 
the measures directed by this body should be correct in principle, 
and required by the interests of the Church, but practically attain* 
able, also, by the reasonable ability of the members. That such is 
the character of the resolutions you have now come to, must be 
evident to all who cmsider the magnitude of the objects to be at- 
tained* witli the means which are at the reasonable disposal of the 
mrcsentativea of the Church. 

Fast experience, however, teaches us, that neither the necessity 
or the advantage of a particular measure, nor yet the ability to 
carry it into eflfect, are in themselves sufficient to ensure general 
oiM^ration. The Convention of the Church, though the proper re- 
presentative of the particular congregations comprising it, and in 
act a legislative body; yet, as it is clothed with no coercive pow.. 
er, it liable to find its best devised and best intended measures, pa* 
rallied, if not altogether defeated, by the negligence or indifference 
af its constitnents. 

That this every way indefensible^ and, if much luuger continu- 
ed^ wmX raiaoHS state of insabordinatioB to the fundamental prin* 
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- c^ of til remtlKrl; associated bmlicH. is. in aor pitrtit^tiUr csMk 
4- BT bratfaien, llir consi-quemc of inconttidrrktioR in some, and want 
of prqier inforinktioii in others, I am well ptrsuailrd. and am, 
tberefbre, iniluced to give my annual charge to tli« iliorrw ^ucii A i 
dinction as may tend to obviate this evil, li^ laying bororc tlu^ 
•Monhera of the Chuitli siicli a plain, yet ccrncUe view of the jMpu* 
fy nfttare nf our frame nf e^ele^tiastical government, as shall tend 
to inypun-iind Hemi-o the ready concurrence and cooperation of all 
oar UMMBlNrs In favour of the measurcH ngrectl ujion, eitlier far par- 
ticular or general guoili hy the i-egulai-ly elected representatives of 
tbepartlcnlur congrcgatioTis and of the diocese at large.

Mbb ^rtirular congivgation, and form. »k it wen, the le^iftlalin 
cotucil sf the parish or cungi-egation by which they are eletted. To 
fktnatries it appertains to direct and transact llic secular con- 
cvna of the cmigi-cg^iliori: to a8»te.s!ii and collect the pecuniary con- 
^nBtions i-e<|uired of the members; to appoint the delegates^ to tha '

To the cborGHr wardens it moN especially bfeloBga, to take can 
of the chui-ch buildings; of the cooniiinian plate, books and vtaU 
ment«; to provide the olementi for the ttoly communion, at tke comn 
Aion expense; to maintain order and decorum during public «ar> 
ship; and to regulate the neressary prnvimtMi for the poor of tha 
fiarish. It is their duty also, in tbe absence, or at the desiro of Un 
ninister. tn prfside according to seniority of appoiatmrat* at all , 
meetings of the vestry; to direct the entries to bo made by tbe ■«• 
cretary according to the determinaton of the Minority, to aign Hito 
proceedings of each meeting, and to certify all extracts tram tha 
record». particularly all certificates of delegation to tbe diooeaai- 
Conventions. 

From this brief view of tlie appointment and paiipaae of veatria^ 
it most be evident, I think, that M^vision is made for tbe adDunli? 
tration of parochial affairs upas toe ttost popalar nwdel conpaliU> 
with order and effect The vestry men baisg tbenuelVOB arfmbn* 
of the congregation, must be intimately acquainted witt the cMidW 
tien and circurastancae of thdr constitHntl; and as tbey anBtttosa* 
Mlves beafe6ted,iaa y »syrtioBaUcgree,byMww>alTe»<f tfc> 
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TMtiyt every security is obtained tliat nothing like oppression or 
injustice towards the rest of the members will be attempted* But 
9Yen if such a case should occur, the congregation retains the re- 
Inorfy in their own hands, in the annual elections. 

liie next delegation of power and autliority from the members 
of tlie Churchy is that which is exercised, mediately, through the 
vestries, in the appointment of lay delegates to the diocesan con- 
ventions* 

These bodies arc to the dioceses at large, what the particular 
vestries arc to the several congregations composing them. The on- 
ly diflferencc between them being that which arises from the charge 
and management of general and particular interests, and the con- 
sequently superior importance of their determinations* 

To the diocesan conventions, and of course to this hudy, as such, 
it appertains to consult and provide for the general interests of the 
diocese: to enact, amend, or repeal, canons, or laws ecclesiastical, 
for the regulation of the members at large; to elect the bishop; to 
appoint the standing committee, or council of advice fur the bishop; 
to choose the clerical and lay delegates to represent the diocese in 
the triennial conventions of the general church in the«e United 
States; and to assess and regulate the pecuniary contributions which 
are required for the general interests. And as the particular vestries 
are the organs through which the enactments of the diocesan con- 
ventions are carried into effect, so are the diocesan conventions al- 
so tlie oi^ans whereby the general convention fulGls its still high* 
er and more comprehensive duties. Through these, as links in tlie 
chain, the frame of our ecclesiastical government is compacted to- 
gether by joints and bands which ai*e essentially popular. It is 
based upon the will of the majority of the membei-s, personally ex- 
ercised, in the immediate election of the vestries, and it returns to 
them again in the annual control which they retain over those elec- 
tions; and that they may act with judgment on tlieir affairs, ]iro- 
vision is made for their full information, by the public manner in 
which the conventions hold their sessions, and by the general dis- 
semination of the annual journal of their proceedings* 

With a frame of ecclesiastical government as directly assimi- 
lated to, and equally congenial with, the civil institutions of our 
country, as that of any oUier known religious denomination in it. 
Episcopalians mtff surely be permitted to express tlieir sorrow, that 
so persevering an effort should have been made to impress upon 
the public mind the false and unfounded persuasion, that tbe prin- 
ciples of their government, and the tenets of their religious belief, 
are alike hostile to the free and happy institutions of this favoui*ed 
land; and to indulge the hoiie, that both those who circulate, and 
those who receive, so injurious and uncharitable a niisiTpresenta- 
tion, will at least take the pains to be more truly informed. As, 
however, this remainder of a most unhappy pivjudice has been

spring. Nothing despotic, nothing unregulated by laws, passed by 
tlie representotives of the members of the Church, is admitlsd b 
the constitution of the Protestont Episcopal Church. Even thebi- 
shop is only an executive officer, restrained and directed by expresa 
canons in the exercise of the authority committed to hinu The qn^ 
ly absolute power possessed by him being that d[ a negative natnt^ 
and this confined to matters purely. conscientious, such as the rs^ 
fosal to admit a candidate for ordination, although recommendii 
by the examiners, as, in their judgment, qoalifteid to receive oroeilb 
and cases of a like nature. A bishop can neither sospemUdispIsM 
or degrade a clergyman, otherwise than as the canons direct. Ifat 
can a clergyman exercise the discipline of the Charch upon acMi» 
municant, except accordhig to the rubrics and canons, and idt|- 
mately liaiile to the decision of the bishop, to whom, in evwy snA 
case, an a|i|ieal lies. 

Every security being thus taken against the oppressive exercise 
of tiie authority confided to the different officers who are appointed 
to administer its affairs, and no authority being conferred but what 
is absolutely necessary for the edification of the iKMly, it should 
surely be a [>n*vaiiinii; argument with Episcopalians, to respect and 
support their ixrlcsiastical constitution, by the observance of all 
the rill ties it inip<»ses u|>on them. 

And first, tliev owe to their own interest, to tlie credit and wel- 
fare of tie Church. :uid to tlie advancement of true religion, a con- 
scientious prrforniance of their right and duty in the election of 
the luetnhers of the vestry. On this every thing may lie said to de- 
]>end, because to the vestries all subsequent measures for the year 
are referred. And not only is it a conscientious duty, that every 
member of the Church should [K^rsonally attend on the annual elec- 
tii>n day. hut that he should vote also for those persons who, for 
thrir piety, tlnii* stundiMo; in public estimation, and other qualiil* 
rations o>iiih m .i. give ihe bc>x assurance of a faithful and prufita- 
ble perJ'Hviiaiii' of tire trust committed to them. In electing these 
men. rcs)»ect should he had» in the first place, to their standing aa 
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christians; a cliristian body should surely be represented by chris- 
tians. In truth, it is desirable, tbat in every case the representa- 
tives of the Church should be communicants. But as this* unhap- 
pily, is not in all cases possible, it is therefore not insisted ufion, 
aor is any particular congregation, or the Church at large, debar- 
reil, by any regulation, from the sen ices of those friend I v laymen* 
whose orderly lives, and respect for religion, encourage the happy 
hope that they are not far from the kingdom ol' God. 

Secondly, they owe it to conscience and to consistency, to obey 
the regulations, and carry into effect the lawful resoliiti(»ns anti < n- 
actments of their representatives. As the members of a particular 
Church are morally bound by the acts of their vestry: so are nil 
the congregations in a diocese, equally bound by the acts of their 
Conytntioti; and all the Conventions of this couritrv bv the at ts of 
the Creneral Convention of this Church. And the ground of this ol>. 
ligation is plain and obvious. As the indiviiiual members are bound 
by every principle of right reason to jierform the ilntios and fulfil 
the engagements, growing out of the lawful acts of thrir immediHte 
re-presentatives: so are these also in the same manner, equally 
bound by the lawful acts of their immediate representatives, up to 
the highest judicatory known to the Church. 

From this very brief but just statement of the popular principle 
npon which the frame of our ecclesiastical j2^overnnutit is founded, 
the members of the Church in this diocese, I trust, will be induced 
to pay more attention to the election of ^eir immediate represen- 
tatives, and feel that the carelessness and nidifference, tiw frequent- 
ly manifested as to this duty, is, in fact, a surrender at once of pri- 
vate and public obligation, and a mark of great laxity of principle, 
both as churchmen and christians. 

As an additional and very powerful reason to give to the whole 
of this subject the serious consideration' its real importance de- 
mands, I would remark, that as the whole ])ower possessed by the 
administrative bodies of the Church is of a moral nature, and de- 
pendant for its effect ')n the influence of this principle over the mem- 
bers, all unnecessary neglect of the personal duties consequent on 
the right of election by them, of the relative duty of representa- 
tives, with all refusal to carry into effect the decisions of the vestries 
and conventions, is so far, very conclusive proof of the weakness 
of the moral principle, of indifference to the interests of religion, 
and of disregard for the only just and safe ground on which either 
civil or religious liberty can be maintained, viz. submission to the 
will of the majority, constitutionally declared. 

Let not, then, the Church of which we are happily members, 
have to take up the reproach of her great Founder and Head, as 
expressed by the prophet Isaiah, <* I have nourished and brought 
up children, and they have rebelled against me." Our nursing mo- 
tiier appeals to us for support; let us not prove ourselves unnatural 



children by devoui-ing the breasts which wo have sucl>eil. and rr^ 
fusing the sup|>ort and defence which our spiritual parent re<]iiireN 
in the clay of her need. She has given all to her children; she has 
reserved nothing for herself, but the comfort and consolation which 
Bpringa from unfeigned love and devoted attachment in them, 
grounded nn the irrefragible testimony of heaven and earth united 
in favour of her divine origin and saving purpose, as held and 
maintained by the Protestant Episcopal Church in these United 
States. 

Resolved, unanimously. That the clergy be required to read the 
Kpiscopal Charge delivered to the Convention, to their respective 
congregations on some suitable occasion of public worship. 

There being no other business before the house, the Convention 
then adjourned sine dU, concluding with prayer by the Bishop.

order, the course of my oflii-ial .<orvict*s ao'l obscnations on 

affairs of the Diocess, during the past conventional year. 




My first visit was directed to the northern section of the Dio« 
cess, and on the 19th of August, I officiated in St. John's Churchi 
WilJiamsborough, assisted by the Rev. William Green, from 
Hillsborough, and by the Rev. Mr. Brainerd, the pastor of the 
congregation. Morning prayer was offered by the Rev. Mr. 
Green ; after which, I preached to a small, but attentive congre- 
gation. In the evening, prayers were read b> the Rev. Mr. 
Srainerd, and a sermon preached by the Rev. Mr. Green. 

On Sunday, the 20th, the services in the forenoon, were adap- 
ted to the particular occasion of Mrs. Sneed's funeral, an aged 
lady and a communicant of the Church, recently deceased* 
Prayers were read by the Rev. Mr. Brainerd ; after which, I 
preached on the occasion, and concluded the service at the 
grave. 

In the afternoon, divine service was perfiirmed by the Rev. 
Mr. Green — ^the ante-communaon service, by the Rev. Mr. 
Brainerd ; after, which, I confirmed two persons-— preached to a 
large and engaged congregation, and administered the holy 
communion to about thirty communicants. 

On the 23rd of August, I proceeded to Warrenton ; and on 
the 26th, according to previous notice, morning prayer was of- 
fered up by the Rev. Mr Brainerd ; after which, I confirmed 
one person, and preached to a small, but serious audience. 

Sunday the 27th, divine service was performed by the Rev. 
Philip B. Wiley, of Elisabeth City^^who met me here the day 
before ; after which, I preached to a numerous congregation, 
and, assisted by the Rev. Mr. Brainerd and Mr. Wiley, ad- 
ministered the holy communion to the members of the Church, 
and to several of other denominations. 

In the afternoon, the service was conducted by the Rev. Mr. 
Brainerd, and a sermon preached by the Rev. Mr. Wiley. 

Fnim the information obtained during this visit, I learn that 
considerable dissatisfaction prevails, particularly among the 
members of Sl John's Church, at the small proportion of his 
time, which their pastor allots to them, in the way of private in- 
tercourse. This is acktiowledged by Mr. Brainerd to be the 
case, and his excuse is, the necessity he is at present under, and 
unforeseen by him, of giving his whole time, as a teacher, in a 
large seminary for female education, which bis family have es- 
tablished in this place— he assures me, however, it is only a 
temporary necessity, which he is exerting himself to remove, 
and hopes speedily to accomplish.— -From Warrenton, I return- 
ed to Raleigh, and arrived there on the 29th. 

My next visit being directed to th#> congrecations in the coim- 
ty of Orange and of Caswell, I left R ileigh on the 1 1 th of 
Sept., and proceeded to St. Jade's, where I performed divine 
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service, and preached on the forenoon of the IStfa, to a small 
collection of the neighbourhood. 

On the I2thy service was agun performed, and a lennoo 
preached to a larger congregation. 

The prospects of the Church, in this section of the Diocesf, 
at no period promising, are not less favourable than heretofore. 
There is, however, no accession to their original numbers, nor 
any prospect of increase. Their sole dependence for the servi* 
ces of the Church, is on occasional visits from some of our cler- 
gy, which are very rare; and on my annual visit to them, which 
is necessarily short, and confined, as to opportunities of private 
intercourse. Notwithstanding this unfavourable state of things 
however, I am gratified in being able to state, that the attach- 
ment of the members to the Church, appears to be more and 
more confirmed, as they have obtained a clearer knowledge of 
her character. These, however, are fast declining into the vale 
of years, and there can be but small expectation of retammg 
their families steadfast in their profession, without more frequent 
opportunities for religious instruction, than they at present pos- 
sess. 

On the 14th, I leftSt. Jude's, for Milton, in Caswell county, 
and on Satunlay, the 16th, performed divine service, and 
preached both in the forenoon and afternoon, in the Academy, 
to a small but attentive congregation. 

Sunday, the 17th, performed divine service, preached, and 
administered the holy communion to eleven persons, in the fore* 
noon, the house filled, and the congregation still and attentive. 

In the afternoon, I again read prayers — ^baptised an mfant, 
and preached to a smaller collection of people. 

The condition of this part of ray charge, remains without any 
visible improvement. The members and friends of the Church 
are few in number, do not feel themselves competent to main- 
tain a clergyman, and from their remote situation, can rarely 
obtain the services of any of our clergy. The Rev. Mr. Green, 
who is the nearest, visits them generally on the five Sundays 
in the year, for which they express themselves very grateful. 
And so far as I am able to judge, and from their own declara- 
tions, they continue to retain that preference for our communion, 
which led them at first to organise, and to request to be received 
into union with the Church in this Diocess ; but it is a melan- 
choly fact, that there is not one male, and but two female com- 
municants belonging to the conjugation, within my knowledge. 

After remaining some days in the neighbourhood of Milton, 
I left it on the 22d, and proceeded to Judge Cameron's ; being 
my next appointment — where, on Saturday the 23rd, I perform- 
ed divine service, and preached in the chapel built by that Gen- 
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tieman, near his dwelling house, to a thin congregation, the dav 
being rainy. 

Sunday, the 24th, proved a very wet day. The Rev Mr. 
Green, nc\'erthcless, arrii'ed from Hillsborough, and performed 
the morning service ; after which, I preached and administered 
the holy communion, to about fifteen persons, white and colour- 
ed^ — not more than a third of whom, belong to our communion. 

My next appointment being at St. Mary's chapel, on the 27th, 
Divine service was performed by the Rev. Air. Gi*een ; after 
which, I preaclted to a small congregation. 

On the 28th, Mr. Green again read prayers — during which, 
I confirmed two persons ; then preached, and administered the 
holy communion to twelve communicants ; after which, 1 went 
on to Hillsborough. 

On Friday evening, the 29th, I returned at the house of Mr. 
Spier, where a respectable company was assembled. 

Saturday, Sept. 30th, divine service was performed in the 
forenoon, in St. Matthew's Church, by the Rev. Mr. Green, and 
a sermon preached by myself; and at night, the services were 
repeated, and in the same order. 

Sunday, Oct. 1st, morning prayer was offered up by the Rev. 
Mr. Green f during which, 1 confirmed three persons ; after- 
wards I preached, and administered the communion to the 
visual number of communicants. The orderly and devout de- 
portment of this congregation, manifests the deep interest which 
is felt for tiie cause of Christ. 

In the evening, the services were resumed, when I again 
preached to a very serious and attentive people ; and on the next 
day, returned to Raleigh. 

Having received the requisite testimonials from the Standing 
Committee of the Diocess, in behalf of Mr. George W. Freeman, 
a candidate for orders, and having obtained the assistance of 
the Rev. Mr. Green, and the Rev. Mr. Brainerd, in his previous 
examination, I admitted the said George W. Freeman into the 
holy order of Deacons, on Sunday, Oct. 8th, in the Episcopal 
Chapel, Raleigh. Prayers were read by the Rev. Mr. Green, 
a sermon preached by myself, and the holy communion admin- 
istered. 

The time appointed for the meeting of the General Conven- 
tion drawing near, I conceived it my duty to attend it ; and that 
my very limited time for the duties of the Diocess, might be 
husbanded as much as possible, I determini^d on taking my 
route through the lower cowntrVi that I mij;;lit visit as many of 
the Churches, as could be bron'zht within the time, both in going 
and returning. On the 16ih of October, therefore, I left Ral- 
eigh and proceeded to Tarbornugh, where, on the evening of 

B 
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llie 17t1i, at llie request of some of the inhabitants, I perrormed 
divine service, and prearhed to a small colleetion of people. 
— The prospects which the Church once had in this place, have 
declined so far, that no reasonable expectation of its revival 
should be entertained. 

From Tarborough I proceeded to Windsor, where, on the ' 
forenoon of the 19th, 1 performed divine service, and preached 
in the Court-house, to a large collection of people for that place; 
and again, in the evening, at the request of the iohabitants.— 
Though as yet we have no regular congregation in tliis town ; 
yet have we many friends: nowhere is the Liturgy more appro- 
piately followed in the responses, or with more apparent interest 
in ifs sublime aspirations, and the truths of the Gospel listened 
to, with more earnest attention. 

On the neit day, I proceeded to Edenton, crossing the sound 
at Webb's ferry, and on the 21st, met the congregation in St. 
Paul's rhurch, for the services of the day. Morning prayer 
was oflered by the Rev. Mr. Avery; after which, I preached— 
and at the conclusion of the services, administered the sacrament 
of holy baptism to Turner Wilson, a qualified adult, by immer> 
s^ion, in Kdenton Bay — this mode being preferred by him, and 
readily assented to by me, both as scriptural, and authorised by 
the Rubric. The ceremony was witnessed by a goodly num- 
ber of spectators ; and it is greatly to be wished, that such calls 
were more frequent upon our clergy, which ever mode shall 
be preferred for its adtninistration. 

Sunday, the 22, morning prayer was offered by the Rev'd. 
BIr. Mason, of Newbem, who joined me at this place ; after 
which I confirmed two persons, preached, and administered the 
h<)Iy communion. 

In the afternoon, divine service was performed by myselfi 
after which, the Kev'd. Mr. Mason prearhed. 

Tuesday, the 24 th, evening prayers were read by the Rev'd. 
Mr. Mason, after which, I preached to a small audience. 

Tlie congregations are not as numerous as is usual for this 
pinre, which is accounted for by the absence of some, and the 
indisposition of others, at this early period of the autumn, but 
thev are as seriou< and attentive as 1 have ever found them. 

On the 25th, I proceeded to Hartford, accompanied by the 
R'^v'd. Mr. Avery, who performed the morning service, after 
>v*iich, I preached mi the court-house to a small collection of the 
inhabitants and neighbourhood. 

In the eveninc:, the service was performed by the Rev'd. Mr. 
Wincrfield, of Virginia, who had traxelled from Portsmouth to 
m*"t me at this plare ; after which, 1 preached to nearly the 
fame number of people. 
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"There are in this place a few persons favourably inclined to 
the Charcby to whose edification the Rev'd. M r« Avery dev^ ce^ a 
part of his time ; and the hope is entertained, that his labour has 
not been without efiect. 

On the 26th, I passed on to Elizabeth City, and on the eve* 
ning of the 27tb, performed diviue service in the academy ; af- 
ter which, the Rev'd. Mr. Mason preached. The next day, Mr^ 
Mason and Mr. Avery left me, in order to be in time for the 
steam boat at Norfolk-^their business requiring them to be in 
Philadelpliia some days before the meeting of the General Con- 
vention.— The services intended for the evening of the 28th| 
were prevented by a heavy fall of rain. 

Sunday, the 29th, morning prayers were read by the Rev. 
Mr. Wingfield, in the Court-house ; after which, I confirmed 
three persons, preached, and administered the holy communion 
to fourteen persons, mostly members of the Church in this p^ace. 
In the evening, prayers were again read by the Rev. Mr. Wing-* 
field, and a sermon preached by myself. 
- From the numerous and attentive congregations which waited 
upon our ministrations in this place, it is evident that the cause 
of religion, and the interests of the Church, are gaining ground. 
A lot is purchased, and engagements entered into, for the erec- 
tion of a Church ; and though the number of members is com- 
paratively small, yet as they are men of information and influ- 
ence, and manifest an aflectionate interest in the cause of Christ, 
there is good hope, that the divjne blessing will enable them to 
fulfil their pious intentions ; and before long, to free their pas- 
tor from the extra labour of the charge of the academy. 

On the 30th, 1 left Elizabeth City, and, with the interval of a 
few days, spent in Portsmouth and Baltimore, proceeded to 
Philadelphia, where I arrived on the morning of the 7th, and at- 
tended the meetings of the General Convention, in St. Peter't 
Church, in that city. 

Of the proceedings of that body, it is unnecessary that I 
should enter into any detail — seeing the journals are published 
and distributed. My duty being confined to calling your atten- 
tion to the propositions submitted to the different state Conven- 
tions, on an abridgement of specified parts of the daily service 
at the discretion of the ofiiciating minister ; and on removing an 
ambiguity said to exist in a particular Rubric, all of which will 
be laid before you, 

^ My next appointments in the Dioccss, being with the congre- 
gations left itestitnte by the lamented death of the Rev. Mr. 
Pierson.^^I left Philadelphia on the 20th of November, by way 
of Baltimore, Norfolk, Elizabeth City, and Edenton ; at which 
last place, I officiated on the evening of the 29th, and arrived 
tn Washington, on the 1st December. 
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Saturday, Dec. 2ud, performed diviuc service, and preached 
both morning and evening, in St. Pcter^s Church. 

Sunday, the 'Jrd, divine service was performed in the fore^* 
noon ; after which, I confirmed two persons, preached, and ad- 
ministered the holy communion to upwards of forty communi- 
cants, members of the Church, one new communicant being that 
day added. 

In the evening, the services were repeated. The Church was 
filled both morning and eveuing, and the people much aflected 
by the occasion — heightened no doubt by the recollection of him 
who was at all times so prompt to perform bis duty, and so xeal- 
ous for their spiritual advancement. 

A day of heavy rain prevented the fulfilling my appointment 
at Zion Chapel, on Monday. 

On the 5th, 1 left Washington for Bath, accompanied by Mr. 
Buxton. The services intended for the forenoon of this day, 
were obliged to be postponed to the afternoon, on account of a 
battalion muster. They were then performed, aud a sermon 
preached to a small congregation. 

On the 6th, I crossed the sound in a canoe to Durham's creek, 
a distance of eight miles ; where I performed divine service, and 
preached in St. John's Church, to a small collection of the 
neighbourhood. In the evening I returned to Bath. 

On the 7th, left Bath for Washington: on the evening of 
which day, 1 perlbrmed divuie service, and preached in St. Pe- 
ter's Church. 

Dec. the 8th, met the congregation of Trinity Chapel, where 
I performed divine service, preached, and administered the holy 
communion, to the usual number of members, with some from St. 
Peter's. Since my last visit, tiie people have repaired the Cha- 
pel and made it much more convenient in its interior arrange- 
ments. 

On the 9th, I arrived in Greenville, where I performed divine 
service and preached in the academy, in the evening, to the in- 
habitants of the place. 

Sunday, the 10th, morning prayer was ofiered, and a sermon 
preached to a large congregation — a few only joined in the ser- 
vice; but all appeared attentive to the truths preached to them. 

During my visit to this very interesting portion of the Diocess^ 
the chief object of solicitude to them, and to me, was, the pro* 
curement of a person to supply the heavy loss they have sus- 
tained in the death of their late pastor : on this I found them all 
intent ; and having ascertained from the different Vestries, the 
amount of salary which might be depended on, measures were 
taken to secure the services of a clergyman, recommended to 
them by myself — of whose acceptance of the call, I was very 
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sanguine; but in which we have both been disappointed. Ex* 
ertioiis however continue to be made, bul with what success I am 
not informed. 

On the 1 1 th, I left the neighbourhood of Greenville, and 
reached Raleigh the nest day. 

Having a spare Sunday, by reason of an appointment of the 
Rev. Mr. Green to officiate in Raleigh on tlie first Sunday in 
January, 1 took that opportunity to visit the congregations in 
Warreoton and Williamsborough — also leA destitute, by the vi- 
sitation of God, in the death of their valued and useful pastor^ 
the Rev. Carolus C. Brainerd. 

I left Raleigh accordingly, on the 3rd of January, reached 
Warrenton the neit day, and having spent the intermediate time 
in intercourse with the members, we assembled at the Church 
on the 6tb, when divine service was performed, and a sermon 
preached to a small congregation, occasioned by the uncommon 
severity of the weather. 

On Sunday, tlie 7th, divine service was again performed by 
myself, a sermon preached, and the holy communion adminis- 
tered. The congregatioB was more numerous, and all the 
members were present at the communion, a few infirm persons 
excepted, who were detained at home by the severe cold. 

I find thisiHingregation somewhat depressed by the loss they 
have sustained ; but steadfast in their attachment to the Church, 
and so sensible of the benefit of regular ministrations in religion, 
that they have come to the conclusion to procure a clergymau, 
if possible, whose whole time shall be devoted to them. To that 
end they have increased their subscription, and authorised me 
to procure a suitable person to take charge of the congregation. 
In this, however, I have been hitherto unsuccessful ; nor is there 
any present prospect of a supply to this want. 

On the 9tli, 1 proceeded to Williamsborough, where the ser^ 
irices intended for the next day, were disappointed through a 
iDisapprebension of the notice forwarded to them, on the lltli-«- 
however, which, proved a day of snow and rain, we assembled 
at St. John's Church, where I performed divine service, preach- 
ed, and administered the holy communion to the few communi- 
cants who were present, not exceeding ten. 

The sitoation of this congregation is at present rendered very 
Jiopleasant, and in no small degree precarious, by the detcr- 
ininatioo of the Warrenton congregation to maintain a clergy- 
man for themselves. The two have hitherto united, and formed 
one charge ; to which they are competent without any severe 
.pressure upon their pecuniary means. Upon the present plan 
lean see no prospect of advantage to either, but of certain loss 
to one, perhaps to both. I have therefore proposed to the Vest- 
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fy of Emmanuel Churcbi to reconsider their reiolution, andre* 
turn again to their foi mer relation with St. John's, as the most 
likely means to secure the real welfare of both the congrega- 
tions. To this proposition I have A yet received no ansiver. 
The Vestry of St. John's, however, have not abandoned the 
hope, or the desire, to secure the services of a clergyman ; and 
have requested me to embrace the earliest opportunity of sup- 
plymg tlieir wants. 

On the 12th, I left Williamsborough, much indisposed from 
exposure to tlie severe weather, and arrived in Raleigh the fol- 
lowing day. My indisposition, however, continued gradually* 
to increase, until 1 was rendered incapableof any active exertion 
through the greater part of the months of February and March 
and my intended visit to the western churches wholly precluded. 

While labouring under the eflfects of this illness, 1 received 
the very unexpected intimation, that the Rev'd. Henry M. Ma- 
son intended to resign his charge of St. John's Church, Fay- 
etteville, anc! on the 19th of March, I received a copy uf his 
letter of resignation, from and after the meeting of this Con- 
vention, with a copy of a minute of vestry, accepting the same ; 
80 that that congregation is also vacant, and with no immediate 
prospect ol being supplied. 

My indisposition having yielded to the means made use of to 
counteract it, and sufficient strength being restored, by the good- 
ness of God, to enable me to travel without inconvenience,' I 
leii Raleigh on the 25th April, in order to visit such congrega- 
tions as were yet unattended to, and lay in my route to attend 
this Convention. 

The Church in Fayetteville was the first, where I arrived on 
the 26th, and on the 28th, after the performance of divine ser- 
vice was performed by the Hev'd. Mason, I preached in the 
evening to a very attentive, but not a numerous congregation. 

Sunday, the 29th, morning prayer was offered up by the 
Rev'd. Mr. Mason, after which, I confirmed two persons, and 
preaclif'd to a most respectable, and, apparently, engaged au- 
dience. 

In the aAernoon, the services were resumed, and a sermon 
again preached to the congregation. 

Monday, the 30ih, evening prayer was performed by the 
Rev'd. Mr. Mason ; after which, I preached a sermon to a 
small, but attentive collection of the members of the Church. 
. The situation of this congregation at present, is particularly 
irksome. The resignation of their present pastor, coupled as it 
IS w ith the recollection of how frequently they have had to 
encounter the difficulty aud the delay of procuring a person to 
take charge of their spiritual concerns, has thrown a damp 
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nver their fei^IingSi which a sense of duty only can counteract 
Upon this they are at present acting, in endeavtmring to 
obtain a clergyman, to supply the vacancy occasioned by the 
approaching departure of the Rev'd Mr. Mason, equally unex- 
pected by them and by myself. In this, I trust they will be 
successful, though, hitherto, they have found no one disposed to 
undertake the charge. In other respects, I have reason to be* 
lieve, that the condition of the congregation is favourable, that 
the principles of the Church are better understood, and attach- 
ment to those principles increased ; and though no strong 
excitement of religious feeling has been manifested — ^yet con- 
siderable interest has been shewed in favour of the Sunday 
School connected with the Church, and in spreading among the 
young and the ignorant, to whom access could be obtained, the 
saving truths of our holy religion. 

May, the 1st, I took leave of Fayetteville, and proceeded on 
on my route to Wilmington, where I arrived on Friday, the 3d ; 
and on the 4th, after evening prayer by the Rev. Mr. Empie, I 
preached to a small, but devout collection of the people. 

On the 5th, evening prayer was again performed by the 
RevM. Mr. Empie, after which, I again preached to a similar 
congregation. 

After candle-light, I attended the weekly prayer meeiing of 
the congregation, held this night at the house of Mr. Wright, 
where I read prayers, and preached a sermon to a large collec- 
tion of people in the room, and in the piazzas o(the house. 

Sunday, the 6th, morning prayer was offered up by theRev'd. 
Mr. Empie ; after which, I confirmed twenty one persons, ten 
whites and eleven coloured persons ; preached and administer- 
ed the holy communion to upwards of one hundred communi- 
cants. 

In the afternoon the services were repeated, and in both in- 
stances to a numerous and deeply engaged people. 

Monday, the 7th, evening prayers were read by the Rev. Mr. 
Empie, and a sermon preached by myself. 

Much satisfaqtion has been experienced in my visit to thi.^; 
large and increasing congregation. The personal attachment 
of the members to their pastor — their attainments in christian 
knowledge and experience— 'their active exertions to communi- 
cate religious instruction by means of their Sunday School and 
catechetical classes, with the number of orderly and respectable 
colbured communicants, denote such an earnest and zealous en- 
gagement for the promotion of the Redeemer's kingdom, as was 
highly gratifying and refreshing to my spirit, and speaks a lan- 
guage not to be mistaken, as to the diligence and faithfulness of^ 
bimi who is entrusted with their .spiritual interests. 
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Oil the Sth, I If ft Wilmington Tor Newbern, where I arrived 
on the 11th, and on the 12th, met the congregation for divine 
service, which was performed by the Rev'd. Mr. Mason, and a 
sermon preached by myself to a very attentive, though not nu- 
merous audience. 

Sunday the 13th, morning prayer was ofiered by the Rev'd. 
Mr. Mason ; after which, I confirmed two persons and preached 
to a full congregation. 

In the afternnon, divine service was performed by the Rev'd. 
Mr. Freeman, and a sermon preached by myselC-^aud on 
Tuesday the 15th, the service and a sermon were again repeated 
to such of the members of the Church, as their business, and a 
rather unfavourable morning, permitted to attend. 

So far as my own observation enables me to judge, and in- 
formation has been obtained, the situation of this congregation 
is favourable and improving ; the services on Sunday, were 
numerously attended, and engaged in with interest, and on the 
week days, as respectable congregations were convened, as is 
customary in any of our commercial towns. 

Having thus detailed to their close the course of my officisil 
duties since the last Convention, it remains that I lay before yon 
such further information on the state and prospects of the Dio- 
cess, as will enable you to take a correct view of its actual con- 
dition ; and then to suggest such measures as, in my judgment, 
may tend to obviate some difficulties, under which we at present 
labour, and will have a tendency to promote the advancement 
of that cause, for the furtherance and prosperity of which wc 
are convened. 

The small, but very interesting congregation of Calvary 
Church, Wadesborough, left vacant by the removal of the Rev. 
Mr. Wright to Salisbury, has, during the past year, obtained 
tlie services of the Rev'd. Mr. Charles P. Elliott, of South Car- 
olina for one Sunday in the month, and have forwarded to nio 
a minute of their vestry announcing this arrangement, and witli 
wliioli I have expressed my entire satisfaction. 

Two candidates for holy orders have received the necessary 
testimonials from the Standing Committee, and have been en- 
trrocl as such by mo — viz. Mr. Francis L. Hawks, of this town, 
and Mr JarvisB. Buxton, of Washincrton. 

The Rev'd. Mr. O. V. Howell, of the Diocess of New-York, 
hns been employed a»* n missionary fi)r six months from .lanuarv 
In^t, and has been labouring in Scotland Neck and in Beftie 
County. 

Three new Churches have been begun, and are in diiferent 
drt»rres of forward 'ess to completion : one in Raloiijh, one in 
Elizabeth City, and one forihe congregation of Christ's Church, 
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3tran, which last is so far finished, as to be occupied ; and 
)uld have been consecrated this spring, had the state of my 
alth permitted nnc to visit them. These indications of an in- 
easing interest in favour of religion and of the Church, are 
nfirmed by a corresponding increase of attachment to our 
ifMUfto: as these have become better known, they are better 
iitinlDod and felt, in their close and inseparable connection 
ilb^tfiat good hope, which heaven hath granted to a world of 
lien tinners, through the appointments of the Gospel. And I 
irt the satisfaction of being able to state, that a deeper sense 
' religions obligation, and a livelier state of religious feeling 
prising throughout our communion. In tliis, the faithfulness 
' tbat little band of brothers, who labour in this portion of the 
ord's viney«ird, is manifested ; and in the unequalled unanimi- 
' in which we are yoked together, I find a comfort and a con- 
flation, and an encouragement which cheer and gladden my 
*art, and strengthen me to meet my various duties with that 
ippy confidence which is inspired by harmonious counsels and 
11 ted exertions. 

With these blessings, which demand, and I trust draw forth^ 
ir highest thankfulness, there is, nevertheless, mingled such a 
9rtion of adversity, as to admonish us of the uncertainty 
hich attends all sublunary things. God hath seen fit, in his 
scratable wisdom, to remove from us, by the hand of death, 
fo most sealonsand active ministers, whose qualifications were 
sculiarly suitetfto their respective spheres of duty, and whose 
emories will long be cherished in the strong afiection enter- 
.ined for them, by those among whom they laboured. The 
:ev. Mr. Pierson and the Rev. Mr. Brainerd, were permitted 
I remain but a little while with us ; yet, in tliat little time, God 
tabled them to leave a record of diligence and faithfuInesS| the 
>ward of which, we humbly trust, they now reap. 

By this event, eight congregations, and nearly one fi)urth of 
le whole number of our communicants, have been deprived of 
le regular ministrations and ordinances of religion, for the 
reater part of the past year ; and though I learn, since my ar- 
ival in this place, and with much hatisfaction, that the Rev. Mr. 
Veemen has undertaken the charge of three of the late Mr. 
Person's congregations — the others are yet vacant, with no 
»asonable expectation of being speedily supplied. Notwith- 
tanding every diligence has been used, various circumstances 
peratc against our obtaining a supply of clergymen from other 
Hoccase-;. Among these, the opinion entertained of our di- 
late, in the more northerly Diocesses, is ostensibly the chief; 
ud however erroneous, is unhappily confirmed, by the decease 
f the two young and active clergymen, whom we so deeply la- 

C 
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mcnt ; t)ic oilier, and as is believed, the main objertion, U tlit 
small amount of salary which the congregatioDS in general are 
ahle, or disposed, to pay. Over the one, we possess no control : 
it is in the hand of God ; over the other, we do possess con* 
trol ; for it is in our own hands ; and but very little is baxarded 
in asserting the opinion, that was the compensation oiore ponsif- 
tcnt with the office and its duties, the objection on.tlie sibctte of 
climate would, in a great degree, cease to operate* 

But whatever weight may be attached to this opinimi, ibe cir- 
cumstances which have drawn them forth, cannot ifail, I tliinlt, to 
siicrgest to this Body, and to tlie members of the Church in ge- 
neral, the great advantage which would be derived from en- 
couraging the natives of the climate, who are .assimilated- to 
our manners and customs, and whom we might hope to retain 
among us, to devote themselves to this great and honourable 
work. For this purpose we possess yery ample means— not on- 
ly in the actual wealth of the members and friends of our com* 
inunion, but in the resources already furnished, and the amounf 
subscribed, and uncollected, to the friends pf the General Sem- 
inary, by this Diocess. These would entitle us to the board 
and tuition of two candidates for the ministry in that institution, 
and would enable us to add to the number of our clergy, at the 
conclusion of every three years, Jwo ministers, qualified to take 
charge of the congregations formed, or become vacant, in the iu- 
terim, and to defend and to promote the great and inseperable 
interests of revealed religion and of the Church of Christ. I 
therefore feel it my duty to reccommcnd this subject to the At- 
tention of this Convention, and to suggest the propriety of an 
enquiry into the state of the funds subscribed in this Diocess to 
the General Seminary, that they may be applied to their proper 
purpose, and form the basis of such plans, as common consent 
and a common interest shall devise, to carry into effect a mea- 
sure so important to the common good. 

Intimately connected with this subject, 1s that of the Episco* 
pate; and however delicate it may be for the incumbent of an 
office to draw attention to its actual condition, I feel that I must 
encounter it, both for your sakes and for my own. 

Under the present arrangement, the duties required by the af- 
fairs of the Diocess, cannot be performed with the efficiency that 
is desirable, and which is, I trust, attainable. The short space 
of time which can be allotted to each, in visiting twenty-four 
congregations situated at such distances from each other, as 350 
miles from east to west,«nd 220 from north to south, in 2'i 
weeks, defeats, in a great degree, one very important purpose of 
the office I am entrusted with, and deprives me of that personal 
acquaintance with the great majority of those whose spiritual in- 
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ferests are committed to my oversight; an which, much of the 
progress and prosperity of the Church must depend. But ai 
your ovin eiperience of the ill effect of the hurried manner in 
which I am obliged to pass from place to place, must be sufli* 
•lent to prove the propriety, not to say, the necessity, of taking 
tUefl^l^Qfmy tiraeto the affairs of the Diocess.— I will only 
tAS^It^it proof, by presenting to your consideration the ad- 
vantage which would be derived from it, to the congregations 
mMiqpectedly deprivt-d of their pastors ; as in the recent instan* 
ces of Washington and Warrenton. This measure is also called 
for by the incteasing business of the Diocess : the correspond* 
dence thereby occasioned, is of itself a considerable labour, and 
necessarily occupies much of that time and thought which, 
strictly speaking, are the property of my parish. A p^rt, how- 
ever, from all immediate considerations, the true interests of this 
Diocess call upon the Convention to adopt the most speedy 
method of rendering their Bishop independent of a parochial 
charge. All experience has proved, that where the two duties 
have been joined, neither have been fully executed; as either 
is sufficient to occupy the industry and ability of one person ; 
both are too heavy a charge to be alike faithfully attended to ; 
one, if not both^ must suffer, and as the parish is that most like- 
ly to be neglected, parishes will learn to avoid the connection. 
If, therefore, it is the desire of this body to maintain the Church 
in this Diocess, and to transmit to their children the pure gospel 
of Jesus Christ : if it-wishes to preserve what is already done, 
and to promote the progress ofwhat is commenced, and promises 
so rich a harvest of private and public good, it will take this 
sobj^ct into effective consideration, and by establishing a fund 
for the support of the Episcopate, give stability to the Church, 
and thereby secure to posterity the benefit of those sound and 
scriptural servic 8, through which, she inculcates tlie doctrines 
of pure and nndefiled religion. # ' 

As the propositions from the General Convention, on the 
abridgment of certain parts of the daily service, at the dis« 
cretion of the officiating minister, will necessarily claim some 
part of your attention at this session ; and as it is proper that 
the Diocess at large should be enabled to consider the subject 
mibiassed by any erroneous representation, I take this method 
of laying it before you upon its actual grounds. 

The propositions originated in the House of Bishops, and in 
so far as relates to the discretionary abridgment of the reading 
psalms and the proper lessons, were grounded on the principle 
of conciliation, to accommodate those who complain of the 
length of the service, and to permit that to be done by law, 
which was done by many without law, and was in truth a mea- 



}iurc to relieve from the painful dilemma of knonringly perasit- 
ing the laws of theC'hurch to be disregarded, or of enforcing 
attention to the Rubrics upon^a numerous, and it is to be feared 
an increasing body of our clergy. No alteration of the Liturgy 
%vas contemplated, neither is any effected, although ibe word 
has been largely used in reference to this subject. The ques- 
tion for your consideration is not an alteration of the IJliirgy, 
but the policy of granting a discretionary power to shorten the 
service at the pleasure of the minister in certain specified parts 
thereof; and on this, you will of course be guided by a careful 
consideration of the advantage expected to be gained, compared 
with the price to be paid for it. Now this advantage, as ap- 
pears to me, is the accommodation of some of our ciergy, and 
of their occasional hearers, who are either of no religious per- 
suasion, or of other denominations, by shortening the morning 
service about fifteen minutes at the utmost, in point of lime, as 
the price of alarming the fears, and outraging the feelings of 
the great majority of the clergy, the communicants and members 
of the Church, and of introducing a diversity of practice in tbe 
public worship of God, which will ultimately unsettle the affec- 
tions of Episcopailaus towards the Liturgy, and end in surren- 
dering it, with whatever is distinctive of our primitive and 
apcistolic character, to the persevering attacks of our enemies, 
aided by the weak expectation of some who call themselves our 
friends, that these enemies are thus to be won over from their 
oppr)sition to our principles. A subject which involves such 
weighty consequences, is entitled to mature consideration ; and 
a.s it is not necessary that any decision should be made uniil

The Rev. Mr. Empie, from the committee appointed nt the 
last Convention to report to the present Convention Rules of 
Order, handed in a Report, and the house proceeded to thu 
consideration thereof; but before completing the same, ad- 
journed to attend diviiie service. 

Morning prayer was performed by the Rev. Mr. Freeman, 
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and a sermon preaclieil by the Rev. Henry M. Mason, froiu 
Genesis, Cli. XXV. 34. v. 

After divine service, tlie Convention resumed the considera- 
tion oftlie Rules of Order, when, after sundry ainendnients, tliey 
were finally adopted as follows : 

RULES OF ORDER. 

1. The Convention, on the day appointed for its meetins, 
shall always open with prayer, and organize before morning 
service ; and the session of each subsequent day, shall likewise 
be opened with prayer. 

2. At the opening of the Convention, as soon as the President 
takes the chair, the names of the clergy shall be called over b}' 
the Secretary of the preceding Convention ; or, in case of his 
absence, by a Secretary pro. feui. to be appointed bj' the Presi- 
dent. The Lay Delegates shall then lay their certificates of 
appointment on the table of the Secretary ; after which, the 
President shall declare the Convention organized, and ready 
for business. A Secretary having then been chosen, the fol- 
lowing committees shall be appointed by the chair : A Com- 
mittee of Examination, consisting of three, to examine the tes- 
timonials of the I jay Delegates, and to report the number of 
Chnrdies duly represented, together with the names of the re- 
presentatives |)resent. A committee of five, on ihe State of die 
Church, to whom sliaU always be referred the parochial reports ; 
and a Finance Cominiltee of five, to whom shall be referred all 
anounis.

15. When the House is about to rise, every member shall 
keep his seat, until the President leaves his chair. 

The Rev. I^Ir. Empie, from the Standing Committee, made 
the following report : 

REPORT. 

The Standing Committee respectfully report, that they have, 
flnce the last Convention, granted testimonials to Georg€ W. 
Freeman, recommending him for Deacon's orders; and that 
Jarvis B. Buxton and Francis L. Hawks, have been recommen- 
ded to the bishop as candidates for the ministry. — No other bu- 
siness has come before them. 

The Convention then proceeded to ballot for the Standing 
Committee, for the ensuing year, when the Rev. Messrs. Empie 
and R. S. Mason, of the clergy, and Messrs. Gavin Hogfr, 
George W« B. Burgwin and James S. Green, of the laity, were 
duly elected. 

The Rev. Mr. Empie, from the Committee on the State of 
the Church, made the following Report, which was adopted. 

The Committee on the State of the Church, having had un- 
der consideration the several subjects submitted to them^ ro 
spectfully present the following report ; 
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REPORT. 

As from several of the parishes, no parochial reports have 
been sent, it is obviously* impossible to present, with much accu- 
racy in this annual report, an aggrecrate or comparative estimate 
of tlie condition and progress of the Church in this Diocessw— 
As far, however, as any information has been laid before us from 
tiie difTercnt parts of the Uiocess, it conveys the most cheering 
intelligence. — He who presides over the destinies of the Church, 
has said *' let Jerusalem be rebuilt/' and our Zion is in c6nse« 
quence, with steady progress, shaking herself fiom the dust, 
putting on her beautiful garments, and coming forth in her 
strength. 

We refer to the parochial reports, and particularly to the 
Journal of our beloved Diocesan, for proof, that our increase 
and prosperity are not merely nominal and external, but are as- 
sociated with the enlightened and sanctifying religion of the 
heart. These we hail as the earnest of their stability and per* 
manency. — Most pleasing indeed and consolatory are the nu* 
mrrous indications of increasing activity, zeal and holiness a« 
mong the members of our communion. — And after the uniform 
progress which, God be thanked, our Church has (or j'ears been 
making in her mnrch to a holier and happier condition, we hope 
that both her timorous friends, and hor di'terrained foes will be 
convinced, that notwithstanding their predictions to the contra* 
ry, Heaven has not destined her even to declension, much less 
to exiinrtion. Her cause is the cause of God, her marcli is un- 
der the banner of Divine Frovidrncc; and He wlio lias preserved 
her in the liour of peril, and dark.iess, ; y^ depression, stands 
pleilcred to protect her from all that would oppose her career to- 
wards her millonial trlory. 

Yonr Comnjittce have observed, wlfh much pleasure, that the 
parochial reports are not merely, as ofien has hfcn the case, 
bare details of ilip nnmher of marriages, births, funerals, and 
communicants, liul contain likewise briff abstracts of the slate 
of rcTiLMon, nnd of the improvements that are introduced into 
p'Ach parish from year to year. These abstracts indeed that 
tljcv may not become tedious, should be very much condensed, 
but it should he remembered, that no parochial report is com* 
plote withoni them ; and as scarcely any returns liave been made 
this yrar, of the nuniiior of adults in every parish, as required 
by our T.tli canon, as well as by the 40lh and 45lh of the General 
( 'onverition, wv trust that that deficiency will not ueed to be no- 
t'c^'il hfrcaftfr. 

The friend.s of the Church, and of religion, must always dc- 



light to see an account of all the labours of love to which th6 
ever active and fruitful principle of piety gives birth ; but we 
cannot help noticing, as preeminently important, the labours of 
Sabbath Schools, and the catechetical instructions of the rising 
generation. — It appears, from the documents before us, that 
these schools and instructions are increasing; and such is the 
immense and happy influence which under God they may be 
made to exert both upon the Church and upon society at large, 
that they cannot be too earnestly recommended, or too sedu> 
lously promoted. — Sabbath scholars and catechumens are the 
green hope of our Churches; and it is devoutly to be wished, 
that all the children of our parishes may be trained persevere 
f. ingly and systematically, under the influence of all those ad- 
vantages which the present improved state of society aflbrds. 

For other particulars on which 3'our Committee deem re- 
marks unnecessary, they refer to the graphic details presented 
by the parochial reports, and more especially by the deeply in- 
teresting anr^. aflecting Journal of our Diocesan.—- In concluding 
this subject, however, though they feel incompetent to say what 
course ought to be pursued, they would most earnestly call the 
attention of tliis Convention to the means of supplying our des- 
titute Churches: and they pray the great Head of the Church, 
in his infinite wisdom and goodness, to heal our wounds and to 
raise us up lielp. 

On the subject of the resolutions which the late General Con- 
vention has submitted to the several State Conventions, and the 
consideration whereof has been referred to your Committee, 
lliey beg leave to Report : — 

That in their opinion, it is not expedient to act on the resolu- 
tions at the present Convention, but that, according to the sug- 
gestion of our Diocesan, it is best to delay the adoption or re- 
jection of these resolutions, so that all the members of the 
Church in this Diocess, may have time to give them a thorough 
examination. — ^Your Committee beg leave to observe in recom- 
mending a delay, that they tiiink it proper to guard against any 
inference that the present Convention entertain any approbation 
of the proposed alterations of the Liturgy: — they mean merely 
by postponing the consideration of the subject to the next Con- 
vention, to obtain a deliberate expression of the sense of this 
Diocess.— •They therefore recommend, that so much of the 
Journal of the last General Convention as relates to this sub- 
ject, be printed with the minutes of this Couventioo.*

Tiic House next proceeded to ballot for the delegates to the 
General Convention ; and on counting the votes, it appeared 
that the Rev. Adam Empie, R. S. Mason, Wm.

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JohnAveryi of the clergy, and Messrs. Gavin Hogg, John R. 
Donnelly G. E. Badger, and Josiah Collins, of Ihe Laity, were 
duly elected. 

Mr. Norwood, from St. Matthew's, HilUboro* proposed Che 
following canon, which was passed. 

Canon to regv\\ale Ei\eclions. 

In all cases of voting for appointments, before the Convene 
tion, a majority of the votes of the members present, at the time 
of voting, shall be necessary to constitute an election. 

The Convention then adjourned to meet at 8 o'clock, on 
Monday morning. 

On Sunday morning, divine service was performed by the 
Rev. Mr. Empie, and a sermon delivered by the bishop from 
Jiio. XV. part of 5lh verse. — ^The Rev. Geo. W. Freeman, 
deacon, was admitted to the Holy Order of the Priesthood, and 
the communion administered to about 80 recipieiits. 

In the afternoon, divine service by the Rev. Mr. Wright, and 
a sermon by the Rev. Mr. Freeman, from James, chap. 4^ 
verses 13, 14, and 15. 

At night, prayers by the Rev. Mr. Avery, and a sermon by 
the Kev. H. M. Mason, from Gen. c. 3. part of 15 v. 
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MoNDAT Morning, May 21. 

8 o*clock^ 

The House met pursuant to adjournment, and was opmed 
with prayer by the Kev. Mr. Wiley. — The minuies of Saturday 
were road and approved. 

Jarvis B. Buxton from Zion chnpcl, and Benjamin Patrick 
from Trinity chapel, Beaufort county, asked and obtained leave 
of absence.

heretofore, that they will be able to obtain persons to serve as 
Missionaries, they yet feel that it is their duty to persevere— 
trusting in ttie Providence and direction of the great Head of 
the Church for the infusion of that spirit of zeal for his service, 
unto the hearts of the young, active, and unencumbered portion 
of the clergy, which shall send them forth into the destitute and 
desobte quarters of the vineyard, to build up the waste places 
thereof. 

The officers of the society for the present year, are composed 
of the same persons as last year, with the exception of such chan- 
ges, as death and removal rendered necessary. These are, the 
election of the Rev. R. S. Mason in the room of the Rev. !Mr. 
Pierson, deceased, of the Hev. Mr. Wright, in the room of the 
Rev. Henry M. Mason, removed ; and the appointment of the 
Rev. R. S. Mason, as Secretary.

They have taken into consideration the present state of the 
fund for the support of the Episcopate, and find it to be worth 
the sum of $6,759 84 cenu, as per statement herewith submitted, 
marked ('.)J. ^ 

Yonr Committee see, with much regret, that the assessment 
made by the last Convention for the support of the Episcopate, 
and for the contingent expenses of the Coti\'ention, have not been 
paid by all the congregations, but that several are in arrears for 
the whole or part of the sums assessed to be paid by them. At 
tlie last Convention the congregations were in arrears on their 
assessments for the same purposes, $414 ; which constituted an 
item in the account of the state of the fund for the Kpiscopate, 
then reported by the Committee of Finance. The Convention 
omitted to have any measures taken to collect said aom ; and 
your Committee are of opinion, that it cannot now be collected 
without requiring of the members of the congregations more than 
thoy could conveniently pay : your Committee have, therefore;

iBonsidertd mM lom doc before last Convention, ms entirely lost ; 
fnd have taken no account of it in the present state of the fuiid 
for the Episcopate. They have, however, taken an account of 
the sums in arrear for 1826— 1827| and find it to be $245 as 
ffir- account marked (H-)* t and they recommend that a resolu* 
CioftlM passed, making it the duty of the Treasurer, immediately 
00 the rise of the Convention, to forward an account of the sums 
doe for arrearages, and also the account of the assessments laid 
jby the Convention, to the pastor of each congregation ; and 
where, from any cause, there is no pastor in the charge of the 
congregation, to some member of the Church, and request the 
pastor, or such member, to use his influence with the cuugrega* 
don to have the account paid. 

The Committee have made the assessments for the support of 
the Episcopate, and for contingent expenses for 1827^*1828, 
narked fliL and IV.,)f and they are herewith submitted. 

Your Committee have under consideration the proposition to 
afford the bishop a salary adeauate to his support, and to relieve 
bimfron parochial duty ; and they have given to it the atten- 
tion required by its importance, and by the interest felt in it by 
the Convention, and by the members of the Church throughout 
the Dioceis. Your Committee have devised a plan whereby, 
they hope, onder the blessing of God, and with the cordial co« 
operation of the friends of the Church, the object may be at* 
tained. 

The Episcopal fond is now worth ^6,500, in round numbers, 
and if, by sobscription, the sum of $5000 or $6000 can be pro- 
cared, the interest of these sums, with a moderate annual assess- 
ment, will raise $1,200, with which sum, the bishop, it is un- 
derstood, will be content, and which is certainly a small sum 
for the support of a respectable family. Your Committee, 
therefore, recommend, th:tt some proper person be appointed by 
the Convendon to accompany the bishop on a mission through- 
out the Diocess,forthe purpose of soliciting further subscriptions, 
in aid of the fund for the Episcopate ; and that the bishop be re- 
quested, by this Convention, to proceed on said mission, as soon 
after autumn, as a proper attention to the state of health, in the 
low country, will permit. Your Committee further recom- 
mend, that after the neat Convention, if a sufficient fund be 
raised for the support of the bishop, that a committee be appoint- 
ed, on the part of the Convention, to enter into a contract with 
him, whereby his services will be secured exclusively to the Dio« 
cess- Your committee farther recommend that some clergyman 
be requested to prepare an address to the members of the

Church, to forward the sobscriptioD, and thai tbt said afldoeia 
be published m iih the proceedings of this Coarention. 

Yuur coiniiiittee furtiier recommend that the collcclkiD of th< 
arrears due on the si'b^cription fur the support of theEpiscopaie^ 
be pressed with all diligence ; and that if'any thing remain dae 
in the autumn, that th.e iubscription list be handed over for col- 
lection to the pe.'»on appointed to solicit new subscriptions. 

The committee pray to be discharged from the farther coosIf 
deration of ihe subscriptions from this Diocess, to the fond for 
the Tlieolocical Seminary, and that the same be referred to a 
committee at the next Convention of this Diocess. 

The rommittee further recommend, that at all succeeding 
ron\entions, a collection be made in aid of the contingent ex- 
penses of the same. All which is respectfully submitted.

" The House of Bishops, deeply solicitous to presenre unim- 
paired the Liturgy of the Church, and yet desirous to remove 
the reasons alleged, from the supposed length of the service, 
ibr the omission of some of its parts, and particularly for the 
^mission of that part of the communion office, which is commonly 
called the an/e-communion, do unanimousltf propose to the 
House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, the following resolutions, 
to be submitted to the several State Conventions, in order to be 
acted upon ut the next General Convention, agreeably to the 
eighth article of the Constitution. 

** 1 . Resolved, that in * The order how the Psalter is appoint* 
ed to be read,' the following be added to tbe fourth paragraph 
*— * or any other psalm or psalms, except on those days on which 
proper psalms are appointed x'-^so that the whole paragraph 
will r^ad as follows.— »* The minister, instead of reading from 
the Psalter, as divided for -daily morning and evening prayer, 
may read one of the selections set out by this Church, or any 
other psalm or psalms, except on those days oo which * proper 
psalms^ are appointed.' 

" 2. Resolved, that in * The order how the rest of the holy 
Scripture is appointed to be read,' the following be inserted a& 
ter the fifth paragraph :— ' The minister may, at his discretion, 
instead of the entire lessons, read suitable portions thereof, not 
leu than fifteen verses.

3. *' Resolved, that after the present preface in the office of 
Confirmation, tlte followinghe inserted, to be used instead uf the

You need no arguments, Breth- 
reu, to convince you, that you ought to be good 
Churchmen ; or that you ought to countenance and 
support, the common religion of your Country. \\^ 
are persuaded you cannot but approve, and approving, 
we trust, you cannot but yield your liberal support, to 
the measure we propose. 

What then, it will be asked, is the object you have 
in view? It is this. To promote the prosperity of 
religion and of our Church, by giving our Bishop an 



independent salary; so as to free him from Parochial 
duties, and enable, him to devote the whole of his time^ 
to the care of the Churches. His duties heretofore, 
bave been too laborious; and his health has been sin* 
liing under them. liis labours being divided between 
his Farish and his Diocess, it was not possible for him 
to do full justice to either. Thc) Church will be im- 
mensely a gainer^ by this measure. And those, m dif- 
ferent parts ot the state, who value the Bishop's socie- 
ty and services, will have it in their power to enjoy 
more of both. 

By one generous effort of the friends of our Church» 
this object may esisily be accomplished; audit will se- 
cure to our Diocess, a preeminence, as honorable as it 
is desirable. Though one of the yciungest in the union, 
she will then have the honor, one of the oldest diocess* 
«sexcepte(l,o] being the first which has made its Bishop 
independent — has exalted the Kpiscopate to its proper 
character — and left it unencumbered with any duties 
except such as are strictly and exclusively Kpiscopal. 

Friends of religion and of the Church, need we urge 
this measure upon you. ciny further? If you wish to 
secure the effective services of your Bishop, and raise 
our Church completely from the dust, release him from 
his Parish duties. His labours through the i ^iocess 
will be more valuable, than those of inany missionaries. 
Consider what he has already done and suffered for 
you — the ejood, which, through (iod's blessing he has 
already effected — and the sacrifices which he has been 
called to make, (^^isider what the Kpisropal office 
ought to be, and what you have it in your power to 
make it. Christ never intended his Bishops to be 
Parish Priests ; bu: to have the care and superinten- 
dence of all the C-hnrches : anc* yet there is not, at this 
moment, one sir:glo Bishop, in our Country, who has 
nothing: hut Fpiscopal services to perform, or who -a 
not oUiged to resort to something besides his Episco- 
pal Office, in ord<T to gain a livelihood. Both under 
the old and new Testament, dod has made the ni«'St 
ample provision f r the support of his nnnisters ; and 
among the primitive Cl^/istiaiis as w^^U as amuug th^ 






one fifth even of their yearly income, was 
' given for this purpose. Are we not equally 
them, to grant a liberal support to those, 
-< sent to labour for our salvation ; and 
some of our abundance, for the pur* 
Vhurch, by a single effort, to that 
jit'ndent station which she ought to 
.t the great Head of the Church, may 
.pirit upon us, and subdue our hearts to 
nis cause, and the obedience of his will ! 
.uals are found, among <ther domoninations, 
with immortalizing munificence, gave thou- 
6 and tens of thousands for such purposes. While 
Church is notoriously as wealthy as any other, 
iiall we give them cause to say, as some have said| 
that we are inferior to them, in public religious spirit, 
in zeal, in liberality, and in a regard for the prosperity 
of our Zion ? God forbid my Brethren ! Disprove 
the slander by your present liberality. Be assured 
you will never repent of such an act. You will reflect 
upon it \\ith pleasure in the hour of death; and if it 
springs irom faith, you will reap the reward of it in 
Heaven. Remember too, that you are bound to this 
by the highest author ily tn the universe. God has or- 
dained, that ** they who preach the Gospel should live 
of the Gospel." And if our Bishop preaches over the 
whole Diocess, the whole Dioccss ought to join in gi- 
ving him a comfortable support. 

It is for the Church of your Fathers, that we are 
pleading. Will you not contribute to build up the 
dilapidated altars, at which they worshipped ? From 
the regions of blessed aess, the pious dead are looking 
down upon you, anxious to see you honour the religion 
they professed, and support the Church which they 
loved. Can you disappoint their hopes, and continue 
regardless of the solemn vows they made for you ia 
baptism ? While thousands are squandered on trifles, 
have you nothing to " lend unto the Lord ?" Have 
you no treasures you wish to lay up in heaven ? and 
do you not know th»t God has promised to stand your 
security, and to pay you again in another world, all 
that you spend in his service hci^ ? 
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Blrsscd Rcdcf mer ! hast thou shod thy blood anu 
laid flown th} life lor us, and shall we rduso to give 
thee of our treasures, to carry ou thy work ot* love a 
nioug mankind ?' Forbid it heaven! Give then, Chris- 
tian, in proportion as you love the Church; and in pro- 
;)ortion as Christ and his Gospel are precious. Give, 
iccordiuff to thi? lovii vou ou2:hl to hoar towards Him 
who commands you to do goo<l. Give accordingly a'^

At night, Divine Service was performed by the Rev. Mr. Mott, ind 
a Sermon preached by the Rev. Mr. Elliott, from luiah, 65th chaptnv 
17th verse. 



Friday Morning, Mat 23* 

The Convention met pursuant to adjournment, and was opened witfi 
prayer by the Rev. Mr. Freeman. 

The Minutes of yesterday were read, and approved. 

Maurice Waddell, Esq. a Delegate from St James's Church* Wil- 
mington, appeared, and, on motion of Dr. A. J. De Rossett, was adnut- 
led a member of the Convention. 

George E. Badger, Esq. presented the certificate of del^ation froa 
Christ's Church, Raleigh, and the following named therein as Delegateii 
appeared and were admitted members of the Convention: Messrs. George 
E. Badger, Gavin Hoeg, and Leonidas Polk. 

The Right Rev. Bishop then read his Annual Address, as follows: 

My Brethren of this Convention: 

Through the Divine mercy and goodness, we ar«) permit- 
ted again to assemble in Council, for the advancement of the Redeem- 
er's Kingdom, in that portion of the Lord's vineyard more especially 
committed to our care and cultivation. It is a high and responsible 
trust my brethren, and will therefore, I hope, be entered upon with a 
corresponding sense of its importance, and its various duties fulfilled 
with an eye single to his glory, who hath distinguished us, by imparting 



the Revelation of the mystery of God in Christ, for the saWation of the 
human race, and by calling us to the glorious hope which springs from 
the full and Complete atonement of his most precious blood, and from 
the quickening power of His triumphant resurrection from the dead, who, 
*»by the grace of God, tasted death for every man." 

Encouraged by this ample and unrestricted provision of the love of 
God our Saviour, for a rebellious world | individuals and communities 
are warranted to put forth those exertions, and to forward those plans, 
and to enact those wise regulations, which experience, and a knowledge 
of the religious condition of those whom they represent, and of the com- 
munity in general, shew to be expedient, but otherwise, could only be 
considered as presumptuous intrusions into the operations of a system df 
supreme rule, connected with moral obligation, yet incomprehensible by 
the faculties of the creatures, who are its subjects — irreconcileable with 
endeavor at spiritual improvement— and therefore to be passively sub* 
mitted to, as the act ot uncontroulable power — with the heart-sinking 
^asorance, nevertheless, that its consequences involve the happiness or 
the misery of eternity, to every child of Adam. But as we ^*have not 
80 learned Christ," I trust, my Brethren, we can proceed to fulfil the 
duties of this annual assemblage with a cheerful confidence, that the 
blessing of God Almiehty will give efiect to our sincere endeavors to 
promote his glory, by disseminating the knowledge of his revealed will, 
to all within our reach, and by enforcing the obligations of his pure and 
undefiled Religion upon a race of fallen, but redeemed sinners. 

That yon may with the greater readiness and despatch, perform what 
is tbas required of you, it is made my duty to lay before you such a view 
of the state of the Church in this Diocess, as my annual visit to its dif- 
ferent congregations enables me to present, together with such other 
iDbrmation as may assist your endeavours to promote its peace and 
prosperity. This I shall now proceed to communicate* avoiding the 
minute detail heretofore used, as tending needlessly to swell the Jour- 
iialf and increase the expense of printing. 

My coarse of visits for the summer commenced on the 10th of July, 
and enbraced the congregations of Calvary Church, Wadesborough, St. 
Like's Churchy Salisbury, Christ's Church, Rowan, and St. Andrew's 
Chvrcht Bnrke county, with the members of each of which congregations 
I ranainad firom four to five days, in every case including Sunday, per- 
fomins; die usual public services, and mixing therewith such private 
admoDitioD and exhortation, as the communication of their spiritual con- 
dition called for. The holy communion was reeularly administered on 
each Lord's Day; and I have reason to be satisfied with the devout de- 
portment of^ the communicants, and with the general attention of the 
members toVte services of the Church. In each congregation I was as- 
sbted by their respective Pastors; and at St. Andrew's, by the addi- 
tional services of the Rev. Mr. Wriglit, who accompanied me on that 
part of my tonr of duty. 

^ In the estimate I have been enabled to make from personal observa- 
tion, of the religious condition of this section of the Diocess, there is 
reason to be thankful, that nothing has been observed or communicated, 
calculated to impair confidence in the sincerity of their Christian pro- 
fessioni who are recognized as communicants of the Church. But there 
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it equal groond to regret^ tint with a few brijAt ezcmtiODSy thatgriwik 
in grace« and adTancement in the Christian me, whicn la the moat aalii- 
factory evidence of a true faith, is not as TtsiUe aiMHi|^tiieni as n^gbt 
reasooablj be expected. Nor would it be safe to state^ that any saie- 
rial improvement in this reqiect has taken placet ^ce mj last ananal 
visit 

Among the friends and snpporters of tiie Church, who are net com- 
mnnicants, I have been gratined to perceive an increased attention ts 
the sabject of religion^ manifested by a more constant and serioas at- 
tendance opon the services of the Church, and bjinqniries in convwrn- 
tion, which shew that the thoughts are so occopied with die subject^ n 
to pve the promise, through Gm's gracious blessing, of ttieir entire sir 
render of themselves to the influence of divine arace. 

With the usual services at Christ's Church, Rowan, was connectsd, 
on this visit, the consecration of the new building erected hy tte cen- 
grmtion for the service of Almighty God, as an Episcopal Church, 
which was duly performed on Sunday the 29th July, in the presence o 
a large concourse of people, the customaij deed being executed by tte 
members of the Vestry on the day previous. In the performance of 
this office, I was assisted by the Kev. Mr. Miller, and the Rev. Mr. 
Green, in addition to the regular Pastor of the Congregatfooy the Sen 
Mr. Wright. The building is of framed work— 60 feet by 40^— daiBi 
but convenient, and adds much to the comfort of this large bodj of wor- 
shippers, the second, in number of communicants, in the Wocesa, 

In the course of this visitation, I have baptised two adults, and five 
infants— confirmed eight persons— consecrated one ChurdH-administw* 
ed the Lord's Supper to one hundred and thirty-six commanicasts, ia- 



eluding those yet to be mentioned — and catechised the children belomr- 
ing to the congregations of Calvary and Christ's Church, who did enSt 
to their instructors. 

During my progress from one appointment to the next, and on mj 
return home, I have officiated thrice. First, at Capt Mills's, in Iredeii 
county, where I preached and administered the hoiy communion to 16 
persons, assisted by the Rev. Mr. Miller. This appointment was for 
the accommodation of Mrs. Mills, whose infirmities aisable her fram at- 
tending at Christ's Church, the distance being too great Next, Mt a 
School House near the head of the Yadkin River, in the neighborhood of 
Col. Davenport and Gen. Lenoir, in the county of Wilkes, where the 
service was performed by the Rev. Mr. Wright, and a Sermon preached 
by myself to a small but attentive collection of the neighborina; people. 
And again, at a Meeting House in the vicinity of Mocksviik, uf Rowan 
countv, where divine service was a^n performed by .th.r Rer. Mr. 
W^ght, and I preached to an attentive, tnough not nfam?kotts, congre- 
gation. 

Having here taken leave of the Rev. Mr. Wrisht, who was obliged 
to return to his charge in Salisbury, I embraced the opportunity, which 
the short distance from the place rendered favorable, to visit the sister 
Church of the Moravian Brethren, at Salem. To diis I was induced by 
the desire to obtain information, from personal observation,' and by the 
wish to manifest that rejprd for a body of Christian confessors, Epuco- 
pally derived and constituted, which Brethren of the same Family owe 
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to each other. These motives were frankly stated to their chief Pastor^ 
Bishop Benaide, with the Presbyters and Deacons present, and the wish 
expressed, that as we were the only Episcopal Protestant Churches in 
the State, indeed in the United States, such Christian intercourse might 
be established between us, as was calculated to extend Christian fellow- 
ship, and every way consistent with independence, as distinct Ecclesi- 
astical Bodies. This declaration was favorably received by the Bishop 
and his Clergy, and every attention shewed me, consistent with the ex- 
tra services of a centenary commemoration of some remarkable event in 
their history. 

1 was much pleased with the neatness, simplicity, and uniformity of 
attire, and with the order and tlecorum, extending even to the children, 
which was exhibited by a very large congregation, and with which all 
the services were conducted; most favourably impressed with the fer- 
vent solemnity of manner and animated fluency oi address, which mark- 
ed the delivery of the Bihhop's sermon on the occasion; and I have only 
to regret, that my i^ijnorauce of the German language, precluded the edi- 
fication which, I doubt not, it contained. At the conclusion of the night 
service, we took leave of each other, with expressions of Christian re- 
gard, and with the desire on my part, of a more intimate acquaintance 
as Christian brethren. 

My attention was next directed to the Northern border of the Dio- 
cess, comprising the congregations of Emmanuel Church, WarrentoUf 
^t. John's Church, Wilhamsborough, and of the Chapel, built by Mr. 
Cameron, in the eastern part of Orann;e county. I accordingly left 
Raleigh the last week in September, and to these congregations, and to 
as many of the individual members as my time would permit, the cus- 
tomary services were performed, the sacraments administered^ and 
Christian counsel and exhortation supplied. 

The public ordinances were as well attended as on former occasions; 
and in the Warrcnton con^re^tion, the administration of the Lord's 
Sapper was rendered peculiarly affecting, by the circumstance, that the 
appointment was requested at this particular time, to meet the desire of 
the most numerous and influential famdy belonging to the Church in 
that place, for the last time, to unite with their orethren in that Holy 
OlrriiDance, previous to their removal to the western country. 
* The consecration, also, of the new Chapel in Orange county, above 
mentioned, of which notice was given, served to draw out a larger col- 
lection of people than would otherwise have attended. The necessary 
deeds, therefore, being previously executed, the building, now neatly 
finished, was ^uly consecrated to the Service of Almighty God, for the 
vse of the i)Ki«nibi»rs of the Protestant Episcopal Church, by the name of 
Salera Chape), on Sunday the 7th day of October last On this occa- 
sion, 1 was assisted by the Rev. Mr. Wright of Salisbury, and by the 
ReT; Mr. Green, the t'astor of the Congregation. 

As respects the religious improvement o' the congregations, and the 
increase of the Church, in this quarter of the Diocess, but little that is 
favorable can be presented to your notice. In Warrenton and in Wil- 
liamsboroQgh, thej have been deprived of regular services, since the 
decease of their former Pastor in October 1826. And though the few 
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vnembtrs tbat are pew left {in "Warrentoa eotirdy fenutet) cimtJVM 
iiith^l, md anthtken in their attachment to the Chnrch, flier feel that 
their h«»e of being apio anpplied with the ordinasoea of God'a hooie, 
ia far^&tentt if not entirelj cat oSi and have learnt to apply to tbe»- 
selTca the lamentation of the Pro|ihet over Jemsalem* that *^ the daa^- 
ter of Zion ia left aa a cottage in a vineyard, as a lo^ in a garden ef 

• cvcvmbera*" 

In the congregation at WOliamtboroag^ the proapect ia not ao dadc 
There ia more a^i^Vf and with the ability, more diapontieii to make the 
effort to aapport aCIergyman, either singly, or in connection with ano- 
ther congregation; bat tneir endeavors to procure one, have hitherta 
proved vnaaccessfU. 

At Salem Chapel, the aervices are sup|Aied once a month, Irr the Bar. 
Mr. Ch«en, to a snudi congregation, consisting chiefljrof Mr.Cameroa'i 
own family; to the coloared portion of which, which is veiy nnmeroMf 
he is laadaUy desiroas to impart the knowledge and inlnenee of divraa 
tnith, and for that pnrpoae, be gives them the privilege of receiving in- 
atnction from the Rev. Mr. Green, adapted to their capacity, on tht 
Baturday previoos to the rMilar day of his attendance for poblic worship. 

Daring this visitation 1 have baptised one adult, adminiatered ths 
Lord's Supper to 68 communicants, consecrated one place df public 
worshbi and examined the children of Mr. Cameron's family, on aisr- 
tioD of Scripture given them as an exercise by their Teacher, on which 
they acquitted themaelvea much to my satisfaction^ 

The aeaaon havingarrived, when the resolution of the last Conven- 
tion, relative to the fipiscopal Fond, could be carried into eflSect, aad 
the neceaaary arrancements being made with Mr. Hawks, the A|;ent cC 
the Convention, ana notices forwarded to the different congregations, i 
left Raleigh on the Slst October, and visited in succession the coagie- 
ntions in Fayetteville, WilmiDgton, Newbern, Greenville, Trinitv 
Chapel, Washin^on, Bath, .St. John's, Durham's Creek, Edenton, aaci 
Elizabeth City; in all of which the usual services were performed, with 
the assistance of the respective Pastors, and« after his Ordination, which 
took place in Christ's CWch,Newbern, on Sunday the 18th of Novem* 
her, with that of the Sev. Mr. Hawks. 

^ My private interconrse with the members of these different congre^;!' 
tions, during this visitation, confirms very &vorably the impressMm 
made by their devout and orderly attendance on the public ordinances^ 
of their attachment to the Church, and of die influence of those pore 
and practical idoctrines, which are exhibited in her different devotional 
ofiBces, and inculcated from her pulpits. This influence, 1 have reason 
to believe, is advancing, if not rapidly, yet surely, in this section of the 
Dioeess, where predilection for the Church of their fatKei^ though de- 
cayed, and dormant, from obvious causes, is not extinguished. And 
though some of the particular congregations remain nearly stationary ia 
point of numbers, others, and those the more recent ones, present a gra- 
dual increase. This increase is derived, under the divine bIfMSsing, from 
extended knowledge and consideration of what the Church really ia in- 
tended to subserve in the economy of grace, by the express appointment 
of Almighty God; it therefore presents encouragement io persevere ia 



apreiding tlie knuwlcilge of oar primitive utd distiDctive dactriuM lod. 
pnnciples more widelj among the people. 

The cominunicint» maintain, without known re[»Dacli, their professed 
»gbjection to the gospel; and in their visible deportment I have chieflj 
to desire, and I do desire it moat vehementlj, and inculcate it most 
earnestly, that a more decided separMion from the fashionable vanitiea 
and unprofitable eitra vacancies nithe n on -professing part of the com- 
munitf, should mark their own deportment, and that of their families. 
This, I am grieved to say it, yet in faithfulness 1 must say it, ia matter 
(rf just reproach to us, especially in our commercial towns; and operates 
with great effect against us, not only tn general opinioB, but in actaallj 
undermining religious principle, and ia ultimately conaigning those, 
who thus strive to serve two masters, to the miserable delusion^ of *'tbe 
Ibrro of Godliness, without the power thereof." From these con>ider«- 
tions, and from their personal attachment to myself, (certainly a yerj 
inferior, yet an allowable motive,) of which, during this entire visitation, 
1 have received proofs which put my gratilude and devotion to their 
best interests to the blush — 1 would fondly hope, that this truly unscrip- 
tnral, oppressive, and every way ruinous accommodation with what we 
have all solemnly renounced, will be put away from us, as a peopio pro- 
fessin); Godliness, and thereby deliver ourselves from a senseless and 
sinful thraldom to a tyrant custom— which brings leanness and death 
upon th« soul, disease upon the body, poverty upon the circnmstaDces, 
and crime upon the community. 

At Trinity Chapel, Beaufort county, application beiog made for the. 
consecration of the building, as the best mode, in the* a|»nion of the 
vestry, to put a stop to the eSbrts of other denominations to have it 
thrown open for their accommodation'— and the necessary deeds being. 
encuted— that service wss performed, with the assistance of the Rev. 
Mr. rr«eman, of St Peter's Church, Washington, and the Chapel so- 
iMtnly coDMcrated to the service of Almi^ly Ood, as an Bpiscopal 
House of Woraliip, on Thursday the S2d of November. 

At Elizabeth City also, the new Church erected in that place beisc so 
I far finished as to accommodate the congregation, advantage was taken 
\a( this opportunity, to dedicate it to its proper use. The cnstomary 
deed therefore being duly executed, the consecration uf this neat aaa 
lEommediouB building to the service of Almij;hty God, as an Episcopal 
i Church, by the name of Christ's Church, Elizabeth City, waa regularly 
Lperfi)rnwd on Sundav the 9th of December; in which service I was as- 
[tSisted by the Rev. Mr. Avery, the Rev. Mr. Wiley, the Pastor of the 
tCborch, and the Rev. Mr. Hawks. The consecration of a Church being 
l-an unusual tKing, uUracted a larger number of people than the building 
~ "" ~ IStaiui and connected as it was, with the ordination of the Rer. 
' b, who was on that day admitted to the holy order of Dea- 
mtcd a very impressive spectacle to those who witnessed it 
■ placeg where we have as yet no fixed congregations, bat 
le officiated heretofore, and during this visitation, very con- 
uouragenien t is presented to our labors. Along the northern 
Dioeess, from Bdenton westward, we hare many friends, the 
Hits of Episcopal families, who would hail with gladness the 
^c Church, ivhere, in former days, tliere were flourishing 
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SalUbur)r, and Christ's Church, Rowan, io continue the stipulated sala- 
ry to their Pastor, under the present pecuniary pressuroii which threat- 
ened the loss of his valuable services to them, and to the Diocess. This 
difficulty, however, was happily surmounted for the present, by a new 
arrangement of the moile of contribution, and by most praiseworthy self 
denial on the part of the Rev. Mr. Wright, their Pastor. On this al- 
ways delicate subject to a clergyman, the respective Vestries listened 
to my representations with attention; and the hope is entertained, tliat 
a more close consideration of the serious detriment it will be to all their 
prospects of religious advancement, and the complete sacrifice it will 
occasion of the sums expended in erecting their respective places of 
u'orshipr (that in Salisbury being a spacious and handsome brick build- 
ing, then covered in, and now nearly finished,) together with a more 
correct and enlarged view of the bounden duiy of all Christian people, 
to provide for the support of religion through Its Ministers, will keep 
the two congregations united, and their present Pastor occupied with, 
4ind useful and comfortable in his present charge. 

Of the congregations which were not visitea in the Summer, that of 
St. Matthew's Church, Hillsborough, presents a favorable aspect^ from 
additions made to the number of communicants on the present visit, 
and in the promise of future increase, from the pains taken in training 
the younger members of the Church in the way they should go. While 
that of St. Marv's Chapel, in the vicinity, presents a striking lesson of 
the injury which is sure to follow the neglect of this duty; the younger 
branches of the old and most established Episcopal families, having wan- 
dered off into other folds, or declined altogether from the profession and 
practice ot religion, have left that congregation little more than the 
name. The services, nevertheless, are regularly performed there once 
a month to the few who remain, but, as I am given to understand^ with- 
out much prospect of increase. 

The remote situation of St. Paul's Chapel, Milton, from any other 
Kpiscopal congregation — their real inability to support a Clergyman, and 
the consequent privation of any but occasional services, under which 
they labour, have not hitherto been able to shake their attachment to 
the Church. This, with the affectionate regard manifested towards my- 
self, makes that little Hock the object of much, though as yet of una- 
vailing solicitude. The Rev. Mr. Green having the disposal of the fifth 
Sundays io the year, applies them to the edification of this congregation. 

Having thus laid before you, the course of my official labours during 
the past Conventional year, it remains that I notice such other particu- 
lare connected with the Diocess, as are considered necessary for this 
body to be informed of, to enable them to fulfil their duty to their con- 
stituents. 

The Ordinations during the year have been four— of the Rev. Mr. 
George W. Freeman, to the holy office of Priests, in Christ's Church, 
Newbern, on Sunday the 20th May, during the sitting of the Conven- 
tion. Of the Rev. Mr. James H. Otey, also to the holy order of Priests, 
on Sunday the 17th June, in St. Matthew's Church, Hillsborough, on 
testimonials from Christ's Church, Nashville, in the State of Tennes- 
see, which were approved by the Standing Committee of this Diocess, 
and on a title from the said congregation, in compliance with the ISth 
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Ctnon of the Genend ConTeiitioii. Of Mr. Pnmcii L. IlMrktp a 
didate for orders b this Dioceeit who wis idmitted to the hd j order d 
Deaconsv in Christ's Church, Newbem, oa Sanday the 18th Noresbsr. 
Of Mr. Janris B. Boxton, also a candidate for Oraera in thia DioccsSi 
who was admitted to the holr order of DesconSy in Christ'a Chords 
Elizabeth City, on Sunday the 9th December. 

The four following buildings ha^e been consecrated to the serfico iF 
Almighty God, the Uiree first of which are newly erected, vix: ChrisA 
Church, Rowan; Christ's Church, Elizabeth City; Salem Chapel, Omi^ 
and Trinity Chapel, Beaufort County. 

The following Cleigymen have removed from the Diocese, fisr naBSM 
approved of bj me. 

The Rev. Mr. Henry M. Mason, to the Diocess of Connectiont Ths 
Rev. Mr. Adam Empie, to the Diocess of Virnnia^— being called to thi 
Presidency of the College of William and Mary in that State. Tk 
Rev. Richard S. Mason, to the Diocess of Pennsylvania. And the Bevt 
Mr. Francis L. Hawks to the Diocess of Connecticut. 

The Rev. Thomas S. W. Mott has removed into the Diooess, with 
letters dimissory from the Bishop of the Eastern Diocess, the Rt Rev. 
Aleiander Y. Griswold, D. D., and is now in chai|;e of St Jamca'i 
Church, Wilmin^n. 

Ttie Rev. Philip B. Wiley has removed from his charge of Chiisff 
Church, Elizabeth City, to that of St John's Church, Fayetteville. 

The Rev. Jarvis B. Buxton has accepted the charge resigned l^ lbs 
Rev. Mr. Wiley, and I have found it necessair to resin tne charas of 
Christ's Church, Ralei^, and to accept that <^ St John's Church, wft- 
liamsborough. There is consequently but one additional vacancy fs 
those previously existing, viz; the congre«tion of Christ's Chnrch,New- 
bem, which it is hoped the zeal and abinty of that people will speedily 
i^upply. And I have the satisfaction to be informed, that the congregs- 
liun in Raleigh have already secure<l the services of a Clergyman. 

On the removal of the Rev. Henry M. Mason from St. John's Charch, 
Fayetteville, I commissioned Mr. Robert Strange, Mr. John W. Wri^t, 
and Mr. Charles T. Haigh, to act as Lay Readers therein, on the re- 
quest of the congregation. And on the removal of the Rev. Mr. Empie 
from St. James's Church, Wilmington, Dr. A. J. De Rossett, Mr. Jaa 
S. Green, and Mr. William C. Lord, were in like manner appointed ts 
that office, by request of the congregation. 

There is but one candidate for orders, at present in the Diocess. 

With respect to those subjects in which this Diocess is interested ia 
common witii all the others, there occurs to my recollection but one, 
which requires to be noticed. That is, the propositions submitted \ij 
the General Convention to the several State Conventions, on thesufaged 
of the Liturgy. These were laid before the last Convention, and printed 
with the Journal, for general information; with the understanding, thu 
the proper time for the discussion of the question, would be the Con* 
vention of 1829. This, I still think, will be the proper course; and 
the subject is now brought forward, in order to guard against the pesii- 
ble inadvertence of determining upon all the propositions by the view 
taken of any one of them;— a case considers very possible, from the 
preponderance, in general estimation, of the discretion proposed to be 
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allowed in the use of the prescribed form of Morning and Evening Praj- 
cr. I woald therefore take leave, in this waj, to remind this body, and 
throagfa them the members of the Church, that there are three distinct 
propositions submitted. One is the discretion above mentioned— ano- 
ther is, a similar discretion, as to the use of the proposed substitute for 
the existing preface, and first Collect, in the office of Confirmation—- 
and the third is, the amendment of the phraseolc^ of the Rubric at the 
end of the Communion office, so as to remove alleged ambiguity, and 
thereby enforce the regular performance of the ante-Communion ser- 
vice. As either of these propositions may be adopted or rejected, inde< 
pendent of the others, they should therefore be considered and acted 
upon, according to the views entertained of their several effects upon 
the welfare of tlie Church. And as the alarm has already been sound- 
ed, in an anonymous publication, that the proposed substitutes in the 
office of Confirmation, cover the design *Ho impose new doctrines upon 
the Church, and heavy burthens on the consciences of her members,'- 
it behoves us to give the subject the most serious investigation. ^^ he- 
ther the consequences denounced, do really flow from the source to 
which they are attributed, may very justly be questioned, but there 
ought to be no question as to the intention of the Riglit Reverend pro- 
poser. Though myself opposed, from the beginning, to all the proposi- 
tions but the last, and aware, from experience, that the principle of con- 
ciliation, an which the whole proceeding was constructed, was hopeless 
rn effect; and warning my brethren who were in favor of it, that it would 
minister occasion for contention, rather than for agreement, I yet feel 
constrained to declare my full conviction, that no other motive was pre- 
sent, than a sincere desire to accommodate— to promote peace and nar- 
niony within, and remove objection without, the pale of the Church. 
Ijet them be considered, then, on their merits as affecting the welfare of 
the Church, neither deluded or deterred by the ebullitions of that bale- 
ful party spirit, which throws so deep a gloom over the otherwise happy 
condition, and favorable prospects, of the general Church. 

The sudden and violent death of Dr. Kemp, the late Bishop of Mary- 
land, by the overturning of a stage coach, may not, perhaps, be consi- 
dered of such general interest, as to call for formal notice from me. 
Tet io the removal of a tried and faithful guardian of the rights and in- 
terests of the Church, and an able defender of her pure and primitive 
principlest all Churchmen must feel so much interest, I presume, as to 

Ermit the regard entertained for his public and private worth, by a 
end and brother, to be in this manner recorded. 

It now remains to suggest to your consideration, such measures as I 
tWiik are called for, by the present circumstances and future interests 
•f the Diocess. 

Judging it of importance, that the deeds of dedication and surrender, 
OB which the J^^^opal places of worship in this Diocess have been con- 
secrated to tiicT >articular use, should be carefully preserved, I would 
propose to this fcwnvention to provide for their safe keeping. At pre- 
•jMntythey are left, I believe, in the hands of the persons who have made 
the conveyance, or with the Clergyman, and are thus in danger of being 
'lost, or ot being diverted from their proper use, as evidences of title. 
The Secretary of the Convention, coulu we have a permanent one, not 
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a member of thU body, would be the proper depository of all oor recoife 
I therefore submit the propriety of endeavoring to make such an arrai^ 
ment. 

From the exhibition of the state of the Diocess, there is abondast 
cause, I think, for an increased sense of gratitude and thankfulness t» 
Almighty God, for the continuance of so much of his favor to our unwo^ 
thiness; for it must also be evident, that notwithstandiDg the gradttl 
increase of our places of public worship, and of the professing meaben 
and communicants in the Church, there is not such an increase of Yitd 
piety, generally, as a sincere and earnest use of the means of srace, fir 
the space of another year, ought to manifest. This is what! long t» 
see, my dear brethren, what I labor to inculcate, and what I pray diit 
I may be favored with, as the hishest gratification, whether I be permit- 
ted to continue, or be removed from you. 

But 00 resolution of this body can produce this blessed effect; tfaourii 
all their councils should be directed to it as the end to be attained, it 
must be the fruit of individual resolution, in humble dependence on Di- 
vine grace, to amend our ways — and of sincere and prayerful endeavor, 
to **walk worthy of our high calling," '^considering the end of our faith, 
even the salvation of our souls." If we come short of this, it will be 
worse than in vain, that we have built and consecrated Churches, aod 
employed Ministers, and heard Sermons, and consulted for the advance- 
ment of our Zion, **making a fair show in the flesh." Advantages vd- 
improved, will the more deeply condemn us. 

Let mo therefore recommend, above all, the cultivation of persaoal 
religion, in a mote earnest study and meditation of the word of life— 4 
more frequent acquaintance with your closets, for private prayer^-^ 
deeper repentance, and truer amendment of the life, by self denial, and 
separation from the world. Be not afraid, my brethren, of being thou^t 
singular. The person who has not the courage to be singular, that is, 
to be separate from the deportment of the non-professing and ungodlj 
around liim, is not wortliy of Christ, and cannot obtain the unspeakable 
l>enefit of his precious blood shedding. As the world declines from God, 
and gives itself up more and more to the ruler of its darkness, no matter 
how decently this may be done — let not the Christian follow. Let him 
be still more singular, more separate, drawing nearer and nearer to God, 
wrapping himself up, in the love, and the power, and the mercy of God, 
in Christ Jesus, as the only safeguard against its alluring but destructive 
deceits. Thus shall ^Uhe work of faith be fulfilled witn power," *^nd 
the peace ot God, which passeth all understanding, shall keep yoar 
hearts and minds through Christ Jesus." 

In conclusion, permit me to u.dvert for a moment to the subject of the 
Episcopate. 

The liberality of the friends of the Church has put it in your power, 
within an assignable limit, to secure the support of your Bishop, inde- 
pendent of Parochial charge. This, in my judgment, and according to 
m^ experience, is indispensible to an effective superintendance of tiiis 
Diocess, small as it is in point of numbers — whatever may be the case 
in any other. 

Give me leave therefore to recommend, that your views be directed 
exclusively to the attainment of this object, by the annual accumulation 
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the proceeds of the fund, until it reaches sn amount, the interest of 
ich will be adequate to the independent and respectable support of 
ir Diocesan. 

^ith reopcct to myself— if I maj be allowed to allude to such a sub- 
t — mj wish is, tliat no regard for my personal accommodation may 
allowed to interfere with such an arrangement Indeed, a little re- 
tion will sliew, that nothing really efficient can now be done, with- 

throwing back whut 1 consider your main object, to a very remote 
tancc. Beforti the whole of (he new subscription will be available, 

probability is very strong that 1 shall be re.noved from you. Every 
r has given its wanitog to my decaying body — and this last the loud- 
I therefore think and speak upun the subject, apart from any inte- 
i but that nl' the Diocess, and earnestly recommend, that you Rxyour 
sntion, rather on the ultimate, than on the immediate application of 

Fund. Some doubt may perhaps be entertained, as to the willing- 
s of the congregations to continue the assessment, when possessed of 
und producing an etjual amount.

The Sunday School of this congregEition has lately been remodelled 
tipon the plan recommended by the Committee of our Sunday Schoal 
Union, and their books and method of instruction have been adopted. 
The Rector of this Church hopes for much good from this School, as it 
is under the tuition of able and pious teachers, and as the books and 
system of instruction are now altogether such as we have long wished 
them to be.

Since tiie last report of the late lamented Rector, two have died, six 
have removed, and ten have been added to the communion. 

The Sunday School attached to this congregation is in a prosperous 
condition. It is diligently and perseveringly conducted by a competent 
nnmber of Superintendents and Teachers, and contains 56 scholars, 
about two-thirds of which are examined and catechised by the Rector, 
twice a month. A Sunday School Society, auxiliary to the **Protestant 
Episcopal Sunday School Union," having been lately instituted, the 
School is beginnmg to be furnished with the books published, and to l)e 
conducted on the plan recommended, by that Institution. 

In the early part of the last year, a very neat set of communion plate 
was presented to the Church by the female communicants; and more 
recently, the liberality of the Congregation has been manifested, in the 
purchase, at an expense of 2800, of a handsome and well-toned organ, 
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which is DOW, through the seal of several female amateurs, regulailf 
used in the senrices of the sanctuarj. 

A Workine Society for benevolent and relinous purposes has latelj 
been formed by a large number of the ladies of the congregation, which, 
judgins from the industry manifested in its operations, and the success 
which has thus far attended it, is likely to become available tor exten- 
sive usefulness. 

This congregation has not only made up the deficiency of the last 
year, but contributed its full quota of the present year's assessment for 
the Episcopal support and the contingent expenses of the Convention.

Connected with Sunday Schools, we have noticed, in most of the pa- 
rishes, classes for catechetical learning, for instruction in the Scriptures, 
in the evidences of Christianity, and in the doctrines and discipline of 
the Church,-— and we hail them as further evidences that our people are 
awakening te a proper sense of what they owe to (rod, to themselves, 
jmd to that Church which has received them within her pale. 

In noticing the various institutions which hold out the promise of good 
to the Church, we cannot omit to mention those female associations of 
industry, which, in many of our congregations, are labouring with their 
own hands to build up the cause of God. It appears from several of the 
Parochial Reports, that much good has already been effected by them, 
and that the example of their industry, their close Christian intercourse, 
and their devotion to the welfare of the Church, independently on the 
proceeds of their labour, produces a most salutary effect upon each Con- 
gr^tion respectively. 

A review of the Bishop's Journal shews more and more plainly, the 
great want of missionary labour; but your Committee rejoice at the 
prospect now before them, of having this want at least measurably sup-- 
plied. 

An examination of the Parochial Reports, in connection with the Jour^ 
nal of the Bishop, presents the following result:

The number of Sunday Scholars and Communicants here stated, ia 
of course considerably less than the real number in the Diocess — owing 
to there being no Parochial Reports, for the past year, from two of our 
largest, and several of the smaller congregations. 

There have been four Ordinations since the last Convention; two 
having been admitted to the order of Priests, and two to that of Deacons. 

Four Clergymen have removed out of the Diocess; one has been* re- 
ceived, and another is engaged shortly to settle amongst us. 

There is but one Candidate tor Orders at this time. 

Four Churches have been consecrated, three of which have recently 
been erected. 

For further particulars, we refer the members of this Convention, and 
of the Diocess, to the Parochial Reports, and to the truly interesting 
Journal of the Bishop. 

On the subject of the propositions submitted by tlie last General Con- 
vention to the several State Conventions, your Committee concur with 
the Bishop in recommending, that they lay over for consideration until 
our next annual meeting. 

With regard to the proposed appointment of a permanent Secretary 
to the Convention, who snail not be a member of that body, your Com- 
mittee, after due deliberation, do not deem it expedient to recommend 
any alteration in the mode of electing a Secretary heretofore pursued. 

In conclusion, your Committee would observe, that owing to the re-

six hundred dollars per annum. 

rheir efforts to obtain this very necessary assistance have not, howe- 
, been abandoned. Through the different Clergymen who have re- 
ved from this Diocess to the North, application is yet making to ob- 
I it; and in order to obviate the objection, so generally, but in its 
;ree, so erroneously, entertained respecting our climate^-they are 
horised to stipulate for the removal of the Missionary, from the lower 
the upper country, before the commencement of what is considered 
sickly season. 

t is with much reluctance that the Board finds itself obliged to report 
entire failure of any benefit to the Church, from the services of the 
IT. O. V. Howell, who was employed as a Missionary for six months, 
:he counties of Edgecombe, Halifax, Martin, and Bertie, during the 
: year. From some cause, not satisfactorily ascertained, this Mis- 
lary left the section of country to which he was appointed, before 
expiration of the period for which he was engaged, without making 
' report of his labours. 

rhe Board of Managers are so fully aware of the importance of Mis- 
lary services to the advancement of the Church in this Diocess, that 
y deeply lament their want of success hitherto, and deplore that apa* 
to the necessities of this portion of the general Church, which turns 
eaf ear to all their offers and solicitations. But the Board deplores 
1 more deeply, the small prospect of relief to this want, which the 
cess itself presents, there being only one Candidate for Orders at. 
sent on the list. Over this, however, as the Board has no control, 
an only entreat, that the earnest prayers of the whole Church may 
idded to theirs — that the Lord of the Vineyard would be graciously 
ised to pour out upon us, such a spirit of zeal for the advancement 
lis kingaom, as shall raise up labourers for the harvest, from among 
selves,^-the Board being experimentally convinced, that native Mis- 
laries, and a native Clergy, are best calculated to give increase and 
nlity to the combined interests of religion and of the Church in this 
icess.

The Committee of Finance have taken into consideration the several 
matters committed to them, and beg leave to submit the following report: 

The accounts submitted to the present Convention by their Treasurer 
have been exaipined, and found to be correct. 

The increase and security of the fund for the support of the Episco- 
pate has en^raeed much of the attention of your Committee, and it seeoi 
to them, that little can be done for its increase, in addition to the met* 
sures heretofore adopted. By the Journal of the Bishop, however, it 
appears that his late mission did not extend to certain parts of the Dio- 
cess, but that his visit to them was unavoidably interrupted. Year 
Committee hope that subscriptions may be obtained from those parts ia 
aid of the Fund; they therefore recommend, that the Bishop, accompa- 
nied by some fit person to be appointed by the Convention, be requested, 
so soon as his health will permit, to proceed to complete his mission, by 
soliciting subscriptions from the friends of the Church to whom applia- 
tion has not yet been made. 

Your Committee further report, that they are of opinion that the as- 
sessments laid upon the congregations, to pay the salary of the Bishop, 
should be continued, and that the Fund for the permanent support of 



31 

the Episcopate should be allowed to accumnlate. Your Committee are 
of opioioDt that it is not advisable to vest the money of said Fand in the 
Sto€k of the local Banks; but that it would be more safe to lend the 
same out upon interest to individuals; and they recommend that the 
Treasurer be authorized to make loans upon bond with personal security. 

It appears to your Committee, that many of the old subscriptions 
were lost because the collection was entrusted to one Agent. To many 
of the subscribers he could not make personal application, and from se- 
veral of them, your Committee believe, nay men t never was requested. 
The consequence has been, that many of the subscriptions are now lost, 
by death, removal, and insolvency. To prevent farther loss, your Com- 
mittee recommend, that the Treasurer be authorized and required to 
appoint suitable Agents throughout the Diocess, to collect what now is, 
or nereafter may be due; and that he furnish the Agents, immediately, 
with a list of the subscriptions they are expected to collect. 

T(^e Committee have annexed to their report, an account of the pre- 
sent state of the Fund for the support of the Episcopate. 

They have also annexed the rate of assessment from the last yearns 
report, with a few slight alterations, which it was thought advisable to 
make. Ail of which is respectfully submitted.

"^ nieAns, it is true, are limiied, but Ihey are comparatiTely greater 
^ n tnir tierKons; the apathv and indlFerpnce of the more influential 
I nwmWr^ nSered pur Chore)) to slumber in long neglected silencei its 
•acred tciaplet niuintd as solitarf landmarks of bappiec diji, and thejr 
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deserted walls no longer re-eclioccl the glad tidings of salvation; their 
little flocks wandered into other shcepfoids; and the very existence of 
our Church seemed to sink into dissolution beneath the superior energy 
and exertions of other denominations. The s^loom which thus overspreacL 
our Church, seemed to discoura<;e every eflbrt to buijd up our Zion, 
until a few of our members in the different commercial towns, awaken- 
ed bj the propagation of doctrines of the Christian faith by persons of 
other denominations, felt the awful necessity of again making a public 
declaration of that faith which is promulgated by our holy Church. 
Much was done to revive her drooping spirits, and much more remains 
to be done. Thus rescued, by the assistance of Almighty Gml, from 
the depths of the wilderness, our little Zion bloomed like the rose. In- 
creasing in strength and numbers, our present much loved Bishop was 
called to preside over the interests and welfare of this interesting por- 
tion of God's Church. A number of years have witnessed the ardour* 
2ieal, and love, with which he has performed the sacred functions of his 
holy office. And now, towards the close of a life devoted to the service 
of his Master, it has pleased our heavenly Father, in his wise providence, 
to bring upon him the infirmities incident to mortality. Your Commit- 
tee heartily concur in any proposition which has for its tendency an al- 
leviation of his duties, and candidly believe that his visitations to the 
different congregations, comprising this Diocess* are so arduous and la- 
borious, as to demand a discharge from the performance of separate Pa- 
rochial duties. Your Committee are led to believe, and have been so 
informed, that our Bishop will be satisfied and contented with a salary 
of twelve hundred dollars. From the assessments made upon the dif- 
ferent congregations, a sum amounting to seven hundred and fifty dollars 
is raised, tnereby leaving only four hundred and fifty dollars tu be rais- 
ed otherwise, to constitute the proposed salary of our Bishop. Your 
Committee believe, and in making this statement they are confirmed in 
the same by their knowledge of the respective cons;regations which they 
have the honor in part to represent, that a disposition to effect the ob- 
ject herein proposed has long prevailed, and that increased exertions to 
carry it into effect are only wanting. Your Committee regret to say, 
that the system adopted in our Church, for the purpose of taking up 
subscriptions, does not meet with their approbation. Instead of being 
eflTecteci by some influential member of the congregation, it has invaria- 
bly devolved upon the Clergyman of the parish, who, dependent upon 
his congregation for his salary, has, combined with that fact, the unplea- 
sant duty of often soliciting their charity in support of the various reli- 
g'ous and charitable institutions and objects connected with our Church, 
xertion and energy are only wanting to effect the great and desirable. 
object herein proposed, and \t is confidently asserted and believed, that 
if a greater unity and unanimity of sentiment, opinion, and action, wero 
observed and maintained, with regard to this palpable defect in the 8e< 
cular concerns of our Church, the remedy might long since have been 
applied. Your Committee, in conclusion, would recommend, that somo 
one influential member of the Church, in each of the Congregations com- 
posing this Diocess, be authorized to receive subscripti<ins from tlu*. 
members of the same, in their respective parishes, for the space of fifteen 
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^earai as it ii believed tluit at the expiration of that time, fbe iBtereit 
of the moDey alr^y collected, with a moderate annual aaaeaament, 
will raise one thoasaad two hundred dollars. 

It is with h«irtHrendin|; feelings that this Committee imTe obserfcd 
the declining health "of him, whose usefulness and worth gives brig^ 
and cheerini^ promise of the extension of our Redeemer's kingdom, m 
the propatation of those jgwat religious truths, which are so beantifhlly 
iUustrateo and inculcateuin our faith. W^th a firm reliance upon die 
eoodness and divine will of him who presideth over the<deatiniee of man- 
kind, and ordereth all things for the best, we commit and commend te 
•his idmig^j protection, onr beloved Diocesan, with the humUe prajcfi 
that he maj long preserve his life for future usefulness, and at last as* 
ceive him into the blessed abodes of the faithful. 
All of which is respectfully sftbmitted.

The Right Rev. Bishop then read his annual Address to the Conven- 
tion, as foilowa: 

Mf Brethren of this Convention, 

. . Among the various subjects of general interest to the 
Church in this Diocess, which your own observation, the Episcopal Jour- 
nal, and the Parochial Renorts, present for particular consideratioD, 
aone seems more worthy of^ special notice, or more called for by exist- 
ing circumsUnoes, than the relation in which the Ministrv and the Mem- 
bers of the Church stand to each other, and the obligations thence mu- 
tually arising. 

From various causes, the difficulty of obtaining and retailing a suppl? 
of Clergymen for our fixed congregations, seems to be increasing. Thfs 
necessarily adds heavily to the many other anxieties which press upoo 
roe, and more especially when I look forward to the more than probaWe 
removal of more of our very limited number. Under so serious an ob- 
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stacle to the progress and prosperity of the Church in this Diocess^ tt\y 
thoughts have necessarily been much occupied in searchlnn; out the' 
cause* and in providing to counteract it; and I feel coDStrained by a 
sense of duty, deepened by my increasing bodily infirmitiesr (o present 
the result in this way, to the attention of'this body — in the hope that it 
may prove beneiicial, not only by conveying information, but by bring- 
ing this vital, but certainly much neglected subject, closer, both to the 
understanding and to the feelings of those interested^ than it can possi- 
bly be, while viewed with the iiidiflTerence and want of interest which 
eur population manifests. 

Religion in the abstract, and Revealed Religion with instituted means 
of grace, are things totally different from each other, my Brethren. 
Natural Religion, as it has been called, is a mere creature of tlie ima- 
gination, which never did, and which never could, exist in a fallen 
world, labouring under the palsy of spiritual death. In whatever de^ 
gree, therefore, we assume the gratuitous reasonings derived from either 
abstract or natural Religion, as the ground of duty and hope towards 
God, we depart from the only foundation, and prepare the way for infi- 
delity and indifference to triumph, under the guise of external morality. 
Nor are there wanting, in the judgment of him who addresses yo«, 
strong indications, from the actual condition of society in Christian 
lands in regard to revealed Religion, that some such deleterious princi- 
ple is in operation, indisposing the minds of men to give that close and 
earnest attention to the subject, which it most surely merits, as a spe- 
cial institution and appointment of the wisdom of Ciod^ and seducing 
them to rest satisfied with the hasty conclusions of indolent or ill direct- 
ed research, and to receive unquestioned, the comparatively modern 
inventions of men, as the faith once delivered to the saints. To correct 
this dangerous delusion, therefore — or, rather, to avert its pestiferous 
influence from the charge committed to my accountability, and to pre- 
pare the way for the particular subject of this address, the following 
preliminary remarks are submitted. 

To derive advantage from any institution of a moral and spiritual na- 
ture, it is evident that the institution must be understood and applied 
in the extent and integrity of its appointments. Hence, as Relipon i» 
the most commanding interest which moral beings can either reflect or 
act upon, it claims the roost serious i n vest igationy and the most diligent 
and unreserved application of its directions and precepts. To expect 
to reap the benefits which it is intended to confer, without resorting to 
the means appointed to that end, is to vacate Religion- as a reasonable 
service, and to reduce the first duty and the highest attainment of ac-^ 
countable man, to such an uncertainty as paralizes the one, and renders 
the other altogether fortuitous. A state of things, when considered in 
connection with moral condition, productive only of heartless disregardf 
or of wild enthusiasm. Like its almighty Author, Religion must be 
sought unto; for the happiness of a future state is proposed to maokindf 
not as the fate of their nature, but as the reward of their duty,^ faitbfiilly 
and religioursly performed. 

The same obvious and rational principle pervades whatever is con- 
nected with Religion as a practical duty. Hence, in the profision which 
the wisdom of God hath made^ that the ordinances of his pace for tfce 
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^Ivatiun of hiiiuera, hUall be ministered to their t'cllawft^by men of like 
jia^sions with themseUcs — the same I'uundatiou fur coulideuce and ai^bu- 
laiice is givcD, with that on which the lleligioo itself rests fur its obli- 
gation upon men, viz: the authority and appointment of Heaveu — ^'ITiai 
authority and desiu;nation to office,"^ which was originally cortiiletl to the 
world by signs and wonders and utiglity ivorks, by the power uf the Ho- 
ly Ghost, and is to be verified to the end of tiuiu tio oUicrwIde than by 
derivation from tins root. 

A89 therefore, no well informed and serious man will take his Hell- 
)(ion on a lower autiiority than from God, the reason ib equally strong, 
that he should require Irom those who undertake to admiuister its onli* 
nances to him, that their authority for so dning shall be derived from the 
same source. And as, in the one case, the ground of his belief, that 
his Religion is divine and true, rests on the proper testimony, that it 
came forth from God; so likewise in tiie other ca&c, the authoiity to act 
for God, in the external ap|}ointments of Relicrion, should firbt be ascer- 
tained by its proper testimony, before any rational confidence cau be 
derived, from participation of its ordinances, as means of grace. 

These appear to be principles which carry their truth and certaintr, 
and consequently their obligation to moral beings, so undeniably, in ttc 
very terms in which they are expressed, and are, moreover, so intimate- 
ly connected with the comfort and assurance of Religious cooditioit, 
that it may be conceived superfluous to present them to such a body «d 
that now before me. Yet when it is considered, that many equally'uu- 
deniable truths are assented to in terms, and forthwith laid aside-^iiiac 
many most concerning truths are rendered null and void, by tl)e iiJa- 
euce of ignorance, prejudice, and prepossession — that the efiect of popu- 
lar opinion, moulded into a particular form, can clothe error, and i)arti- 
cularly Religious error, wnth the properties of trutli — and, that the as 
yet loose and ill-considered views of many who call themselves Episco- 
palians, arc all interested to escape from this close scrutiny into Reli- 
gion as a revealed appointment of God, — I trust, that neither my inten- 
tion in presenting tliem, nor their own intrinsic importance, wilfbe mis- 
taken or overlooked, by those to whom I address myself; abd with 
whose comfort here, and hope hereafter, they are so closely allied. 
Moreover, when it is taken into consideration, that loose, indefinite, 
und mere general notions on so momentous a subject as salvation, ope- 
rate to produce indifference and disregard, as to the external appoint- 
ments of Religion, and to induce a supine acquiescence in whatever 
bears a resemblance to the Gospel, and is professed with a claim to su- 
perior sanctitv — and that this is, in truth, the prevalent state of the pub- 
lic mind, in the present day, — It is hoped, that what has been said, with 
ihe views about to be submitted on the subject of the Christian Minis- 
try, will neither be deemed superfluous, or out of season, iu the prescni 
circumstances of the Church in this Diocess. 

^ The Christian Ministry being an appointment of Almiorhty God, for 
^l»c benefit of redeemed man, the connection between the Pastor and his 
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exhortatioo, warning, reproof, correction, and example — and, as neces- 
sary, indeed indispensible, preliminaries, knowledge, experience, piety 
andf aathoritj. So very obvious is tliis, as iustiy to excite surprise, that 
the qualifications derived from education should come to be so lightly 
esteemed, and the importance of a lawful commission disregarded, by 
uuy who call themselves Christians. Vet it is the unhappy condition of 
much of Christendom, us well as of our own country, to labour under 
tlie delusion, that piety, however ignorant, with pretensions to tlicMin- 
istcral office destitute of all proof, indeed utterly incapable of any other 
])roof than the mere assertion of the party — are safe and allowable sub- 
stitutes fur such plain and necessary prerequisites, in whoever under- 
Uikcs to act between God and man, in the high concerns of salvation. 

.This office being spiritual in its nature, and concerned exclusively 
with spiritual tilings, must be derived from God, there being no other 
bource of spiritual communication and autiiority, to mankind, but God 
the Holy Ghost. Being derived from God, it must be the object of faith, 
ihat is, of firm and considered confidence, that it is thence derived. — 
And being the object of faith, it must be grounded on, and be in con- 
formity with, the revealed word of God; that being to men, the only 
ground and rule of faith, as to all spiritual things — God himself except- 
ed, who is necessarily prior to, and independent of, any communicatioa 
uf himself to created beings. 

Considered in this light, which is submitted as the just and scriptural 
view of the nature and object of the Christian Ministry, the high respon- 
hibility of the Pastoral office is evidenced, by its origin, its purpose, and 
by the sanctions wherewith it ia enforced. And as the responsibility of 
the office refers chiefly to you, my brethren of the Clergy, and its im- 
portance and use, refers in like manner to you, my brethren of tlie Lai- 
ty — I shall be guided by this distinction, iu what I propose to say on 
this subject. 

First, its origin. This beinn; divine, and the office to be no other- 
wise undertaken, than by the direct influence of God tlie Holy Ghost — 
imagination can ascend no higher, as respects either tiie responsibility 
or the dignity of the Christian Priesthood. As Anibassadors from Christy 
and acting in his stead, in the awful controversy between heaven and 
earth, occasioned by sin; as entrusted with tlie Ministry of rcconciliar 
tjon, and authorised to declare the conditions, and to administer the di- 
vinely instituted pledges of pardon and acceptance, to a world that lieth 
in rebellion and wickedness, your office, my Rev'd Brothers, is emi- 
nently one of unceasing labour, of constant watchfulness, of deep anxie- 
ty,and of unshaken fidelity, requiring that entire surrender of yourselves 
to this great work, and that abiding sense of the responsibility you are 
under, without which the expectation is vain, that it will be so exercised 
as to be profitable, either to yourselves or to others. But it is likewise 
an office, in which the most powerful motives to exertion are presented 
and supported by the brightest hopes, the most unfailing assurances; 
^nd energy and activity iu the performance of duty, are prompted and 
encouraged, by the highest considerations which an accountable being 
can contemplate. The balance, therefore, is held with an even hand, 
by the wisdom of God, in this appointment As your responsibility is 
^eaty so is your help mighty— as your labour is unceasing, so is your 
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wa^cs beyond all prk«— as yoor privationt are many, bo are jour c 
soliitions firm and stedfstt as his word, who hath promised to be r 
juu always, e»cn unto the end of the world. 

or the same divine character is the evidence, by which the iletigi 
lion of particular persons to this office and ministry by the Holy Gho«l. 
is certified ta men. The ministerial office being for the benefit of tbini 
persnns, in things pertaining to God, must, from the very nature of tliir 
office, be the subject matter of proper proof, that it is derived from him; 
otherwise that faith, "tvllhnut which it is impossible tn please (iod." 
ant) according; to which, the eflect of the ordinances of Religion, as di- 
vinely instituted means of grace, is expressly limited, must be wanting, 
and its place be supplied, either by the formality of customary assent, 
or by the enthused workings of an unbalanced mind, rushiog without 
discernment tii assumed assurance of spiritual benefit. lience, at the 
commencement of Christianity, miraculous gifts pointed out to an aslon- 
ished world, the particular persons to whom Christ had previously com- 
mitted the charge of eslalilishing and governing his Church- These 
were incnnlestible proofs of a divine commission — and it was to these 
that the Apostles referred the obligation of Jew and Gentile, to believe 
and embrace the Gospel . The first ministers of Christ went not forth, 
claiming to be sent of God. without credentials suitable to their high 
and holy ofiicc. The world was not reqtiired to bcliere them on their 
naked assertion that they were called of God, and sent to preach the 
Gospel. Nor is It now ret{uired to receive any, as Ministers of Christ, 
upon so uncertain a security us an unsupported and unpruvable ssscr. 
tion. Fur, as Christ's commission to teach and baptize the nations, nns 
oriapnally certified to the world by miraculous altesialion to hia Apos- 
tles personally; it is only as derived from tiiem, by a verifiable succei- 
sion, that a true and lawful Ministry is to be ascertained since miraclc» 
have ceased. And as the fact is equally certain to third persona, by 
tlic one tpstimony as by the otlier, the grounil of Christiati a^*urance i) 
neither changed or lessened, nor the obligation or the efficacy of Reli- 
i;i(iii<i ordinances impaired. And let it never be forgotten, my Rev'cl 
and Lay Brethren, that the revealed Religion of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
from its cijmmenc*-nieiit to its close, in all its appointmenta, in all its 
requirements, in all its attainments, and in all its hopes, is a reasonable 
service, resting upon divine faith, pervading its whole structure, (ti 
Ministry anil sacr.iments, then, as integral parts of the Religion, and 
without ivhicli it cannot be savingly administered, must forever lieriva 
their authority and efficacy from divine institution; and the assurance 
of faith prove a delusion, or a reality, according as it is built upon the 
foundation Christ huth laid, as exhibited to the world by his holy Apos* 
■fed and acted upon by the primitive Church, and recot^eil 



n the inspired Scriptures of our faith^-or, as it is assumed upon soote 
nvenlion of man, utterly devoid of that testimony to divine wigin and 
luthority, upon which alone, a rational being is presumed to rest th* 



^jieakable interests of eternal condition. 

To place the Ministerial ofiice. then, upon any other, or upon lower 
ground, than as ilorivcd from God, is at once to vacate the responsibili- 
ty of the office to him who holds it, and to defeat its use and efficacy It 
those for whose benefit it is instituted. For, if less than divine in its 
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origin, it is not perceived how any man can, with truth and understand- 
ing, saj, that he is moved by the Holy Ghost to undertake it. Or, 
where the only proper testimony to this its divine origin is wanting, how 
.any thing deserving the name of Christian assurance, can be derived to 
those whose spiritual condition is inseparably connected with the visible 
sacraments of the visible €hurcb of Christ. Nor need we be in the 
smallest degree afraid to assign the low and erroneous views as to the 
origin and proof of the Christian Ministry, which the divisions and sepa- 
rations among Christians have forced into currency, as one of the chief 
causes of the disregard of Religious ordinances, and indifference to, and 
disuse of, the instituted means of grace, and of the consequent decline of 
Tital Godliness, which casts so awful a shade over the otherwise happy 
condition of this favored country. 

But, my Rev'd Brothers, it is a part of the responsibility of your sa- 
cred office, to magnify that office — not only by adorning your divine 
commission as AmlMissadors of Christ, and Stewards of the mysteries of 
God, by a holy life, and by unwearied and faithful exertions for the ad- 
vancement of his kingdom, but by asserting its high derivation, and by 
demonstrating its inseparable connection with the revealed ho|>e of the 
Gospel. To DO silent on this fundamental subject to those of your 
charge, is to be unfaithful to them, and uniust to yourselves; while it 
serves to cherish the delusion in others, that because pretensions to 
Ministerial character, unsupported by verifiable succession from the A- 
postles of Christ, as the only root of unity in his visible Church, are un- 
•questioned, that therefore they may be relied on. We can look back, 
my Rev'd Brothers, on a wide and wasteful desolation of the fold of 
Christ, through remissness on this primary and fundamental subject. 
Let past experience, then, teach us to pursue a wiser course for the time 
to come. We can look forward to a most powerful host of prejudice 
and party arrayed against us; but let us not therefore be cast down. 
Truth must at last prevail over error — and by turning the public mind 
to a sounder judgment on the concerning subject of Religion, prepare 
the way for its final triumph over all opposition, and for that union 
among Christians, which forms the beauty and the strength of the Gospel. 

If we consider, in the second place, the purpose of the Christian Min- 
istry, the view here taken of its origin, and oi the proof by which it is 
verified, will, it is humbly conceived, be confirmed. Now this purpose 
is threefold. The first is, the communication of the discoveries of the 
Gospel to mankind, in order to recover them from the ruin and misery 
of sin, and from eternal death, as its wages. The second is, to transact 
tlie conditions of this recovery, by receiving the submission of penitent 
sinners, and by administering to such, the divinely instituted pledges of 
pardon and adoption into the family of God. The third is, to watch 
over the household of faith, thus gathered into one body; to provide for 
their instruction in righteousness, and to exercise the discipline of Christ, 
for the peace and edification of the Church. Now, to either of these 
purposes singly — and much more to all of them collectively, as the sum 
of Ministerial duty--^ divine commission and authority to act, is indis- 
pensable; and indispensable, too, prior to any performance of the duty. 
For, **How shall they preach, except they be sent?'* Or, who has any 
natural right to administer the sacraments of the Gospel? Or, who are 
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bound to submit themselves to discipline, where no lawfol authority Ia 
inflict censure is possessed? Above alU who will be found to regard 
the discipline of Christ, unless upon the firm persuasion, amounting to 
fixed faith, that to be justly cut off from the peace and privileges of his 
visible Church upon earth, is a virtual escision of such person from the 
Church of the First-born, which are written in Heaven. 

Evident as this must be to every reasonable mind, and confirmed as 
it is by the analogies of all social bodies, the subject presents itself with 
the highest interest to the consideration of believers, when viewed as the 
express appointment of tlie wisdom of God, in the structure of that Reli- 
gion whicn he hath revealed to fallen man for his salvation. In thit 
Religion, as established by its divine Author, the unity of the Cbarcb, 
and the assurance of faith, are inseparably connected with Christ's com- 
mission to preach and baptise the nations. But this commission was not 
*r\\en to the whole body of believers who embraced the Gospel during 
his personal Ministry — nor yet to his Church, properly so called; for 
the Church of Christ was not organized and set up in this world until 
the day of Pentecost. Christ's commission was given exclusively to the 
eleven^ who continued with him in his temptations, and with wfiom he 
continued for forty days after his resurrection, •'speaking to them of the 
things pertaining to tlic kin^om of God." It was to them, and to them 
only, that he said, '*As my Father hath sent me, even so send I vou." 
His passion being accomplished, the purchase of redemption completedf 
and a kingdom conquered from sin and death, then it was, that he con- 
ferred on the eleven, and on their successors to the end of the world, 
authority to plant and govern his Church. •'! appoint unto yon a king- 
dom, as my Father hath appointed unto me*- — **aIi power is'givea unto 
me in heaven and upon earth,*' said the Saviour — ^^Go ye therefore into 
all the world, and preach the Gospel to every creature. He that be- 
licvoth and is baptised shall be saved: — he that bclicveth not shall be 
damned." It was when his resurrection had demonstrated his triumph 
over death and hell, that he transferred his divine commission to his ele- 
ven Apostles; that he "breathed on them, and said unto them. Receive 
ye the Holy Ghost. Whosesoever sins ye remit, they are remitted untn 
them; and whosesoever sins ye retain, they are retained." And it wa* 
when his glorious ascension into heaven, had established his supreme 
dominion over a redeemed v/orld, that he poured out upon them the Ho- 
ly G4iost, to qualify them for their great work, and to certify to (he 
world, that they were messengers ofheaven, and the depositories of all 
lawful authority in the kingdom of God's dear Son. 

In like manner, the sanctions by which Ministerial duty is enforced, 
furnish a strong confirmation of the divine character of the Christian 
Priesthood, and of its vital importance to the hope of man, as derived 
from the Gospel of Christ. As **no man taketh this honor unto him- 
self, but he that is called of God, as was Aaron," the sanctions by which 
its duties are bound upon the conscience, arc all of a spiritual and eter- 
nal character. **My kingdom is not of this world," said our blessed 
Lord. This world, therefore, and the things that are in it, are equallr 
excluded from the motives to undertake office in the kingdom of Christ, 
and from tlie sanctions by which uflicial duty is enforced. Eternity 
alone can furnish the reward, or inflict the punishment, which await thft 
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faithroU or the unfaithful, steward of the mjsteries of God. As nothing 
uf a temporal nature enters into the derivation of the Christian Minis- 
trjr-— notning of worldly enjoyment or suffering is referred to, as the end 
to be kept in view. You watch for souls,. my RevM Brothers, and for 
souls you must give account, not with the loss or gain of worldly hon- 
ours, dignities, and emoluments, but with your own souls. There is no 
alternative — there is no escape from this condition, on which you hold 
and exercise your holy ofiSce. 

If, then, these things are so, and most surely believed among us— if 
they are confirmed by the standard of revealed truth, and by the stream 
of testimony in the Church, unbroken from the Apostles through a pe- 
riod of fifteen hundred years, and subsequently asserted and contended 
lor by the confessors, martyrs, and fathers of that Church, through which 
vre derive our succession — if they form the distinctive principles of our 
communion, and constitute the very foundation on which we can either 
claim or be recognised as a true branch of the one Catholic and Aposto- 
lic Church, in which we profess to believe-^— they surely form a part of 
that necessary edification which the Pastor owes to his flock, and with* 
out which, the expectation is vain, as woful experience proves to us, 
that they should continue stedfast, and be enablea to resist the various 
artifices now resorted to, to bring these fundamental principles into 
contempt, as illiberal and unchamable, as infringements upon Christian 
liberty, and unsupported by the word of God. 

These are daring assertions, and though totally unfounded, and de- 
monstrably opposed to the plainest principles of the doctrine of Christ, 
neverthdess, tne temerity and pertinacity with which they are announ* 
ced, have given them an influence over the ignorant and prejudiced, 
under the operation of whicii the ^acious purposes of an infallible Scrip- 
ture, a visible Church, and a divinely autnorised Ministry, in the salva- 
tion of sinners, are deprived of their appointed use, and the Tarious 
shades of infidelity are fast ripening those oitter fruits of irreligion and 
departure from God^ which shall complete the predicted apoatacy of thia 
latter day. 

Shall we, then, my Rev'd Brothers, become accessory to this moral 
death of the immortal souls around us, by withholding from the igno- 
rant, that instruction which they will no where else receive — and from 
the presumptuous, that warning without which their blood will be re- 
quired at our hands? May God forbid. Shall we sit with folded handa» 
and see the Church of our faith and of our affections, declining around 
us, under the influence of an infidel liberality, which claims the conces- 
sion, and brands as unchristian and uncharitable, the refusal to acknow- 
ledge the most opposite systems of faith, as equally the doctrine of 
Christ — the most forced and discordant interpretation! of Scripture, as 
equally the truth of God'i most holy word— «nd the multiplied and dis- 
^reeing divisions of professed Christianity, as equally true branches of 
the Church of Christ, equally entitled to the promises of God, and eqnal- 
ly safe for salvation— without an effort, in the fear of God, to arrtat so 
deadly a delusion? No, my fellow laborers in the vineyard of the Lord, 
far be such apathy and indifference to the interests of^^our Zion, firom 
our hearts and from our conduct. Let us, then, take tho sword of the 
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•ttirit, and tlie ttliieUl of raith, and eo forth axunat thia modeni Baa), U 
^ch so many of our Bonn and uar daughters have been sacrifk:t;|l. ThMs 
are strictly the weapons of our warfare, and they are mig^tT, ihrmifk 
Ood, to pull down the strong holds of Satan. Eapedally are they nigfqr 
to meet this particular error, in all its various shapes; for it u froM a 
broken and perverted Scripture only, that it derives any semblance d 

The relation in which this sscred office stands to the members of d» 
Church, comes .next to be considered. 

This has already been stated to be purely spiritual, and, as auch, tok 
of a more sacred character than the mere consent and ag;reemcnt of tki 
parties, to stand in this relation to each other, could poaaiblj give to it 
A connection, whose results are to be determined chiefly in another Ift^ 
and with which the peace and comfort of the present lite are YerycIss^ 
1v united, must undoubtedly carry alon^ with it, the higheat cliuBS H 
die serious consideration of every Christian people. ^ For it is not a csb> 
nection of choice or convenience merely, but one of indiapenaable as c w 
uty, witiiont which, the advantages of Religious conditioo can neither 
tie obtained or continued. 

' Viewed in this light, which is submitted as the just and scriptnisl 
view of the subject, the first obligation which this divine appointMt 
for the administration of the grace of the Gospel to men, iovolves, iii 
that men provide themselves with Ministers. No body c»f Chrisliia 
people caq continue to prosper in their Religious concerns, when depri- 
ved, for any length of time, of the services of the sanctuary. And ex- 
perience proves, that the most flourishing congregations quickly dediae 
firom the power of Religion, and dwincue into utter decay* under this 
privation. 

* The next obligation involved is, that the persons thus eniploycd t» 
minister to the spiritual wants of the people, be true and lawful Ifiaift- 
ters of Christ. And this obligation rests upon the same ground of rea- 
son and propriety, whereby all other agencies are held to be vdid or 
void, viz: power and authority from die principal to act in his bdttlf. 
As in temporal affairs, no qualifications fur any particular office, howe- 
ver great; no desire to do good, and promote the welfare of the commu- 
nity, however sincere; nor yet any willingness on the part of others, (o 
reap the benefit of such qualifications, can confer the right to aasosK 
office, and bind the State to recognise acts thus performeu— In like niaa- 
ner in things spiritual, no qoalihcations of natural or acquired abilitjr, 
however great; no piety, however ardent; no acknowledgment or solici- 
tation of others, however general, can authorise the assumption of office 
in the kingdom of Christ, or o;ive any reasonable ground of assurance, 
as to the beuefit to be derived from it; for the benefit or advantage tu 
third persons, is as inseparably tied to the authority to perform the act, 
in thinn Religious, as in the affairs of civil life. And just as certainly 
as confusion, disorder, and ultimate dissolution of the frame and par- 
pose of civil ^ernment, would follow the adoption of the principle! 
that the qualifications for, or the desire to fill, an office, authorised the 
aMumption thereof, and rendered the actings and doings of such ageaU 
obligatory unon the Sute, so sure it is, that the same disastrous coate^ 
<queoees will fellow the adoption of this principle in the administratiou 
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)f the Oospel. And so obvious is this principle to common sense, amf 
io clear the analogy bj which it is supported, that it may well exciter 
lome feeling stronger than surprise, that Christians, with the Bible io 
;heir hands, should ever have given countenance to so palpable a delu- 
sion; and in particular, that Episcopalians should so far have been blind- 
Mi by this deceit, as to allow their prime distinction as a Religions bo* 
Ij, to be undermined, unden^alued, and finally exploded, by its opera* 
ion. Yet that it exists among us, and is even contended fur by some^ 
o an extent which, if not arrested, must sink the Church into a sect, I 
lave such painful proof, as has made it my duty thus to notice it, in the- 
lumble hope, through the divine blessing, that a plain, though necessa- 
-ily brief statement of the origin and proof of Ministerial commission in 
;he Church of Christ, and of its close connection with the comfort and 
issurance of Christian hope, miglit establish the ttelieving, confirm the 
»i'avering,and recall to a better mind those who have been seduced into 
lentiments so liberal, as, in their legitimate consequences, to vacate the 
idpe of the Gospel, as a revelation trom God. 

And notwithstanding the numbers who assert these liberal novelties-— 
lotwithstanding the reproach which attends those who denounce them 
IS dans:erous and destructive errors — I should bo false to my solemn 
ronsecration vows, and to your eternal interests, my brethren of this 
[Convention, did 1 fail to assert, and to warn you, that the (j,ue8tion of 
ninisteral commission is a vital ouestion; that is, is a question of- the 
isaence of revealed Religion, ana fundamental to the hope of the GoS' 
)el. For, this hope cannot be separated from the sacraments of the vi* 
lible Church, any more than the sacraments can be separated from the 
ight to administer them, as things pertaining to God. If men can be 
laved without the sacraments of the Church of Christ, where they may 
>e had, wherefore were they ordained by Christ himself for perpetual 
)l)servance, and whence their acknowledged character as means ofgrace 
;o the souls of men? And if they are equally sacraments, and means of 
rrace, with and without the authority of Christ to administer them, 
tvherefore the institution of a visible Church, to l>e entered into, and 
continued in, no otherwise than by participation of the sacraments, right- 
y administered by men duly commissioned to act as stewards of the 
mysteries of God? These are questions which bring this subject home 
to the reason and to the conscience of ever;jr sincere and informed Chris- 
tian, and are calculated to fortify the less informed, against the plausi- 
3le, but unfounded, reasonings by which so many have been led away 
from the truth. 

Nor are there wanting other grounds, on which to shew the fallacjr of 
ill such innovations upon primitive truth and order. On the principle 
Here argued aeainst, aa unscriptural and dangerous to the tools ef men— - 
the unity of the Church; the fellowship of believers in one body, by the 
operation of one spirit; and the assurance of faith; all of them fanda* 
mental doctrines of Christ's Religion, are no longer blessed and com- 
fortable realities in Reliejoos condition, groundea on the divine charac- 
ter of the Church, the Ministry, and the Sacraments, as the chaiuiela of 
that Grace through which the heart has been renewed to God, tad the 
life recovered from atn to holiness; bot mere imaginations and aieiim|^> 
lions of such bene^ts^ grounded on ministrationt incapable of being ve- 
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rilleil ai tliviiu iiiid true, diiiI consecjueniW not t»be rdled oa, ia 
awful concern of the loss or aalvalion ul' tlie soul. 

Oa this liberal principle, inalcail of one body and uite spirit, one Lord, I 
one faith, one baptism, wliicli St. Paul asserts as the characteristic uf I 
Christ's Religion, lliere must be as mnny of each of theae, as there trc I 
existing division!) itn the fuitli and order of the Gospel. ' 

On this mo<l«i-n system of general comprehension, it is not perceitci! i 
possible to give any gimd reason why every man may n3t he his own 
priest, and iiiioister to himself in spiritual things, ror, if one illvisiDu 
from the body uf Christ is justifiable, why not one huntlred, or one hsa- 
dred million? If one man lias a right to take the Ministerial office unto 
himself, upon some impulse or persuasion of his own mind, why not ano- 
ther, why not every ntner, until the Church of Christ is scattered inlv 
tlic dust of individuality? Anil if men, rational beings, who have an 
eternity of misery or bliss bi-lbrc thein, on the specified conditions of 
the Gospel, were but as watchful as to the security of their title tu spi- 
ritual privileges, as ihey are to that by vrhich their temporal inleiesU ' 
are held, no placv woulcl have been found fur the entertainment of diis 
daD)(erous error. Nor would the sophistry wherewith it is attempted tv 
be defended in the present day, avail to continue the delusion, could 
Christians he roused to compare spiritual thin;^ with spiritual, to consi- 
der well the foundation nn which they are building for cternitv, and hf 
bringing their entire religious condition to the standard of retpdleil 
truth) thence be taught the important lesson, that as the faith arid order 
of the Gospel are equally from God, both must Lombine, to give aiSa- 
ranee to that hope, which the Lord Jesus Christ has purchased by tlia 
sacrifice of the Cross, for a world of sinners. 

A third obligation, erowing out of the Pastoral relation, is, that the 
members of the Church attend regularly on his minisl rations; that ^ey 
make him acquainted with their spiritual condition, anil crmsult freel) 
with him thereupon; that they hear with reverence, and judge with can- 
dor, his expositions of Christian doctrine, and hi^ admonitions and ex- 
hortations to holinesa of life; and that they practise diligently, the du- 
ties and obligations of Ciiristian profession. 

This is sn plain an obligation, or rather, class of obli^tions, and so 
indispensable to any reason or use in the Ministerial nfiice, that it may 
suffice merely to state it, with tliis single remark. Thus to improve the 
advanta»es of the eitcrnal ordinances of Christianity, is not only a Re- 
ligious obligation, but it is the only ground on which anv reasonable ei- 
iiectation can be entertained of edification and establishment tn the 
faith. St Paul speaks of a class of Christians, as abounding in the lat- 
ter day. "who will not endure sound doctrine, hut after their own lusts 
shall they heap to themselves leachers, having itching ears"— And he 
further informs us, what the certain consequence would be, "And they 
shall turn away their ears from the truth," says the Apostle, "and shad 
be turned unto fables." Now as observation confirms the truth of this 
prediction, so should it incline us to take heed to the warning, nothing 
being better established than the fact, that those persons who ar« so 
very liberal, or so fond of variety, as to attend the services of all deno- 
minations, do rarely or never, themselves, make any pi-ofeuion of Reli- 
gion, or manifest any other sense of its importance, than by thus ran- 
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u'tug aUout to hear preaching, at it it called^ and contequentiyi they ar^ 
*'ever learning, and never aUe to come to the knowledge of the troth,'' 
aa the same inspired Apostle testifies. 

A fourth obligation of the Pastoral relation, is the decent and com- 
fortable support of their Minister, in a suitable and certain provision 
for the temporal wants of himself and his family. 

This, also, is so plain an obligation, and enforced by such express 
warrant of God's word, that the simple mention of it might be sufficient, 
were it not that a growing indifference as to this dut7t>egins to manifest 
itself, and suggests the fear, that our Clergy may be driven away, by 
absolute inability to provide for their necessary wants, from their salaries. 

That tiiis is in some degree to be attributed to tho present pecuniary 
pressure upon all classes of the community, I have no doubt; nor would 
I contend for any exemption of the Clergy, from the operation of those 
vicissitudes to which all human aftairs are liable. In times of public 
distress, they ought to submit to the privations which are forced upon 
all; and I can answer for my ReV'd Brothers of this Diocess, that tney 
will do it cheerfully. But where the remuneration promif^ed is far be- 
low a reasonable compensation for their services, and afiords at the best, 
but a subsistence, it ought not to be curtailed but on the roost evident 
necessity; and Christian parents need not surely to be told, that a Cler- 
gyman icels the same anxieties for his growing family, that others do — 
or that, as Iiis family increases and grows up, nis expenses unavoidably 
also increase. Abo/e all, it ought sacredly to be borne in mind, that 
what is contributed to the support of Religion, ought not to be the first* 
and never the sole retrenchment of expenditure among Christians. 

This is a delicate subject, my Brethren of the Laity, botli to yeo and 
to me, and therefore 1 forbear to extend it. But if it is taken into se- 
rious consideration, upon Christian principles, what I have said will 
suilicc to produce a change in this respect, creditable at once to your- 
selves as Ciiristians, and i*ncouraging to your Ministers— net because of 
the gain, but becauBc it will manifest a more earnest and lively sense of 
the importance of Religion, and of your attachment to the Church, which 
otherwise may, and will, be justly anestioned. Nothing, my brcthrer^ 
marks a dead and decaying state oi Religious profession more surely^ 
than backwardness and indifiercnce to provide lor the regular services 
of the sanctuary. 

Permit me, lio never, to observe— -what I think is loudly called for by 
the present pressure upon our ecclesiastical and civil condition, that you 
owe it to the community, both as Christians and as citizens, to set the 
example of retrenchment, in all those useless extravazaneies of annual 
expenditure, which the fashion of the world hath entailed upon society^ 
which is the real cause of the present distress, and which the retributive 
providence of Almighty God is making the instrument of a sore chas- 
tisement. Excess of apparel, fashionable decoration, and profuse Iit* 
ing, add nothing to our real comfort or respectability, my Christian 
brethren, while they take much from our means of doinjf; good, are se- 
riously hostile to the inculcation of Reliciout principle to the riling ge- 
neration, and grievously impair the confidence entertained of the truth 
^nd sincerity of our Christian profession. 



liet it tliereforc be sat away fim aaoog w^ » ncD nd wooMapiv- 
ftariag GodltiMiai and bj m daiag we ehill be piincn eveiy way— 
we shall siieedily reiiere oar tenperal neceeriticai while at the laae 
tine we proarate the advancetaent of the Charch« by fMng the bmH 
eoaviaciiia teitiaiooy to the parity aad iiDcerity of oor Taitht aad to the 
power ana tendeocy of oor distinctive prindplet, to enforce that hoii- 
nfK^ withoat whica, no man, be his profession what it may, shall enr 
see the Lord. 

A fifth oUi^tion which t will mention, not directly the result of the 
Pastoral relation, bat growina oat of your connection with the Charch» 
IS, a faithfal obsenrance of the directions and Canons of year CooTca% 
tion. TUs M a datr as bindina apon the conscience of the ChvrdinMiH^ 
•s obedience to the laws of the land is* open the conscience of the citi- 
zen. For both are enacted by representatiTes, chosen to consult and 
provide for the common ipHxl— the only diflerence being this, that what 
in the one case is enforced by the civil power of the State, in the other 
is entrusted to the moral principle of the man. This, if rightly consi- 
dered* ooght to ensure the most exact obedience, of the two| aM if ap> 
plied to the pecuniary affiiirs of the Diocess, will produce herrafter a 
stricter attention in paying up the assessments laid upon the diSsicat 
ConaregatiooSy whether for general or Sfiecial purposes. 

T%ere is yeti however, another obligation, the combined result of the 
Pastoral relation and of your profession as Bpiscopaliana, of each com* 
mandina inflaence« not oalj upon the advancement* but upon the veiy 
being of the Church in this Diocess* that my doty calls upon me im|pe- 
riousiy to present it to ^roor most serious consKlerstion— And that is* 
the education of your families in the faith of their fathers* in the princi- 
ples of the Church* of which* by their baptism, they are members. 

That great laxity is exhihitecl by Episcopal in ns« on this most ubvisas 
duty* is unhappily beyond dispute. And while 1 admit* that it b in 
some degree the result of what may be termed necessity* from the cir- 
cumstances ia which oar Seminaries of Learning are arniost exclosivelj 
fuund, I must, nevertheless, record my fear, that it proceeds in a greater 
#paree, from indifference on the subject of distinctive principles in Be- 
Ugion. 

Is it* then, consistent with oar public profession* my brethren* with 
any vital impression of the divine truth of our Religious doctrines; is it 
consistent with integrity of principle as parents* to commit tlie tuition 
of tlie rising hope of the Church* where tne most that can be hoped for 
is, that if no pains shall be taken to impress their Relicious principles 
deeper upon tneir hearts* no inroad shall be made upon them. 

Who are to succeed us, my Christian Brethren* when the few and 
Cast waning years of our earthly pilgrimaae shall he closed? Who are 
to occupy our places in the sanctuary* and transmit to posterity* in the, 
integrity of primitive adoption, the faith once delivered to the saiats* as 
set rorth in that form of aoond wordSy in which our fathers worshipped 
Qod* and ei^yed the comfort of his grace and heavenly benediction? 
If our children are not to be trained up with this view* and taught te 
Isve the Church the more, because it is the Church of their fathers; if 
the principles of primitive truth and order, recovered from Romiah cor- 
ruption, aaaeried against sectarian innovation, and recorded as the lively 
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drtcles of Qod« In the blood of the martyrs and confeasora of the British 
Church, our 8fiiritaal mother, are now to be abandoned to the fostering 
care of their professed opponents, vain are joor labours and self denials, 
mj Brethren of the Clei^; vain are your exertions and sacrifices, my 
Brethren of the Laity. We shall soon be ffone;—- soon shall the place 
that now knows us, know us no more. And then, strangers shall enter 
upon this fair inheritance, and pull down the landmarks of its most holy 
faith, and prohibit the ordinances of its rational, spirit-stirring worship, 
and lay waste the goodly proportions of its Apostolic order, and scatter 
the assurance of its heaven-derived institutions to the wild intemperance 
of miso;uided zeal and fanatical delusion. 

Pardon me, my brethren, if I seem to you to anticipate an ideal dan- 
ger. I am indeed no Prophet, to look into futurity, and dra\v froq^ 
thence its hidden events. But as your watchman in chief, and charged 
with all the interests of the Church, I have to keep my eye upon remote, 
as well as upon immediate consequences, and to give the warning from 
the quarter whence danger threatens. 

Our danger, at the present time, seems to me to arise from a decline 
in the spirit and power of Religion^-from loose and erroneous views of 
the prescribed ana covenanted character of revealed Religion— from con* 
sequent indifterence to our distinctive principles— and from an over con« 
formity with the spirit of the world, and it not arrested, must soon,^nd 
certainly, produce that moral death which precedes the removal of our 
tight from the candlestick. Against this danger, what is to be our re- 
sort, my brethren? Anxiously nave I cast about, for the most effectual 
remedy, and my judgment can find that, no where under God, but in 
a return to first principles. These, through his blessing, majr yet revive 
us to the power of godliness, and sustain us against the opposition of our 
enemies— yea, may turo those enemies into friends and tavourers of our 
righteous cause, through the power of truth, plainly announced, and faith* 
fully exhibited in practice. 

Pardon me also, if 1 seem to any, to have spoken more forcibly than 
the occasion called for. Alas, my brethren, that the desire to conciliate, 
where experience demonstrates that cohcession only increases demand, 
should have so prevailed, as to enervate and neutralise the truth, by 
the qualified and doubting terms, in which it is expressed. But a more 
powerful motive, than the fear or the praise of men, constrains me. 
This may be my last address to a Convention of this Diocess, of which, 
frequently recurring disease, and increasing difficulty to relieve tho 
symptoms — give serious notice. I therefore hive to speak as a dying 
man, to those, for whom he hastogiveaccoun^^recallmg them as chris- 
tians and churchmen, to those pure principles of primitive truth and or- 
der, which alone give to the Religion of tne Gospel, its practical im- 
portance, as the prescribed institution of the wisdom of God, for the sal- 
tation of sinners — which alone give to the visible Church, Ministry, and 
Sacraments, any definite purpose in the economy of grace— which alone 
give to the faith of the Gospel, its covenanted character, and to the hope 
of eternal life through the merits of the divine Saviour, the support of 
divine assurance. On these principles, derived from the Bible, and 
from the Bible alone— searched for among the various accessible deno- i 

minations of Christian proftptitOi but foHadf id their intejaty, onl^ ir\ ii

Morning Service was performed by the Rev. Wm.M. Green, and a 
Sermon by the Rev. Mr. Avery, from the 8th chapter of Romans, 7th 
verse. Daring the service, the Sacrament of Baptism was administered 
to four adalts. 

Convention met pursuant to adjournment. 

John Beard, Jr., a Delegate from St. Luke's Church, Salisbury, ap-^ 
peered and took his seat. ^ ' 

Dsvid Cowan, a Delegate from Chnst's Church, Rowan, appeared 
and took his seat. 

Matthew Baird and Elisha B. Miller presented the certificate of De- 
legation from St. Andrew's Church, Burke county; and, on motion, 
were admitted to seats in this Convention. 

The Rt. Rev. Bishop then read his Journal, as follows: 

The commencement of another Conventional year, calls us once more 
together, my brethren, to renew our labours for the advanceipentaf the 
Redeemer's kingdom, and for the safety, honour and welfare of that 
branch of his holy catholic church, which this body particularly repre- 
sents. That the blessinj; of God hatli preserved us in peace and union, 
in our fellowship one with another, in the one faith and hope of the 
Gospel — That his fatherly providence liath poured the abundance of s 
most fruitful year upon the labour of the husbandman, <»fiUifig our 
hearts with food and gladness" — That his presence with liis word and 
ordinances, gives the encouraging hope, tiiat the pure and ondefiled Re- 
ligion of the Saviour, is gradually winning its way into the hearts, and 
more visibly ruling the lives of numbers, who had long been 6trang<ers 
to its vital power— forms the subject of the deepest mtitude and 
highest praise, and one which it becomes this body, as the representa- 
tive council of the chureh thus favoured, to place in the Trent of those 
various mercies and blessings, for which our joint and several tribute of 



praise and thanksgiving is due, to the author of every good and perfect 

That these blessings may be continued to us, rousi be the earnest 
prayer of those whom I now address; and by no means can we more ef- 
fectually provide for a favourable return to our supplications, than by 
retaining upon our hearts that lively sense of past and present favour, 
and that humble hope of renewed goodness, which n^ifest a just and 
authorized reliance upon him, ^^without whom we can io nothing," and 
whose promise is gone forth, firm as eternity, that the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against his church. .It is emphatically his cause— the 
cause of Christ, our glorified head, my brethren, in its fullest accepta- 
tion. It is our cause— the cause of endless life and eternal glory to 
redeemed sinners, in its most gracious purpose and intendment, and 
while to us is committed the management of its concerns, as a visible es- 
tablishment for the recovery of a lost world to God, our efforts can then 
only be put forth with hope, and crowned with success, when they are 
besun, continued, and ended, in Him. 

That this godly frame of mind — this humble yet full reliance on the 
help and blessing of Almighty Grod — may preside over your counsels 
ana obtain for you the wisdom which is from above, to guide your deter- 
minations, I earnestly pray, and in the comfortable assurance, that one 
heart and one mind will be put forth, for the advancement of the ^lory 
of God, in the spread and reception of the everlasting Gospel, in its 
truth and purity, I will now now proceed to lay before yuu the result 
of my labours and observation of the state of the diocess during the 
past year. This, with the parochial reports, and your own personal 
Knowledge of yuur respective parishes, will enable you to enter upon 
your duty, with the information of what is reauired to render it profitable 
to the church, and to the great work which the church is instituted to 
maintain and set forward in the world. 

My tour of Episcopal visitation commenced in the month of July, 
and was directed to the western churches, in order at the same time to 
try the effect of our mountain climate, and mineral waters, on my 
greatly impaired state of health. 

In the course of my journey, I visited the congregations of our 
comrouQien, in Raleigh, Wadesborough, Salisbury, Christ's Church, 
Rowan, 8t Andrews, Burke county, and Milton, in the order in which 
they aie named. In all of which, the customary services were per- 
formed, toother with those peculiar to the Episcopal office, where they 
were required; and in all were well and seriously attended— »but only 
in some, with more than seriousness and attention. 

In Raleigh I was greatly reioiced, at witnessing the lively spirit, 
which permuted the congregation, on this my first \isit, since resign- 
ing my charge as their pastor, and encouraged not to faint or grow 
weary, but to virait still upon Him, who alone giveth the increase, by the 
addition of four new communicants. 

In Wadesborough, the same patient continuance in well doing, which 
from the begmnifas, has characterised this little flock, still manifests its 
|iresence. One adult baptism, and three persons confirmed, give evi- 
dente* that the labours of their pastor, the Rev'd. Mr. Elliott, have not 
been ia vain. And though they are about to be depritedof bis services.. 
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uDd again cast upon occasional and uncertain opportonities of eiijovi% 
the public services of the Sanctuary, they yet hope, that help will be 
raised up for them, and their active endeavours to obtain this iienefit, 
be crowned with success. 

In Salisbury, the consecration of the building in which we are as- 
sembled, and in the performance of which duty I was assisted bjf the 
Rev'd. Mr. Green, Mr. ^Viley, Mr. Norroent, and the pastor of the 
coDgregation» the Rev. Mr. \Vright-*forroed an object of much iote^ 
rest to some, and of curiosity to more. The services were conseqiieDtlj 
well attended, but no visible change appears to have takea place in the 
congregation. The friends of the church, and of whom we are desicoes ta 
hope the best, have exerted themselves to erect a house of prajerand 
sapred offices. But there is not as yet a single male communicant add- 
ed to the church^and great fear is entertained, that their meansof mun- 
taining a clergyman will fail tlirough the unwillingness of the members 
of Christ;s Church, Rowan, to contribute their fair and reasonable pro- 
portion of liis salary, for an equal portion of his time. 

With this last named congregation, the second in number of comma- 
nic ants in the diocess, I spent several days, previous to that of my re- 
gular appiMntrnent for them, in going from house to house, endeavoaring 
to prevail with them, to continue their union with the congregation in 
Salisbury, upon its original footip^, and thereby secure to themselves 
and their families, the regular ministrations of the church. . My en- 
deavours, however, were fruitless; and this large and important and 
able congregation, are as sheep without a shepherd— -exposed to be 
scattered and torn by enemies from without, or to melt away, into the in- 
difierenceand apathy of an uncertain faith, and an unsettled profession. 

At St. Andrew's the prospects of the church are not materially 
changed in any respect. There is, as yet, no falling off in any of the 
members, and while their aged and respected pastor, the Rev. Mr 
Miller, is able to officiate among them, nuthing of the kind is to be ap- 
prehended. Yet from their remote situation, and entire secluuon from 
any Episcopal congregation — from the small ness of their numben and 
want of pecuniary ability — No reasonable expectation can be enter- 
tained, that they will subsist as a congregation for any length of time^ 
after his removal — an event which, according to the common esti- 
mate of human life, cannot now be very distant. My late visit to 
them, however, was gratifying to my feelings in many respects. Five 
persons were confirmed, and the prospect held out, that on my MgfJM 
coming to see them, 1 should be called upon to officiate in a new build- 
ing erecting on John's River, about 20 miles west of St. AndrewSi as 
an Episcopal place of worship. 

At Milton, we have to lament, that such unshaken constancy to the 
church, as is exhibited by the few members and friends she possesaesin 
that place, should still be doomed to labour under the many pnvafiona 
they have to submit to, and which appear to be insurmoun table nsder the 

6 resent very limited means wc possess of afibrding them assistance. The 
ley. Mr. Green still continues his occasional visits to theni, and ae 
he is the only clergyman within reach, it is to be hoped, that his teal 
in the cause of Religion, and the mutual affection existing betwixt hia^ 
self and the members of that congregation, will still secure to than 



that portion of his time, which can be spared from hit particular 
charge. 

Id addition to the services performed in the aboTe mentioned con- 
gregations, I have officiated at various other places in the course of 
nj lourncy. 

While at the Catawba springs, in Lincoln county, I endeavoured to 
collect the remains of the three congregations, once on the list of our 
churches, in the western part of thediocess, Whitehaven, Smyrna and 
St. Peter's^— and could i have succeeded in my purpose, it was a part of 
my pian to employ the Rev. Mr. Wiley, who found it necessary to visit 
the upper country for his health, as a missionary among them, during 
the months of August and September. But so completely are they dis- 
solved, and so little encouragement was held out to make the attempt, 
that 1 could not feel justified in applying the nearly exhausted funds 
of the society, on so nopeless an object. As an appointment, however, 
had been forwarded from Salisbury, and notice was given, I attended 
at a meeting house below Beatties' Ford, where divine service was per- 
formed by the Rev. Mr. Wiley, and a sermon preached by myself to a 
small collection of neighbouring people, of whom not more than four 
or five were Episcopalians even in name — and to some of the company 
then visiting the Springs. The same services were performed on the 
following Sunday in the public room at the Springs, to such of the 
company as a very rainy day deterred from visiting a camp meeting 
in tne vicinity. 

I have also officiated in Morganton, Asheville, and at the Warm 
springs on French Broad River, on my journey westward, and at Mocks* 
ville, on my return, where I had the absistance of the Rev. Mr. Wright 
of Salisbury. In the course of this visitation, I have preached 9ft 
sermons, administered the holy communion in 5 congregations, to 1S4 
communicants* confirmed 15 persons, baptised 4— one an adult, by im- 
mersion, and consecrated St. Luke's church, Salisbury. 

At Milton, I received intelligence which made it my duty to recall 
my remaining appointments, and return directly home. Mrs. Ravens- 
croft's state of health, for some time impairecf, had becooM more se- 
riously affected; and continuing gradually to decline through the win- 
ter, precluded all further prosecution of my intended course of duty 
in the diocess. Partial amendment, indeed, gave occasional hope of re- 
coveryi it pleased God, however, to order it otherwise. He hath seen it 
good to disappoint those hopes, as to me, bv her death— But most graci- 
oislj to fnlnl her trust in his mercy, though the merits and death of her 
Divine Redeemer and Saviour, by a hope full of immortality, render- 
ing her superior to the fear of death, and composed and confident un- 
der the near approach of dissolution. 

In pursuance of the resolution of the last Convention on the subject 
of the fund for the Episcopate — I appointed the Rev. Mr. Wiley to 
visit the different congregations, whicn had not been previously applied 
to. ^ Id the performance of this duty, he was with me at Salisbury, 
Christ's charchf and Milton; and Warrenton only remaining uncalled 
vpoAf appointments were made for divine service in that place on Sa- 
turday and Sunday the 4th apd ^th of October. These appointment? 
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were duly filled up, but withoat eflfect, either to the tund 4>r to tho 
church. 

Mj engagement with the coner^tion of St John^s Church, WilliiiDi* 
borough, being at an end on the 14th of March— «Dd itbetog potn- 
Ue in point of time, to visit the remaining coomgations proTioas to 
the meeting of this Convention, I^kccordinglj left home on tne I6(h mod 
proceeded direct to Fayetteville, where raj appointmenta commeaoed 
on the Slat of the month, and have visited in succession the chvches 4a 
Wilmington, Newbem^ Durham's Creek, Trinity Chapel, Waahio^too, 
Bath, Edenton, and Elizabeth City, tn all of which, I have had mn- 
dant cause of thankfulness and praise to Almiriitjr "God, for the «ii'- 
couragiog aspect of their religious condition, aira for the increaring ta- 
terest manifested for the prospentj and advaoceflDeoit of the chsrck. 
This is exhibited by the auraber and description of the persons present- 
ed for confirmation, by the number of new communicants, by the de- 
vout deportment of au, and by the attention paid to the very important 
subject of Sunday Schools, in which the rising hope of the ckarai are 
instructed in the first principles of the doctrine of Christ, and grada 
ally carried forward, in the development and connection of those 
principles, with the accountable condition of redeemed sinners. 

To find the large and important congregations of St James'a Churchy 
Wilmington, and Christ's Church, Newbern, relieved from the privations 
occasioned by the removal of their former pastors, and supplied witii faith- 
ful and efficient labourers in the Lord's vineyard, was an additional g;rati- 
fication to my feelings, and "encourages the hope I entertain« that, ex.- 
posed as we peculiarly are, to the inconveniencies conseauentoo minis- 
terial removal, the Lord of the harvest will yet be minaful of nit and 
provide for the wants of his church. 

In the congregations above named, with the addition of 2 persons on 
Blount's creek enable to attend at any of our fixed con^egations, bnt 
who have had the benefit of the Rev. Mr. Freeman's services occasional- 
ly, and of one at Hertford in Perquimons county, I have confirmed 55 
persons — administered to 350 communicants — and preached 33 sermons, 
with the encouraging prospect, that the continuance of the same leal 
and fidelity on the part of the clergy, will continue to be productive of 
the same happy effects. 

On my return homewards, I visited the district assigned to the mission- 
ary labours of the Rev. Mr. Nurment, and preached in Windsor, at 
Kahukee meeting house, and in St. Mark's church, Halifax town. Dar- 
ing the services in Windsor, I confirmed 4 persons, and baptised an 
infont in the church in Halifax, but found no communicants. The pros* 
pects of the church in this section of the diocess, will be detailed is 
the missionary report, and therefore, need not to be enlarged upon here, 
except that it is not favourable* 

Having remained at home from the 5th to the 11th of May, I left 
Williamsborough on that day, taking the congregations in Orange cood- 
ty, under the care of the Rev. Mr. Green, on my way to attend the pre- 
sent Convention. I have accordingly visited the congr^ationa of Salem 
chapel, St. Mary's chapel, and St. Matthew's church, Hillsborottgh, 
and performed the customary services on such occasiooa, and Uuwgh 
,8orae unfavourable weather lessened the number of attendants at the two 
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first named places of worship, and the congregations are in themselv^ 
small, I have reason to be pleased with the devout and orderly deport-^ 
nent of the members and hearers. The congregation of StsMatthew's 
church, Hillsborough, presents an encouraging aspect to its pastor; and 
in the number and description of the persona confirmed at 8U Mary's 
and St Matthew's (12,) mark the operation. of that increasing religious- 
impression in the church, with which I have- been gratified and encou- 
raged, during this visitation^ 

As the rite of confirmation is administered.every yeav, in-all our fixed 
congregations, and the candidates are presented on the responsibility of 
their pastor, from personal examination of their qualificattoBS^ the num- 
ber cannot be so g^reat in any yeaF, as under othen oiMuniatances it 
might be. But it is conceived to affMt) the greater oonfideiicei as to the- 
actual increase of religious impression in our communion, andj greater- 
reliance on the stability of those, who are thus added to the chufch.. ^ 

During the past year, I have confirmed 86 persons— -giving ao^ in- 
crease over the previous year of 54. 

To this statement of my personal labours in the diocese, I proceed- 
to add such further information aa i8> necessary to-give tt full view, of its 
present condition- 
Since qur last meeting, one clergyman, the Rev. Thos. S. W. Mott^ 
has removed from the dlocess, for reasons satisfactory to me. 

The Rev. Charles P. Elliott has been received on letters dimissory 
from the Bishop of South Carolina, and is in ohaigeof the congrega-: 
tion or Christ's church, Raleigh. 

The Rev. William D. Cairns has been received, on letters dimiiaef.. 
rv from the Bishop of Virginiat &nd is in charge of St James's church, 
Wilmington. 

The Ifev. J. R. Goodman has been received on letters dimissory from 
the Bishop of Pennsylvania,.andis in.cluu^ of Christ'fr church, New- 
born. 

On the removal of the Rev. Mr. Mott from Wilmington, F granted 
a commission, as lay reader to Dr.. James F. McRee, at the request of 
the vestrv of that congregation. 

There has been but one ordination during thepast year— that of the 
Rev. J. R. Goodman, who was admitted to theorder of priests,. in^t 
Paul's church, Edenton, on Thursday the l6th.of April«^e Rev, Mr. 
Avery, and the Rev. Mr. Freeman, assisting- >n this solemn ordinance. 

One new building has been consecratedtto-the service of Almiflhtv 
God, by the name of St Luke's church, Salisbury,. bein|p that in wnicn 
we are at present assembled. 

One candidate for holy orders, has been recommended J)f. the standing 
committee, and received— ^r. William Norwoodof Orange county— 
wholia i^nrsuing his theolo^cal studies in the- General Senunaiy, on the 
fund paid in to that institution by this diocess. 

It IS proper to state to this Convention, that in assigning Mr. Nor- 
wood to (he North Carolina scholarship, both Mr. Cameron and myself 
were aware, that the right to nominate rests with the Convention w the 
diocess. Tet, as the loss of a year would have been the consequence of 
dela]ring:the appointment tothis convention, and the occasion of oonside- 
raUe inconv^enoe to the candidate^ they ventured to give him ctedeor 
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tiiW, as Trustees of the General Seminary — id the c»Bfic2€r.:e. tu*. r > 
boclT vkouiJ coofirro the nomiDatioo. which it i§ hoped tftej «iLi ex

A» 1 have already coinmanicated my f iews of this subject, and s«ffi- 
cient time has been allowed to consider the prupositio*' . id ftii tbeir 
bearings — I will nut cufi»onie yonr time by repeating those %ie«s. far- 
ther than tu remind yuu. that they are three distinct and iDdepecdec: 
propositions, and as such to be acted on separately, and to be saf^ciiiifi- 
ed or refused, accordine as they sha!l be con»ider^ Mi\aDta7nKfS or ic- 
juriuuif to the general welfare. 

Another sabject of special consideration by this CooTerttson is, the 
proposition from the General Convention, to alter the secocu clavte of the

As this is purely a measure of precaution, and provides addiliooai

The Coinmittee on the State of the Church, report as follo^rs: 

The Committee on the State of the Church respecifullr Repobt, that» 
froii the view which thej have taken uf the subject, there is groonii for 
cncoura]^ement« and much cause fur thankfulness to Almi^tr God. 
Hic Bishop's Journal and the Parochial Reports eihibit the Diocess in 
a more favorable iis;ht than it has ever before appeared; and our owa 
kmiwleds:e and observation confirm this eihibition. 

Your Committee are G^ratified to find, that Sundav Schools and Gate* 
chetical instructions continue to t>e fostered; and that the Female As- 
sociations of industry, noticed with approbation last jear, still donrishf 
and with increased usefulness to the Church. 

Bat the circumstance which we notice with the most satisfactiont and 
which we would mention with lively gratitude to the great Head of the 
Gknrch, b the increase of Piety, and the deepened sense of RelipsOi 
^*kick appear amen; the crratef part of the members of oar coKoiaMbtt. 
tAnd we cannot boi hope^ that the time is approaching in whkk oac 
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Church will be u distingiiished in herseparaticm from in evil world and 
her goilly example, as she is For the purity of her docirine and the pri- 
■Mtive pattern of her government 

Your Committee, notwithstanding these favorable circumstancea, re- 
gret that they are obliged to add, that the pecuniary embarrassments of 
many, which have operated unfavorably to the interests of the Oiocess 
for some time, are still felt, and tliat we fear, unless greater exertions 
are made by the able members of our congregations, the Church will 
lose the services of some of her most useful Clergymen. 

The number of Clergymen in the Diocess, ezcTusiire of the Bishop, is 
eleven, viz: nine Priests and two Deacons. 

In regard to the propositions from the General Convention, for alter- 
ing the Liturgy, &c. referred to in the Bishop's Journal, your Commit- 
tee, without expressing any opinion upon them, would b^ leave to refer 
them beverally to the sense of the Convention. 

The number of Communicants in this Diocess is about 640, including 
those of the Churches from whom no reports have been received; mak- 
ing a considerable increase during the past Conventional year. 

The number of Baptisms during the past year is 138, including 22 
adults. f 

The number confirmed is 86, more than double the number confirmed 
last year. 

The number of Sunday School Scholars and Catechumens is not pre- 
cisely ascertained, but may be reckoned at about 500. 

There have been two Ordinations, both to Priest's Orders, since the 
last Convention, \\z: of the Rev. J. R. Goodman, and the Rev. Philip 
B. Wiley. 

There arc two Candidates for Orders, Mr. William Norwood and 
Mr. Joseph H. Saunders, the latter of whom has been admitted during 
this Convention.

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undoobted credit, and S285 75 in cash. That since the last Coiiven- 
tioDf there has been an increase of this fund, after deducting the expen- 
ditures, bj the sum of £168^ 35, consisting of cash received for inte- 
rest upon the Bank stock and upon the monej loaned, cash for subscrip- 
. tions and for donations* 

The stock is estimated at what was given for it by the Treasurer, to 
wit, state Bank stock at SI 500, and the Cape Fear at S998. 

They further report, that the gross amount of the Episcopal fund at 
this time is £12,905 75^ consisting of the available tunds heretofore 
stated, and subscription money hereafter to be received; and as the 
subscriptions are only payable annually, and as the last of them will not 
, be due until the year 1832, it is probable that there will be a considera* 
ble deduction from the gross amount above stated, for losses by removals 
and other casualties. The probable loss is estimated in 18S2 by the 
Treasurer at £1500, and should it not exceed that sum, the available 
funds at that time will be, if none of the principal shall have been with- 
drawn, £11,405 75. 

It is recommended by the Committee, that the Treasurer continue 
to employ suitable agents to collect the subscription money due the fund, 
and that he continue to loan the cash on band upon good personar secu- 
rity. 

The balance now on hand for the contingent fund is &1 1 1 61; and it 
is recommended, that whatever may be on hfind after defraying the in- 
cidental items, chargeable on that fund, be at the discretion of the Trea- 
surer, transferable to the Episcopal fund. 

On the subject of the assessments on the different congregations, 
your Committee, aware of tbe difficulty that has always attended their 
collection, on account of the scarcity of money and the pressure of the 
times, and these difficulties still increasing, as past experience proves, 
recommend a roduction in these assessments, agreeably to a list an- 
nexed, (See Appendix,) which will produce the sum of S515 — and they 
trust, so great will be the relief, that the Pastors of the different con- 
gregations will have no excuse for tailing to collect the sums now as- 
sessed. 

Your Committee, in regard to the Report of the Special Committee, 
made to the last Convention on the subject of discharging our Bishop 
from Parochial charge, so as to permit him to devote his able and in- 
valuable services to the diocess entirely, adopt unanimously the senti- 
ments of affection and interest expressed in that Report for our beloved 
Diocesan, and in their anxious solicitude for tbe gfK)d of the church in 
this diocess, and in its increase and increasing prosperity; unanimous- 
ly recommend that the Bishop be discharged from Parochial charge, and 
his salary be fixed at SUOOO per annum-^commencing from the 11th 
day of June, 1829, payable to him as it may suit his pleasure to draw on 
the Treasurer of this Convention. 

Your Committee have not made this recommendation without due de* 
liberation and consideration, and the manner and plan for the accom- 
plishment of this most desirable end has engaged their strictest atten- 
tion.

It is with great reluctance that your Committee recommeDd to the 
Convention the application of any part of the principal of the fuod. 
They would rather the fund should remain untouche<l; but so great is 
the pressure on the people, and the difficulty of collecting money, that 
they have been unable to discover any other practicable plan, which will 
with so much certainty, secure the great and desirable end. 

The present state of the church, as appears by the Report of tbe 
Committee on that subject to this Convention, is flattering to ber 
friends; and could the Bishop devote those services already so usefullj 
applied and productive of such great advantage, wholly to the diocess^ 
the cftect, your Committee feel certain, will be an increase of the 
members of the church, and the more ardent devotion of those already 
within the pale; and they apprehend the good thus produced will be 
more than a compensation for the small infringement, made on the prin- 
cipal of the fund, by the plan now recommended. 

Resides the stronz considerations in regard to the personal comfort 
and convenience of our beloved Bishop, which your Committee have 
taken into view, and which they and the members of this Convention and 
of the church throughout the State alike entertain, they unanimousJy 
recommend the foregoing plan, trusting in Him who directs all things, 
lur his assistance and support of the church.

The Rev. Mr. Goodman, from the Committee on the Stale of the 
Church, made the following Report, vix: 

The Committee on the State of the Church, respectfully Report. 
That since the last meetioe of the Convention, the nnembers of 
this portion of the Church of God nave been called to mourn the death 
of their beloved and venerated Diocesan. Removed from this scene of 
affliction and suffering, in which, he had displayed the fearless and de- 
voted zeal of an apostle of the Lord Jesus; and evidenced a signal union 
of the Evangelical graces of our holy religion, and the unshaken courage 
of a Champion of the Cross, he has been translated to that rest in Heav- 
en, which is prepared for the Saints, and to a communion with the 
spirits of the just made perfect in the church triumphant. The deep af« 
fliction, whicn his loss has occasioned, among the flock, over which our 
Great and Divine Head had made him an Overseer, is heightened by th& 
remembrance of his consecrated exertions for the prosperity of the Lord's 
Zion;— of the direction of all his high and splendid endowments of mind, 
to the promotion of a primitive faith: — ana of the animating encourage- 
ment which his affectionate people received from the example of his ar- 
dent piety,-— his instructive exhortations,— his unceasing activity in the 
discharge of his solemn and responsible duties, — ^his pure and holy life^ 
and his victoriouft'death. 

To record the blessings which his apostolic ministry has, through the 
divine favour, secured to thisDiocess, is a task, for which your Commit- 
tee confess themselves incapable. His praise is emphaticiflly in all the 
Churches; — for within this Episcopate, every altar has been enlarged and 
its votaries been increased. Under his spiritual guidance, many viau- 
derers have been gathered into the fold of salvation; and multitudes who 
were famishing for the pure fountains, have drunk and been satisfied. 
The afflictive dispensation, which it has seemed fit to infinite wisdom to 
visit upon this Church, and which, we beseech the God of all consolation, 
that we may endure with pious submission, can be estimated in its de- 
gree, by the present amount of her spiritual favours compared to her me- 
lancholy condition before the Great Bishop of souls had placed liim a ru- 
ler in our Israel. Established in faith; — strengthened in the knowledge 
of Heavenly things, — and animated by increasing holiness of life, the 
communion of the faithful, has not only gro^vn in numbers, but has been 
cemented \fy mutual love and encouraged to mutual exertions for pro- 
moting the glory of God, and the cultivation of vital piety and purity of 
conversation. • 

In this season of tnourning and general sorrow, the Church, with me- 
lancholy pleasure, received (he testimonies of that affectionate esteem, in 
which our late venerable Bishop was held by her members in other I>v 
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ocesses. The letters of condolence which were transmitted bj certain 
Ecclesiastical bodies, were gratefallj accepted, as evidences of the worth 
of him who was not only our Father in God, but of whom it maj be said, 
he was the ^^Chariot (^Israel and the horsemen tft^eof.'*^ In addition 
to the promises of the Great Head of the Church, that He »^will never 
leave nur forsake" his people, these sincere expressions of mournful 
sympathy from our brethreh, alleviated the an^ish which a loss so great 
had occasioned our hearts, and excited their liveliest sensibilities in the 
hour of gloom. 

That the Heaven favored exertions of our lamented Diocesan w^re 
productive of the most beneficial results to this portion of the Church, 
a gratifying evidence is furnished in her present prosperous condition. 
The faithfulness of her Ministers, and the increase of piety among her 
members; — the growing seriousness of the attendants upon her sidrvices, 
and the cheering proofs of the productiveness inrraceof those who wait 
on her holy ordinances, call for dei'out thankfulness to Him, who has 
poured upon this people, so large a measure of his love and favor. From 
the Parochial Reports, made at the present session of the Convention, 
the remarkable addition of seventy two to the list of Communicants, is 
stated; as well as an increase of sixty one to that of Baptisms, llie 
tlourishing state of our Sunday Schools — their universal connection with 
the General Protestant Episcopal Union, and their close adherence to 
the system of instruction prescribed by that useful and important Insti- 
tution, beget the most lively^ hopes that this nursery of the Church will, 
be the fruitful source of correct religious principles, as well as of pious 
impressions and serious resolutions. The establishment of Female So- 
cieties for the purpose of aiding the contingent expenses of their respec- 
tive congregations, and for the more worthy object of relieving the |M)or, 
calls for commendation; and fr^m their general existence in almost eve- 
ry parish, we believe that the aggregate benefit to the Church will not 
be inconsiderable. 

Your Committee be^ leave to state, that within the last Conventional 
year, Chrisf^s Church in Raleigh was consecrated to the service of Al- 
mighty God, and that the congregation in Wadesborough has commenc- 
ed the erecting of a Chapel in that place, which it is expected will be 
completed in a few months. Three Candidates for Holy Orders are 
now prosecuting their studies in Divinity; one at the General Th<^losi- 
cal Seminary of the Church in New York, and the others under the di- 
rection of their Parish Rectors; and all give encouragement to hope, 
that they will become, through divine grace, devoted and zealous labor- 
ers in the vineyard of the Lord. 

On referring to the statements made in the Parish Reports, the Com- 
mittee are gratified in noticing the institution of Bible Classes in several 
congregations, and in other instances, of the regular formation of Cate* 
chetical Classes. The adoption of such measures for the general eood 
of the respective Churches, and for individual improvement in those 
flings which most concenwimmortal and responsible t>eings, calls for 
tHis special notice, with a hope that the example null be followed, and 
^Hat these means for promoting Gospel knowledge, and ikdvancing the 
^'€2terests of the kingdom of Christ, will be more generally employed! 

3 
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' From conferences had with the membert of this ConTentioii, and from 
other toarcea which can be relied on, the Committee believe that the 
direction of Missionary exertions to certain points within this Diocess, 
wonld be attended with soccessfal resolts. In certain districts, soffi- 
ciently* popnlons for the establishment of Cbnrches, there is, however, an 
entire moral desolation; and the few who are attached from principle 
and affection to oar communion, whilst deprived of the ap|Mnnted oitli- 
nances of grace, are likewrae prevented from employing their influence, 
in aiding the exertions of Ministerial activity. It is an ofMnion which 
your Committee have not nnadrisedly formra, and which thejr connder 
It their doty to express, that devoted Ministers, with Divine aid, wonld 
be blessed in their labors, in the districts alloded to| and they but re* 
peat a statement frequently made by the proper authority of the Con- 
vention, that such zealous Clergymen would be joyfully received and 
enmed in Missionary services. 

The Committee regret that, through an inexcusable neglect of a pre- 
scribed Canonical requirement, they are prevented from furnishing a 
complete abstract of the state of this Church, in respect to her actual 
increase and present numerical strength. The want of this Information, 
which the Convention demanda by Its Canons, and to which there are 
very few if any reasons that can lie given to justify an inattention, will 
alwaya deprive the Church of those cfatfa, by whicn alone can be ascer- 
tained, her actual condition* Should circumstances prevent the attend- 
ance of the Rector of a parish, upon a Conventional meetinff, or should 
m parish be vacant at the time, the Parochial Report should be reearded 
so Important, as to cause it to be transmitted in due season, to the ofli- 
ciating Minister of the Church in which the Convention may be held; 
and thus that censure would be avoided, which in our opinion an inat- 
tention to the regulation so plainly calls for. 

Another subject of remarx, equalljr painful to vour Committee to no- 
tice, is that of the partial representation of the Churches within this Ec- 
clesiastical jurisdiction, by Lay Delegates. That the privilege and op- 
portunity, thus afforded to the congregations, to take part in the delibe- 
rations of an assembly called to advance the interests of the kingdom of 
Christ, by their representatives, should be thus lightly valued, is a me- 
lancholy set-off to that zeal to which we have, with unfeigned pleasure, 
borne our testimony. Especially at this time, depnved as we are of 
Episcopal jpiidance, is this neelect the more to be regretted. Of the 
Cnorches in connection with this Convention, eleven have failed in be- 
injg represented; and among these are some, that from no considerations 
ordistance, &c. should have omitted the discharge of an obligation rest 
ing upon every parish. 
All which is respectfully submitted, in behalf of the Committee.

taining full information as to the present state of the Fund, and as su- 
perseains any special re|>ort in relation thereto. Your Committee re- 
commend to the Convention, to impose on the several Congregations in 
the Diocess, the assessments laid by the last Convention, except that 
the assessment of g45 on St. Matthew's and St. Mary's Chapel, be divid- 
ed, and that 835 be paid by St. Matthew's and glO by St. Mary's. 

The Treasurer has informed the Committee, that some part of the sa- 
lary of the late Bishop is due to his Executor; and it is proper that the 
Treasurer should be authorized to pay the same. It will be necessary 
also, that a Resolution should be passed, that the Treasurer pay the con* 
tingent expenses of the Diocess, ouring the vacancy of the office of Bi- 
shop, on the warrant of the Chairman of the Standing Committee, as 
heretofore on that of the Bishop. All of which is respectfully submitted.

Every trial of a Clergyman in this Church, for misbehaviour, shall be 
on presentment, made to the Bishop by the Convention, by the Vestry 
of tne parish to which the Clergyman belongs, or bv three or more Pres* 
byters of the Church. In every presentment the charge or charges shall 
be distinctly specified.

Cftht trial of a CUrgymaru 

For the trial of a Clergyman, the Bishop shall appoint three PresbyterSi 
who shall be constituted a board for trying the accused person. The 
Bishop shall fix the time and place of trial; of both which, at least a 
month's notice shall be gjiven to the party accused; and should he neglect 
or refuse to attend, the trial shall proceed. The Board thus constituted, 
shall examine fully, the charges alleged, and keep a minute and accurate 
record of the testimony of the witnesses, and of every question and pro* 
ceeding that comes before them. No charge shall be substantiatea on 
the testimony of less than two witnesses. On the examination of any 
witness, should the accused party require it, an oath or affirmation shafi 
be administered by a magistrate. In all questions, a unanimous vote 
shall be necessary to a decision. Havine come to a decision on the 
charge or char&;es respectively, the Board shall communicate their deci- 
sion to the Bishop— -and, also, in case they have found the accused guil- 
ty, the sentence which, in their opinion, should be pronounced. A cer- 
tified copy of the record of their proceedinn shall be laid before the Bi- 
shop, and his judgment in the case be final.

A President shall be annually appointed, who shall preside in all 
meetings of the Convention, except when a Bishop shall be present^ 
when he shall, ex officio^ be President. 

ARTICLE VL 

A Secretary shall be annually chosen, whose duty it shall be to keep 
a record of the proceedings, and to give timely notice to each Minister 
and Vestry, of the time and place ofeach meeting of the Convention in 
this Diocess. 

ARTICLE VIL 

A Standing Committee, of not less than three nor more than seven 
persons, shall be annually chosen by ballot. They shall have power to 
admit Candidates for the Ministry, and when there is not a Bishop, they 
shall examine and pass on the testimonials of foreien Clergymen. They 
may call special meetings of the Convention; and Mall transact all other 
business as they are empowered to do by the Constitution and Canons 
of the General Convention. THey shall also have power to fill any va- 
cancies that may occur in their own body by death, removal, or other- 
wise, during the recess oCthe Annual Convention. 

ARTICLE VIII, 

A majority of the Standing Committee of this Church shall at all times 
be Clergymen of this Dio6ess; and no Layman shall be appointed a 
member of said Committee, except he be a communicsnt of tne Episco- 
pal Church. 



ARTICLE IX. 

hi all quchiions wUidi sinll come before the CoaventioD. when U»&klL 
be requireil by the Delegation of one Church or CoogregKimn, nr by Miy 
one Clerical member, the Laity shall tole by Congres;alioni. And when 
it shall be so required, the two onk-ra shall *ole vparalely, ani] tn the 
Utter case, the concurrence of both orJers shall be necessary to loake k 
ticcijion uf ihe Coavention. \Vhcn nn such tlivisioD of ihe ConventiM 
shall be required, each member uf the Convefition, ^ih Clerical and 
Lay, shall be eutillcil to one toic. ^ 

ARTICLE 3^ 

I'he election of ^ Bi:ihop of this Diocess ^haH be made in the falloir- 
ing manner: The oriler of Ihe Clergy shall nominate and appAiot by bal- 
lot, some fit and qualified Clergyman fur (hat nfhce, and if this apfwtnl- 
ment be approved by the Lay order, he shall be declared daly electt*!. 
In the above mentioned nomination and appoinlmeul, a majorilv of ««ch 
order shall determine ihe choice — provided that two thirds tt all tke 
Clergy enti'leil to Toles be present, and two thirds of all theCongreja- 
tions entitled la roles be represented; olherui»e two thirds of Ibe *otei 
of each order thall bu necessary to determine the choice. 

ARTICLE XL 

This Cnnstituiion shall not be altered 0Twmtniti,ezt»pthj thucon- 
cnrrent votes of two-thinja of the attending members «t «■ s»Mal Meet- 
ing of the ConTention— «Hch vote being taken in accordance widi the 
puccding proTisiona oT this Constitntion.

EXTRACT FROM THE MINUTES 

Epiicopal Bible, Common Praytr Boot, Trad, and AlUriimary SodUn 

OF NORTH CAROLINA. 

The Committee appointed at iho last meeting to revise the Constita 
!ion of the Misiiionary Society, and so to alter it as to embrace other 
important objects, made Uieir report; and the revised Cooslitntioi), after 
sundry amendment*, was accepted, as follows: 
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CONSTITUTION 

Of the Ejnseopat Bible, Common Prayer Book, Tract, and ARttionary 

Society of North Carolina. • ' 

Article I. This Society BhtU be known by the name or title of the 
*^ Episcopal Bibk^ Common Prayer Book^ Tract and Mhsionary Society 
nf North Carolina J'* 

II. There shall be an annual meeting of this Society* at the same time 
and place at which the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
uf North Carolina for that year, may be held. ~ 

III. The Officers of this Society shall be a President, (and the Bishop 
of the Oiocess shall be president ex officio,) three Vice Presidents, a Se- 
cretary or General Agent, a Treasurer and a Board of Managers consist* 
in«; of four. The President and Secretary of the Society shall also, ex 
officio, be members of the Board of Managers.' 

* IV. It shall be the duty of the President to preside in all meetings ot 
the Society, and also in tne meetings of the Board of Managers, ^tkd to 
call special meetings of the same. 

V. The Vice Presidents, Inr seniority, shall, in the absence, or at the 
request qf the Pi*esident, perform the duties of President. 

VI. The Secretary shall keep a record of the transactions of this So- 
ciety, and also of the Board of Managers, conduct the necessary corres- 
pondence, and perform all such other duties belonging to the general 
agency, as the Board of Managers shall direct. 

VIi. The Treasurer shall receive all monies, keep an account of the 
same, and pay them by order of the Board of Managers. 

VIII. The Board of Managers shall appoint Missionaries, superintend 
their missionary labours, and authorise tntm to receive such compensa- 
tion for their services as the Board shall deem expeilient; when they 
think the interest of the Church in any particular section of the Diocess 
requires it, with the view of preserving organized parishes from decay, 
they may aid them in the support of a minister; provided that the sum 

granted in each case shall not exceed S300 per annum; and when the 
unds will permit it, they may aid youns men who are studying for the 
ministry, and who shall, in such case« after they take orders, be bound 
to act as Missionaries, as long as the Board think prngtor, provided that 
it exceed not one year. 

IX. Persons shall be appointed in various parts of the State, to solicit 
such aid for the support of the general objects of the Society, as the pi- 
ous and well disposed may be ioclined to (jsntribute, and to transmit the 
same to the Treasurer, together with the names of subscribers. 

X. There may be in each parish in the Diocess, an auxiliary to this 
Society, of which the Rector shall be ex officio President; but whea 
there is no Rector, the members composing the auxiliary may appoint a 
President pro tempore. Each member of said auxiliary subscribing two 
dollars per annum, shall be a member of this Society, and each one sub- 
scribing twenty dollars, shall be a member ef this Society for life. It 
shall be the duty of the Treasurer of each auxiliary to forward to this 
Society at their annual meeting, the amount of contributions raised, he 
being entitled to receive Bibles, Prayer Books and Tracts to the value of 
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oat fifth of the amsunl thus confntKiled. upon the Kqncst of the Pre- 
■iilent of the same. It Bhall also be the duty oferer; Rector, or other 
tniiriater in this Diocess, who may be a inenil>er of thif Socieljr, to nse 
bis inHaence in his parish to have an auiiliar; formed therein. 

XI. ThiB Constitution m&j be altered or amended bj > vote of itro 
tiiirdfl of the attending members, at any annual meeting of the Socictv. 

XII. The tuembera attending, shall always coastitule a qnoniaa for 
the traosaction of business. 

The following preamble and reaolotioDf,, offered by the Rer. Mr. 
Cairns, were then unaniraously adopted: 

"Whereas the late lamented Bisnopof thia Diocesshai beqaeathed to 
the ''Episcnpal BiMe, Common Prayer Book, Tract and Missionary So- 
ciety or North Carolina," the copy right of certain onpublished manu- 
scripts, &c., with the profits thence arising, to aid and assist the said 
Sotiely in carrying their laudable objects into operation,.— therefore, 

JttMhed, That a Committee of three be appointed to receive and pub- 
liah, aa soon as possible, the manuscripts &c, thos liberally bequeathed 
to us; and that the rich legacy thu3 left as may be as perfect aa the pre- 
sent eiigeucy will permit it to be, by uniting therewith a suitable history 
of our venerated Father's life, anil a reprint of his already published 
works. 

Reiolved alio. That the Rev. Wm. M. Green and Walker .Anderson, 
Esq., b« requested to prepare, as soon as possible, a suitable Biography 
to be prefixed lo the first volume. 

That the Rev. John Avery be requested to revise and arrange the Ser- 
mons, Episcopal Charges, and CoDlroversial Tracts already printed, to 
be republisheil in a separate volume, and 

That Wm. C. Lord, Esq.,*of Wilmington, t>e requested to place at 
the disposal of the Society, (he Portrait of the Bishop now in his po^ea- 
sion, Ih.it they may obf.iin a!i octavo print to be prefixed to the first vo- 
lume ot each copy of his works. 

The Rev. Messrs. Green, Freetnan and Caims were appointed on the 
committee for publication. 

On motion of Gavin Hogg, Esq., it was resolved, that the committee 
appointed to publish the works of the late Bishop, be requested and au- 
thorised to serure the copy right of the works in trust for the Society. 

The Society then entered into an election of Officers for the ensuing 
year, and the following were duty chosen:

Although obtaioea after the 
Journal of the Convention was prepared for publication, yet as every 
thing in an^ way connected with our venerated and departed Diocesan, 
has an abiding and continuing interest in this Oiocess, and every thing 
he did or said gave evidence of his deep and active piety, it has been 
thought best to publish itj 



Of my Visit^o the State of Tennessee. 

June 13, 1829«— Having received a very pressing invitation from the 
Episcopal Congregations in the State of Tennessee, to visit them, fot 
the purpose of performing Episcopal duties, and for the general advan* 
tage of the Church in the West; which invitation was approved of by the 
Convention of this Diocess, and my visit to them recommended as pro- 
mising benefit to the Church, and also to my own declining health— I 
left my home in Williamsborough on this day, in the public sta^, In 
order to fulfil this duty; intending to proceed throueh Kentucky, if my 
health and strength will bear it, in oroier to attend the General Conven- 
tion of the Church in Philadelphia on the 12th of August. 

Jun^ 16.— At Seattle's Ford, on the Catawba River, baptised three 
children, viz: Sarah Virginia, and Julia Augusta, daughters of Alfred 
M. and Elizabeth Burton, and David Burton, infant son of David Clay- 
ton and Eli^ his wife. Several of the neighbors were collected at Mr. 
Clayton's, which enabled me to use the public office for baptism. 

My journey to Nashville was as pleasant as the kind or conveyance 
and the nature of the roads would permit; these are very rou^h in the 
Limestone country, and made the more so l^ a practice of dnving ra- 
pidly down every hill, no matter how steep, rough, and rockj it may be; 
i(nd in West Tennessee, where the Limestone strata are horizontal, the 
slopes are like the steps of stairs, from the alternate layers of the rock 
ana a thin decomposition of soil, which has been washed away by the 
rains. 

I found the accommodations uniformly eood— indeed preferable to what 
they are on any stage route I have travelled south of Petersbui^; and 
the charges most mo<lerate — with a few exceptions 25 cents a meal, and 
that good and plentiful. The people orderl v and civil in their deport- 
ment, and certainly more civilizea and intefli^nt in their aDpearence 
and conversation, than the same class of men m Vireinia and North Ca- 
rolina. As a proof of this, I met with but one drunken man in Tennes- 
see. He was a Northern man, a mechanic, who got into the stace at 
Newport, for Knoxville, and next day took very kindly the reproof and 
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East Tenncsiee p|eieraDie« upon me i»»iioi*« *uc cvuun j •» n*wm^vt. « 
farmhig coodtry, fiid the habits wore domestic, and attentive to domes- 
tic accommodations. Tlie little jjounty 8C«U are neither as large or as 
weU built as in West Tennessee, but there are more farms, more mea- 
dows,, more stock, and fewer black people to be seen. It is more like 
the south western part of Pennsylvania, through which 1 subsequently 

travelled. 

I had no opportunity of ascertaining the Beligtous condition of the 
people, lliere are of all the Religious denominations among them; but 
the bullhol the people, it is to be feared, as every where in the United 
States, perVlkps in Chri»tendoni} have no visible connection with the 
Gospel, 

June £5- — ^Reached Nashville, by the way of Morganton, the Warm 
Springs, and Rnosville. Met the Rev. Mr. John Davis, at the Hotel^ 
expecting me^ according to my notice to- the Rev. Mr.Otey. Mr. Davis 
has been acting as a Missionary, from the General Missionary Society, 
since the winter of 1826-27. 

Jum t&~Was gratified by the arrival of the Rev. Dr. Stephens, of 
ibe Diocets of Virginia, an the stage from Franklin this mornmg — who 
informs me, that be removes to Tenneseoe, having taken charge of the 
Female Academy in Columbia. In the course of the forenoon, I remov- 
ed to Dr* John Shelby's, as my residence, while in Nashville, as did 
lilso Dr. Stephens. 

Juiu sr^-**-Rev, Mr. jQley arrived, and enabled me to make arrange- 
ments for commencing mfr sertieee. Havinc no Episcopal place of wor* 
ship aa yet, the sefvices were p^forme^ in tiie houses for worship be- 
longing to thr other denonrioations, all of whom were earnest io^press- 
ing our use of Ihem — the Metho^flstsin particular. 

June 28. — Mortring Prayer w§s offered up by the Rev. Mr.Otey, af- 
ter which I preached on the Jailer's question to St. Paul; and on Access 
to God only through Christ) in the atternoon. Full and very attentive 
Congregations. 

June 29^After Divine Service by the Rev. Dr. Stephens, I preached 
in tbo forenoon, oh Faith in Christ tne only condition of salvation. 

June SO^— Moi-ning Prayer by the Rev. Mr. Davis, after which I 
preached on Confession of Christ. 

July l.-^Bforoinfl Prayer by the Rev. Dr. Otev; after the 2d Lesson 
I iMiptised threo chlldreo. I then preached on Confirmation, and ad- 
ministered the rite to four pensons. 

July 2.-^After Mornine Prayer« two persons, who could not attend 
yesterdayf were confirmed. I then preached on the nature and design 
of the Holy CoounoBlon, and administered that Holy Ordinance to about 
80 persons, a majority of whom were of the other denominations. 
^ All- our senrfees, particularly those more directly Episcopal, are no- 
ticed with a very intense interest; but here, as alas is the case through- 
out, Preaching is the great attraction«-^o hear Preaching is considered 
the sum and substance of Religion. 

On the 1st of July, Deputies from the different Episcopal Congrega- 
tions 10 Tennessee met in Nashville, according to previous notice, in 
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order to frame a Cunstitution for the Church, enact Canons, and organ- 
ize aft a Diocefts. 

Having succeedeil in forming a Convention, a deptflation was direct* 
ed to present to me a resolotion of the House of Clerical and Lay Depu- 
ties, requesting me to preside over their deliberations, which was dulj 
acknowledged and acceded to on my part, and the business conducted 
to a happy and harmoniatis conclusion. Deputies being elected to attend 
the ensuing General Convention of the Church, and to request admis* 
sion for the newly organized Diucess into the General Union of the PrO'^ 
testant Episcopal Church in the United States. ' 

During mj short stay in Nashville, I have been greatly deligMed lind 
encouraged by the interest manifested among the members ^mT friends 
of the Church, for the advancement of religion, and for the attainment 
of regular and fixed services for the congregation once organized in the 
City, but broken and scattered by the nasty and unfortunate employ- 
menl of the Rev. Mr. Howell, now suspended indefinitely from the mi- 
nistry. Owing to the part which duty obliged me to take in that unhap- 
py atiair, not a few of the Vestry were disposed to look unfavourably up- 
on me; but reflection and more correct information, have produced their 
slow but sure effect, and I find them all zealous for putting the congre- 
gation once more upon a regular footing:, and for exerting themselves to 
build a Church and obtain a resident minister. The Vestry accordinelr 
has been elected; subscription papers are out to raise funds for the builu- 
ing, to which a considerable sum is already subscribed, and lam author- 
ized to employ a Clergyman, and to engage S800 certain as salary. And 
praised be God, not a few of their chief men s^«m4o be very seriously 
impressed with the public and private opportunities I have been furnish- 
ed with, to press upon their consciences^ tite plain and simple truths of 
Christ's religion, and particularly the commanding truth* tnat no beoe- 
tit can be expected from the undertaking of the Son of uod for the sal- 
vation of sinners, unless the sinners he died to save, do openly embrace 
the Goflpel, become members of his visible Church, and conform in heart 
and life to the conditions on which he promises eternal life, to all his 
faithful followers. « 

July 3. — Left Nashville in company with the Rev* Dr. Qtey, to visit 
the Congregations under his charge. 

July 4. — Morning Prayer by the Rev. Dr. Otey, after which, I con- 
firmed seven persons, and preached on God is witness. 

July 5.— Morning Prayer by the Rev. Dr. Otey, af^r which I preach- 
ed on Access to G^ only through Christ, and administered the Com- 
munion to sixteen persons, chiefly, if not entirely Episcopalians. 

July 6.— Divine Service this morning by the Rev. Dr. Otey; after 
the second Lesson, I baptized two children and preached on the Jailer's 
Question to St. Paul. 

In the afternoon the Services were again performed, and I preached 
on Confession of Christ. 

July 7.— Morning Prayer by the Rev. Dr. Otey, after which I preach* 
ed on Faith in Christ, the only condition of salvation. My visit to this 
improving little place has been very gratifying, and proves verjr clearlyf 
the value of Dr. Otey's services to the Church and religion, notwithstaod* 
ing he is confined and encumbered with the charge of the Academy.-— 
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Though the state of tlie weather was very unfavourable, particularly on 
Sundajt yet Duioerousand attentive congregations were present, both in 
the morning and at nif^ht. • 

The DiembiBrs and friends of Ihe Church feel themselves strengthened 
and encouraged; not a few find their previous serious impressions deep- 
ened, and throqgh the divine blessing, there is ground to hope that our la- 
bour shall not be in vain. 

Our services were performed in the Hall of the Masonic Society, which 
has hitherto b^n used fur the Episcopal congregation. But measures 
are now heartily taken tii build a Church, and though few in numberp 
tlieir u9A I thinli^ will carry it througir. 
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Notice is hereby given^ 

That the next Annual Convention, of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, of the Diocess of North Carolina^ will be held 
in Christ's Churchy Raleigh^ on the 19th day of May, 1831.
